Desire to Fight.

CoLUMBLA, S. C., April 2—Sunday was 
8 rather quiet duy in Columbia, and while 
there have been incidents of a most inter- 
esting nature in connection with the dis- 
pensary troubles, there has been practi- 
cally no disturbances. Crowds have lined 
the streets throughout the day, not for 
the purpose of demonstrations, but to se- 
cure every item of news that can be had 
in the matter. 

Early yesterday morning, Governor Till- 
man established a telegraph censorship, 
placing several militiamen, the most in- 
telligent that could be selected, in charge 
of both offices, to supervise all messages. 

Early in the day, the governot sum- 
moned the Governor’s Guards to the execu- 
tive mansion. Headdressed them, saying 
that he was informed that their disband- 
ment was not their fault, but that they 
had been overawed by a mob at their 
doors. He told them that they stood be- 
fore the people of the state asa disgrace, 
and that he wished to give them the op- 
portunity to wipe the stain from their 
brow, and to restore them to honor. 

Threw Down Their Guns, 

He asked for some indication as to 
whether they would obey his orders, in 
which event their arms would be given 
back tothem. As he made this assertion, 
five of the men threw down their bayo- 
nets, and were quickly followed by several 
others. Their captain begged them to de- 
sist and wait until the governor had 
finished. Governor Tillman, however, 
told them that their action was satisfac- 
tory, for he only wished to know exactly 
what their position was. 

He then said to those who remained, 
that they could leave, but if they deter- 
mined to obey orders, to report to the state 
penitentiary. The remnantof the com- 
pany marched to their armory, aud in five 
minutes thereafter they had disbanded. 

During the day the governor notified 
the captains of the other companies that 
the arms must be delivered to the state 
in less than two hours. They replied 
that they did not know where the arms 
were, and that it was impossible to com- 
ply with his order. The governor in- 
formed them peremptorily that the guns 
must be produced. s 

On hearing this a number of prominent 
citizens, in the interest of peace and order, 
advised the men togive up their guns. 
On their earnest advice, the young men 
soon expresed their willingness to do

Troops at Darlington. 

DARLINGTON, S. C., April 2.—Governor 
Tillman’s military train, bringing 12 com- 
panies and {230 men, arrived at 9.30 last 
night. They were met by the local mili- 
tary company and escorted to their quar 
ters. Great excitement prevailed at che 
time the train arrived, but it has since 
died away. Governor Tillman has wired 
the citizens here that the presence of the 
troops are required te arrest those who 
participated in the riot taree days ago. 

Ifthe governor desires to make the 
arrest of those men, he will have to send 
at least five times the number of troops 
now on the spot, and it is believed if the 
military is called on to airest citizens,that 
at least half, if not all, the soldiers will 
lay down their arms and assist the citizens 
should trouble occur. All is now quiet, 
and the troops are on guard. 

A courier has just arrived from the 
country near Timmonsville, announcing 
that two spies were found dead in the 
woods near that place. 


MANY ARE HOMELESS. 


Midnight Fire at Suncock, N. H., Causes 
Much Damage to Property. 

CoxcorD, N. H., April 2.—The most 
disastrots conflagration known in the 
history of the town of Suncook occurred 
Saturday night. Thirty-eight families were 
rendered homeless, and three large blocks 
arenow a mass of ruins. The loss is 
about $35,000, and the blow to the town of 
Suncook will be felt for years to come. It 
was only a miracle that saved the large 
china mill plant, estimated to be worth 
$700,000, and three large warehouses a few 
rods away, containing 1500 bales of cotton, 
barely escaped destruction. 

A canvass made by the selectmen 
shows that over 350 people are homeless, 
with hardly enough clothing to cover 
their backs. The people were all em- 
ployes of the cotton mill, and are French. 
They lived in blocks like sardines, and 
were, as a whole, very poor. It was a dis- 
tinclive settlement of its own, and com- 
prised most of the working people of Sun- 
cook. 

The selectmen immediately took steps 
torelieve the suffering and clothe the 
naked. The citizens responded nobly, 
and the burned out are all comfortably 
located. One of the mill managers says 
the families will average seven persons 
each, and this, with the 30 boarders in the 
second block burned, will make it about 
400 people that lose everything. 

How all of the small children got out of 
the blocks at that time of night is mirac- 
ulous, and beyond a few slight burns, 
nothing serious is reported. 


STILL TALKING. 


Breckinridge’s Recital Occupies Another 
Day's Attention In Court, 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Although the 
Poilard-Breckinridge scandal has dragged 
through the circuit court for three weeks 
to the exclusion of other cases, which are 
equally important from a financial stand- 
point, it promises to hold the boards for 
two weeks more. 

Congressman Breckinridge is continu- 
ing today the recital of his version of the 
nine years’ intrigue with Madeline Pol- 
lard. He will then pass into the hands of 
ex-Judge Jere M. Wilson for cross-exami- 
nation. From this inquisition the follow- 
ers of the trial are anticipating their 
choicest entertainment, for the jurist and 
ex-congressman from Indiana has a well- 
earned reputation as the most trying man 
who could be selected from the local bar 
to rake a witness. 

Heis no respecter of persons in the 
courtroom, following faithfully the axiom 
that all men are equal in the eyes of the 
law, and he has an unusual faculty at 
planning traps for a witness, leading him 
along different lines of inquiry, which 
seem harmless considered singly, and then 
combining the conclusions therefrom in 
one question, which puts the victim on 
record in another direction. 


IN BAD TEMPER, 


Agitator Swift Goes So Far as to Ridl- 
cule His Creator. 

Boston, April 2.—About 800 people at- 
tended the meeting of the unemployed on 
Boston Common yesterday afternoon. 
Agitator Swift was cheif factor. He was 
dissatisfied with everybody and every- 
thing. He railed at Governor Greenhalge 
for not using his influence with the com- 
mittee on the unemployed, and request- 
ing them to make the commission five in- 
stead of three. He then turned his atten- 
tion to the representatives, and severely 
censured thosejwho bad not voted that the 
commision be five. Tiring of this line of 
argument, he turned his attention to the 
Deity, and tried to ridicule God by call- 
ing him a capitalist. In this, he was not 
very successful, and he turned his 
spleen in another direction. He singled 
out President Eliot of Harvard asa fit 
subject to tackle, and he told his hearers 
that the heads of colleges ought not to be

TARIFF 1S THE TOPIC 


Which Will Oscupy the. Senate's At- 
tention This Week, 


THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASES 


And Silver Bill Veto Are Now 
Before the House. 


Wasnineton, April 2.—The tariff bill 
comes up for consideration in the senate 
at 20’clock today, and willin all proba- 
bility be the prominent topic of debate 
during the entire week. No other 
measures are likely to receive attention 
without the consent of the managers of 
the tariff bill. 

Senator Hansbrough’s bill for the ex- 
termination of the Russian thistle ap- 
pearsupon the calendar as the unfin- 
ished business, but it is fair to presume it 
will be laid aside for the tariff. 

Notice has been given of intention on 
the part of the Florida senators to call up 
the suspended Florida appointments in 
executive session, but the chances are 
that this matter will also depend upon 
the favor and convenience of those in con- 
trol of tive tariff bill. - 

Other questions which may press for 
consideration during the week are the 
Chinese treaty and the proposed bill for 
the regulation of the Behring sea fisheries. 
Senator Morgan has stated that he will 
probably ask the senate to consider the 
treaty the latter part of the week, and 
there is a probability that the Behring 
sea bill will he considered as of sufficient 
importance to call for prompt action. 
There will be little difficulty in securing 
an understanding whereby the questions 
can be taken up, to the temporary dis- 
placement of the tariff, if expedition 
should be considered important. 

The pension and fortifications appropri- 
ation bills are also on the calendar, and 
can be considered at any time, but they 
will not be pressed for the present. 

The Speeches, 


The tariff bill will be the only order 
after 2 o’clock each day of the week, or 
until the morning business shall be dis- 
posed of, and there will be two hours each 
day for the consideration of miscellaneous 
questions, which properly belong to that 
hour. 

Severalamendments to the tariff bill 
will be offered by the committee on 
finance, after which Senator Voorhees, as 
chairman of the finance committee, will 
lead off the debate. 

He will be replied to by Senator Alli- 
son, but beyond these speeches it is not 
known in what order senators will be 
heard. Itis quite likely that Senators 
McPherson and Hill, on the Democratic 
side, will speak early in the week, and it 
is known that on the Republican side of 
the chamber Senators Hale, Lodge, 
Cullom, Hoar, Hawley, Morrill, and 
Mitchell of Oregon are prepared to speak, 
but itis not probable that even a ma- 
jority of these can be heard during the 
present week. 

Indeed, if the speeches should prove to 
be long, as many of them will, it is likely 
that forthe present not more than one 
will be heardinuday. Senator Peffer is 
also expected to speak on the tariff this 
week or next. . 

House Forecast, 

An exciting week is promised in the 
house. The struggle over the O’Neill- 
Joy contested election case has been re- 
sumed. 

Although it has been apparent since 
this case has been up that at least a dozen 
Democrats were opposed to seating the 
Democratic contestant,the partisan feeling 
engendered during the last three days of 
the filibustering has served to drive 
those who were lukewarm into camp, and 
while they will probably not vote for 
O'Neill, they will at least lend their votes 
and presence to make the necessary quo- 
rum to seat the St. Louis Democrat The 
English-Hilborn case will follow, and so 
faras known the Democrats are united 
on the proposition to seat English, the 
contestant, 

Tomorrow, according to the notice 
served by Mr. Bland, he will ask the 
house to consider the president’s veto of 
the silver seigniorage bill, and will move 
to pass the bill over the veto. As it re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to override the 
objections of the president, there is little 
hope that Mr. Bland’s motion can be 
carried. 

But, nevertheless, it is expected that 
the debate will be of an exceedingly 
lively character. The silver men areina 
state of revolt, and they avow their pur- 
pose to rake the administration fore and 
aft. Somevery outspoken criticism can 
be looked for. The debate upon the propo- 
sition to pass the bill over the veto may 
last all week if thesilver men are so dis- 
posed, as the Republicans will be be glad 
to join with them, to prevent a limit 
being placed upon it.

THE NEW HIGH. 


Good Work and Good Progress on Quincy's 
New School House. 

The new High school building now in 
the process of erection has come in for a 
great deal of comment first and last. First 
because the contractors rightly refused to 
let every man who happened along to 
wander throagh the building, and not ‘only 
bother the workmen, but go about and 
vent their spite at some fancied wrong, and 
lastly on account of the hitch between the 
State Inspectors and the fire eseapes on the 
building. 

To ascertain what progress was being 
made on the building, a representative of 
the LepGEnr visited the building Saturday 
and after making known his wants to the 
foreman in charge was invited to go over 
the building as much as he liked, an in- 
vitation which was readily accepted. 

The building was found to be rapidly 
approaching the time when the roof would 
be put on. 

. The outside brick work is nearly com- 
pleted to the second story and the two 
heavy hard pine timbers 55 feet in length, 
over the study room, which hold the trusses 
were in position,and workmen were en- 
gaged in putting in the heavy floor timbers. 

On the first floor the three-class rooms 
are all ready for the lathes, and plastering 
will be commenced as soon as the roof is 
on, which will be in about three weeks 
with fair weather. 

Standing on the second floor a fine view 
is obtained and when completed, happy 
should taey be who occupy these rooms, 

Allof the work has the appearance of 
being well done and the contractors are 
probably doing all they agreed to. 

Mention was made in regard to the safe- 
ness of the brick work done in cold weather 
and to this the foreman replied that every- 
tubing was perfectly safe. Bricks are some- 
what porous and will therefore absorb a 
certain amount of moisture. If the bricks 
when laid were wet, and cold mortar was 
used, there might be danger, but here all 
the bricks were kept under cover and were 
perfectly dry when used, and instead of 
using cold mortar, that used was made 
fresh every day and was used while hot, so 
that the bricks were able to take the mois- 
ture from it, and therefore was as solid as 
if laid in warm weather. 

Ia regard to the tower which will proba- 
bly have to be built, the gentleman in 
charge said that the cost would necessarily 
be more now than if it had beeu provided

PLUMBING ORDINANCE, 


Some of the Features which are Contained 
in the Draft. 

The ordinance regulating plumbing in 
the city of Quincy reported by the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances at the last meeting of 
the City Council, will come up for its 
second reading to-night, and is an im- 
portant one in many ways, as it provides 
that no one shall do business unless he 
shall be a good plumber,and shall! have regis- 
tered with the Board of Health. It also 
requires plumbers to report all repairs 
made, otherwise than leaks, to said board, 
which must have its approval, and that no 
work shall be used until it has been tested 
in the presence of the board, and no work 
shall be concealed from view until approy- 
ed, and that every building shall be sepa- 
rately and independently connected with 
the public sewer when provided or with a 
cesspool cutside of the building. 

The ordinance also establishes the sizes 
and weights of pipe to be used in drains 
and for ventilating purposes. It also pro- 
vided that drain pipe shall have suitable 
traps and Y branches, Iron pipes must be 
tested before put in place and have an in- 
side coating of coal tar pitch, applied hot. 

Water closet shall be supplied with water 
from a tank or cistern, and shall have 
flushing pipes of not less than one inch in 
diameter, Water pipes in exposed places 
must be protected from frost, and in fact 
every pipe used in house plumbing comes 
under this ordinance, and any violations 
are subject to a fine not exceeding $50 for 
each violation. The ordinance, on the 
whole, is a good one, and if adopted will do 
away with many of the existing evils in re- 
gard to loose plumbing work, which in 
many cases endangers the health of occu- 
pants of houses where it exists,

Over a Hundred Added to Coxey’s Army 
at Beaver Falls, Pa. 


BEAVER FaLts, Pa, April 2—Seven 
thousand people met Coxey’s common- 
weal here. Thecrowd was curious, but 
notcordial. Camp was pitched on Col- 
lege bill Meetings were held on the 
ground, and $46 collected by Marshal 
Smith. 

In the evening a meeting was held at 
the Opera house, and after the audience 
left, the army of 270 slept in the theater. 
By 9 o'clock 125 recruits had joined. All 
night long the camp was visited by 
the town peuple, several thousand sight- 
seers coming from peighboring towns. 

Food enough to last the army for two 
days was distributed by the citizens, and 
the officers were entertained by a hotel 
keeper. The leaders are immensely 
pleased with the reception and the big 
batch of recruits. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


Discovery of a Battered Body Led to 
Fears of Foul Play. 

ConcorD, N. H., April 2.—The body of 
Joseph Charpentier of Boscawen was 
found at the foot of a precipitous cliff, 30 
feet high, with his head smashed in and 
marks on his throat.

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ENGLISH PRIDE SIHHOCKED. 
Corruption In Army Circles Unearthed and 
Pet Oficers Under Arrest. 

It used to be a cardinal article of an 
Englishman's faith that army, if 
small, was of the very best quality, and 
that its adiministrators, from the com- 
mander in chief down to the humblest 
subaltern officer, were incorruptible. 
The latter belief received a rude shock 
recently when the Woolwich arsenal was 
proved to be a hotbed of corruption, and 
a clean sweep had to be made of some of 
its leading officers. The faith which 
survived that blow has now again been 
sorely tried. Officers Loch and Murray, 
in charge of the war department armory 
at the tower, Birmingham, have been 
placed under arrest and will be tried by 
court martial next week. 

The charges are systematic blackmail- 
ing extending over a number of years 
and frauds of the shabbiest and most un- 
military character. The tower is virtu- 
ally a training school for regimental ar- 
morers, and no noncommissioned officer 
could hope to obtain therank of armorer 
without a certificate of competency sign- 
ed by Loch and Murray. It is alleged 
that these trusted officers extorted mon- 
ey as the price of every certificate and 
also had a secret system whereby every 
workman applying for work and every 
soldier desiring promotion had to pay 
sums ranging from shillings to pounds, 

~The incriminated officers have long 
been living far beyond their visible 
means, but the malpractices were not 
suspected until a few months ago, when 
the war department in London began to 
receive anonymous letters purporting to 
be written by fleeced victims. The sec- 
retary of war was unwilling to take 
cognizance of anonymous accusations 
against the honor of reputable officers, 
but the charges became so persistent and 
categorical that he decided to investi- 
gate them, and Colonel King Harman 
was sent to Birmingham. With the as- 
sistance of the local police he soon ob- 
tained sufficient evidence to justify the 
arrests. The curious feature of the case 
is that Colonel Nuttall, commander in 
chief of the tower, was not arrested also 
for shameful neglect of his duties.—Lon- 
don Cor. New York Sun.

The Body of a Woman on a Cake of Ice 
Whirled Over American Falls, 

A sensational story is told here by 
Master Edwin Whitney, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Solon Whitney of this city. Itis 
in effect that he saw at the house of his 
grandfather, Major Whitney, on Buffalo 
avenue, the body of a woman float past 
the rear of the house down through the 
rapids and over the falls. 

The hour was about 8:30 in the morn 
ing.

She had on dark clothes, he 
thought, and part of her face was visible 
as she lay on the ice. He called the at- 
tention of the two painters at work on 
the veranda on the river side of the Whit- 
ney mansion, and they also thought it 
was a body.

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FRAUDULENT BARGAIN SALES. 


Schemes Concocted by Dishonest Dealers 
to Hoodwink the People. 

In recent years the advertisements of 
‘bankrupt” and ‘‘foreclosure” sales have 
become quite common. The penchant 
among certain classes of people for 
taking advantage of the necessities of 
their fellow men to obtain something 
for less than its real value is util- 
ized by the promoters of these schemes 
to dispose of second-class goods at first 
class prices. Some of these sharks have 
an admirable system to better enable 
them to delude and hoodwink the pub- 
lic. 

Instead of, as was formerly the cus- 
tom, dropping down into a town, rent- 
ing a room and at once advertising their 
great ‘‘bankrupt” sale, they pursue a 
different method. A stool pigeon is sent 
ahead, whorents aroom ina city or town 
centrally located and puts in a stock of 
merchandise. He anNgunces by hand- 
bills widely distributed and through the 
columns of the local papers that, like the 
country journalist, he has ‘‘come to 
stay.” A week elapses, and another in- 
dividual, representing himself as the 
agent of jobbers, puts in his appearance 
with a chattel mortgage on the stock, 
which he proceeds to foreclose. 

The first man, quite crestfallen evi- 
dently, gets himself interviewed by the 
newspaper reporter, and, after a recital 
of his woes and misfortunes and a disser- 
tation on the excellence and good quali- 
ties of the merchandise which has been 
wrested from him by the iron hand of 
the remorseless mortgagee, hies himself 
to some other town to repeat the opera- 
tion. The conspirator who is left in 
charge, with adisplay of enterprise wor- 
thy of a better cause, floods the sur- 
rounding country and neighboring towns 
with lurid posters announcing a ‘‘mort- 
gagee’s sale,” with some account of the 
wonderful sacrifices to be made in order 
to realize the mortgage indebtedness at 
the earliest practical moment, and cun- 
ningly worded ‘‘locals,” reciting the 
same story, find their way into the col- 
umns of the local papers. 

Thisisthe bargain seeker’s opportunity, 
and the way the ‘‘penny wise and pound 
foolish” population of town and country 
respond to the advertisement and load 
themselves down with shoddy goods, an- 
tiquated clothing or worthless jewelry is 
a caution. Persons who have been in 
debt to their home merchant since the 
mind of man runneth not back to the 
contrary bring their ready cash and 
plank it down to the mountebank in re- 
turn for his doubtful wares. A few 
weeks’ use fills the bosoms of the bargain 
seekers with vain regret as they contem- 
plate the condition of their much vaunt- 
ed bargains. 

These specious “sales” seldom deceive 
the sensible man or woman. A ‘mo- 
ment’s consideration should convince 
any one that if the merchandise offered 
Was as represented, standard goods, be- 
fore the local merchants and dealers 
would allow them to be disposed of in 
competition with their goods they would 
buy the entire stock and take it out of 
the market. The “agent,” if the mort- 
gage was bona fide, would be glad to dis- 
pose of the entire stock in this manner 
in order to save time and expense. But 
such is not the case. This class of goods 
is manufactured expressly for these ir- 
responsible concerns and is never found 
on the counters of reputable dealers. 
The gudgeons who bite at the bait get 
hooked. Trade with established mer 
chants is the only safe rule. 


Serves Them Right. 

A house owner needs a lightning rod. 
Instead of calling on a permanently lo- 
cated dealer in lightning rods and em- 
ploying him to dothe work, he enters into 
a contract with the first shark that comes 
along and signs an agreement, which 
eventually turns up as a note in the 
hands of an ‘‘innocent” party and mulcts 
him to the tune of several hundred dol- 
lars, and the popular verdict is, ‘“‘Served 
him right.” 

A predilection for strangers and the 
mania for buying goods in other than the 
regular channels of trade seem to be pe- 
culiar to a certain class of mercenary 
people of the community. They doubt 
the honesty and good intentions of their 
home artisan or merchant, whom they 
have known for years, and refuse to be- 
lieve his assurances of fair treatment, 
but turn a willing ear to the first smooth 
tongued swindler that comes along. This 
trait of human character is well known 
to tse smooth worker, and the amounts 
realized each year through the gullibility 
of their victimsis greater than is general- 
ly known. 

The farm implement and musical in- 
strument agent comes from no man 
knows whither, makes a sale at a low 
price and levants. In a few days a man 
with a chattel mortgage on the same 
article arrives and wrests it from the 
buyer, and he has no recourse unless he 
can find the agent. A dealer in this 
man’s own locality stood ready and anx- 
ious to sell him the same goods at a fair 
price, but he preferred patronizing a 
stranger with the vain hope of getting 
something for nothing. He got duped, 
and his happiness is not increased when 
nis neighbors declare that it “served 
him right.” 

Farming communities are now being 

visited by egents for grocery conceras 
and shoddy dry goods houses located in 
one of the large cities. The bargains 
they offer have the effect of gathering in 
scores of victims. In one locality visit- 
ed, sugar by the barrel was offered ata 
price lower than it could be obtained 
from the refinery. There was, however, 
a condition to the sale—that the buyer 
vas also to buy a certain amount of 
spices and fancy groceries in order to 
make a bill large enough to justify the 
house in making a shipment. 

The goods came C, O. D., and much to 
the disgust of the consignee everything 
but the sugar was utterly unfit for use. 

Let these bargain seekers take the 
hard cash which they always seem to 
have ready and waiting for the shark 
and goto your home merchant and plank 

t down, and you will find that, taking 
into consideration the quality of the 
merchandise, he sells sich cheaper than 
the traveling vender.

IN SINCERE SORROW. 


Thousands Pay Tribute to the Mem- 
ory of Patriot Kossuth. 


BUDA-PESTH IN DEEP MOURNING. 


Scenes Never Before Seen In 
Hungary’s History. 


Bupa-Pestu, April 2, —An immense 
crowd of people from all parts of Hun- 
gary, and many from Austria are in this 
city. Hotel and other accommodations 
are ata premium, and late arrivals had 
considerable difliculty in finding quarters 
to occupy during their temporary sojourn 
here. The trains arriving from all points 
of the country constantly added to the 
crowds, and many persons came on foot 
from towns and villages many leagues 


| distant. 


The great center of attraction for the 
people was the National museum, in 
which the body of Kossuth is lying in 
state. It is estimated that at least 150,000 
persons of all classes entered the museum 
and walked past the catalfaque. The pro- 
cession was a silent one, the only sound 
breaking the stillness being an occasional 
sob from some woman. 

Several impressive incidents marked 
the day. One was the visit of a large 
number of maidens from Transylvania, 
clad wholly in white, who deposited many 
wreaths on the coffin that was already 
almost hidden from view by the floral 
offerings piled upon and about it. The 


| visit of the veteran Honved Hussars also 


attracted much attention. All these 
veterans came from Szegedin and its 
near-by neighborhood. 

True Devotion. 

The 5000 inhabitants of Czegled, who 
walked in a body the long distance from 
there to Buda-Pesth, in order to pay their 
last token of respect and love to the great 
Hungarian, arrived safely, and their 


| visitto the hall in which the body was 


lying, was one of the noteworthy inci- 
dents of the day. Many of them showed 
plainly the traces of their weary two 
days’ march. 

Order was preserved throughout, ex- 
cept when the great crush necessitated 
the barricading of Esterhazy street, 
which created confusion and disorder. It 
was intended to close the museum at mid- 
night, but when the proposed closing 
time arrived, such an immense crowd was 
still waiting to view the body that it was 
decided to keep the building open until 
2 o’clock Sunday morning. 

When 2 o0’clock came the doors were 
closed, and thousands of persons were 
turned away disappointed. This caused 
much anger among a certain element in 
the crowd, and stone-throwing and abuse 
of the authorities were indulged in. The 
trouble was not serious, and the disorder 
Was promptly quelled. 

The streets were thronged all night, 
with constantly arriving deputations. 

Heartfelt Praise. 

The funeral services were the most 
solemn ceremonies ever seen here. They 
were held in the vestibule of the National 


| museum, in the presence of the Lutheran 


bishops, members of the Hungarian diet 
and the Hungarian magnates. After the 
singing of the national anthem, in which 
all persons joined, Bishop Sarkany de 
livered an oration in which he eloquently 
extolled the patriotic services of Kossuth. 

Maurice Jokai dwelt at length upon the 
self-sacrifice Kossnth had made for his 
country, concluding with atouching fare 
well to the dead patriot. His words 
moved many of his audience to tears, 

The Burgomaster of Buda-Pesth said 
thatthe grave of Kossuth would become 
a place of pilgrimage for Hungarians, 
every one of whom felt the deepest grati- 
tude for the services Kossuth had ren- 
dered his country. 

When the funeral services at the 
museum had been concluded, the coffin 
was conveyed to the funeral car, to which 
were attached eight horses covered with 
mourning caparison. The procession was 
then speedily formed. The streets through 
which it passed were densely crowded. 
Not a window nora roof along the route 
was unoccupied. Business, much of 
which is usually done in Buda-Pesth on 
Sundays, was at a complete standstill, 
all the business houses being closed. 

Everybody wore mourning, and the 
city presented a scene that was never be- 
fore witnessed here. 

The members of a thousand deputa- 
tions, carrying wreaths and banners, fol- 
lowed the Honveds as the procession 
moved along aud sang national airs and 
Kossuth-Lieder. As it passed the Opera 
House, thousands of persons massed npon 
thesteps suddenly joined in the Kossuth 
hymn. 

Songs of Sorrow. 

Asthe combined voices took up the 
melodious air, the effect was most im- 
pressive. From the opera house on there 
was an intermittent rising of patriotic 
songs from the populace. There was no 
disorder. No police were visible any- 
where along the route, except at the cross- 
ings. 

When the gates of the cemetery were 
reached, the funeral car stopped for a 
moment. Only the pall-bearers, the 
Honveds, officials and Kossuth’s relatives 
were admitted into the cemetery. 
Throughout the march from the National 
museum to the cemetery, Kossuth’s sons 
walked beside the coffin. 

The final ceremony was very impres- 
sive. Several speeches were made by 
representatives of the Independent party 
and by Honveds, who served under Kos- 


suth. After the singing of achoral, the 
coffin was lowered into a temporary 
vault. At this moment, a touching spec- 


tacle presented itself. The immense as- 
bemblage gathered outside the cemetery 


fell upon their knees and offered a silent | 


prayer. The ceremonies concluded, the 
irowd quietly dispersed.

NO QUORUM IN SIGHT. 


|House Wrangle Is as Far From 
Settlement as Ever, 


\THE QUESTION OF THE TARIFF 


Launched Upon the Sea of 
Senatorial Debate. 


WASHINGTON, April 3—For five hours 
yesterday rollcall followed rollcall, in an 
| endless attempt to bring the Republican 
filibuster against the O’Neill-Joy con- 
tested election case to a close, but at no 
| time were the Democrats able to muster a 
| quorum, and the fight was finally aban- 
| doned for the day. 

Mr. Patterson of Tennessee, who has 
[charge of the case, said last evening:

AN ANALYSIS of the annual appro- 
priation order now before the City Council 
and a comparison with the recommenda- 
tions in the Mayer's budget will be of inter- 
est.

This 
amount will be considered as an income 
this year and will reduce the apparent in- 
crease of $10,042.92 for current city ex- 
penses to less than $2,000.

THE APPROPRIATION ORDER. 


Plumbing Ordinance and Order for 
Hose 4 House Advanced a Stage. 


The annual appropriations, a new 
plumbing ordinance, the new fire station 
at West Quincy,and many communications, 
petitions, reports and orders were before 
the City Council Monday evening, but the 
business was promptly transacted within 
an hour and a half.

Mayor Hodges forwarded notice of the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners of a 
hearing today to the Quincy & Boston 
street railway for certain privileges in 
Weymouth Fore river. 

Also notice of the Metropolitan Park 
Commissioners of a hearing May 8 on the 
appointment of a commission by the 
Supreme Judicial court to determine what 
assessments shall be levied on the cities and 
towns in the district for the paymeat of the 
reservation recently acquired. 

Both referred to Legislative Committee. 

A communication of Auditor Hall 
sought information as to whom the salary 
of tax collector was payable since Feb. 1. 
Referred. 

Notice was received to draw three tra- 
verse jurors for the Superior court, and the 
drawing resulted in the selection of George 
B. Sargent, J. Frank Goodhue and Owen 
Gibson. 

Plumbing Ordinance. 


The ordinance relative to plumbing came 
up for a second reading. 

Councilman Moxon said it contained 
many things which needed consideration. 
It was drafted on the same line as those of 
large cities and he believed it would entail 
a hardship on builders. First, it required 
that all plumbers should be registered, 
which would put all the business into the 
bands of a few master workmen, The 
danger from defective plumbing in a city 
of the size of Quincy was small. It would 
be sufficient for the board of health to 
make regulations. The ordinance would 
be detrimental to the best interests of the 
city. 

Chairman Johnson of the O:dinance 
Committee said the law now required that 
plumbers should be registered, which had 
brought up the subject of an ordinance. 

Councilman Adams asked to have the 
statute read and Councilman Federhen 
read Chapter 477 of the Acts of 1893. 

Councilman Federhen offered an amend 
ment to be known as Section 15, to read as 
follows:—No Section of this ordinance 
shall apply to any plumbing put into any 
building before the passage of this ordi- 
nance. 

The amendment was adopted and the 
ordinance passed to its second reading.

Ex-Postmaster Warren W. Adams took 
an affectionate leave Monday evening of 
the employes of the post office which have 
served him so faithfully during his term of 
office, at his residence on Greenleaf street. 
The evening was passed in an agrecable 
manner, a spread of course being on the 
programme. 

Daring the evening Carrier Williams in 
behalf of the employes presented Mr. 
Adams with an elegant easy chair in which 
he can rest his weary limbs and loose him- 
self in the thoughts of the.gnany happy 
hours he passed in the office of the Adams 
building while a servant for Uncle Sam. 

Mr. Adams responded thanking all for 
the gift and reviewing the service for the 
past four years as follows:

Fellow Employes in the Postal Service: 

[ have called you together tovight, feel- 
ing that it might be a pleasant way of 
transferring you to my successor in office 
and of terminating my connection with 
you in conducting the postal affairs of this 
city. 

It it is a little more than four years since 
I entered upon the duties of postmaster, 
and most of you were on duty at that time. 
I started out with the determination to im- 
prove the service if possible. Good service 
is everything. The business public cares 
not for the political preferences of those 
who serve them, but are more interested in 
being well served and having respectful 
treatment, 

I have kept a watch for the inefficient 
ones, and have not been able as yet to find 
them. My successor may, butif he keeps 
the present help I very much doubt it, and 
to you my late associates, I wish to say 
that whatever changes and rules have been 
made have been for the good of the service, 

The public expect much more service 
than the office can give, they make their 
complaints, and if you do not get an 
answer for them by the next morning they 
think you are not attending to your 
business. I[f a mail is delayed the post- 
master isto blame. If a letter is not on 
time containing a remittance, some one 
has stolen it. If a drop letter does not 
reach its destination in ten minutes after 
it is mailed the carrier is slow. Many 
patrons of the office believe that all mis- 
takes are made in the office, but when the 
letters come back from the dead letter 
office they tell adifferentstory. However, 
every one that calls at the office must 
receive kind treatment. 

As you carriers are well aware, your part 
of the service extends into the outlyirg 
districts, and I always contended that 
people living there are entitled to reason- 
able accommodations as well as those 
nearer the office. 

As for the improvement in the service 
during the past four years I leave to the 
public to judge, 

And looking back over the period, al- 
though it has required work, care, apxiety 
and close attention to the requirements of 
the service, yet there have ban many hap- 
py hours passed within. the office, and in 
taking my leave of you as the head of the 
office, it is with the best wishes for your 
future welfare, and should you leave ‘the 
postal service for any other may succesd 
attend you. 
meet you, and in the future when I look 
back over my past life, rest assured of one 
thing, that among my pleasantest remem- 
brances will be the time I passed with you 
in the postal service,

Strikers Are Resorting to Force Inthe 
Coke Region.

TEN THOUSAND MEN ARE OUT. 


Men Driven From Work With 
Clubs and Pistols. 


Uniontown, Pa., April 8.—The storm 
has broken, and the scenes of 1891 are 
being repeated throughout the coke 
regions The big coke strike is now on in 
full force. 

The ranke of the strikers have been re- 
inforced, and the lowest estimates give 
them 10,000 men. From the outset the 
strike has been turbulent, with a tendency 
to open defiance of the law. There was 
rioting in several quarters Sunday night. 
It has grown steadily worse, and yester- 
day there were more serious outbreaks in 
this end of the field. 

The men of the Oliver works went out, 
leaving 1500 tons of coke burning up in 
the ovens. The company, to save the 
property, attempted to put some men to 
work drawing the coke, when the strikers 
madea ferocious attack on them with 
stones and clubs, driving them from the 
grounds. In the melee several men were 
badly hurt. The Oliver people have tele- 
graphed the deputies, and the works will 
be guarded hereafter. Their coke will be 
drawn under protection of the sheriff. 

Attacked by Foreigners. 

The greatest outbreak was at the fa- 
mous Hill Farm mines, near here. About 
400 foreigners from Morrell & Wheeler’s, 
of the Cambria Iron company, armed 
themselves with guns, revolvers and 
clubs, and started outto drive the men 
from the neighboring plants. They first 
visited the Humphrey works, and finding 
the men at work, drove them away under 
the muzzles of pistols, 

One workman chose to stand at his 
post. He was given one minute to leave 
by a Hungarian who covered him witha 
revolver. After driving the -workmen 
away, they continued their march to An- 
chor, where the workmen offered no op- 
pesition and immediately left the works. 

The next engagement was at Hill farm. 
The men were quietly at work when the 
mob of infuriated strikers pounced down 
upon them, ordering them to leave at 
once. Some altercations followed, when 
the rioters enforced their demands by an 
attack, in which half a dozen workmen 
were seriously injured.

GUARDS WITHDRAWN. 
Governor Tillman Says the Worst of the 
War Is Now Over. 

Cotumsrs, S. C., April 3.—There is no 
warlike aspect about the capital city. and 
everything is peaceful.

‘Editorial Comment, 


SoME OF the objections raised to the 
Granite street site for the proposed Asso- 
ciates’ hall are deserving of consideration, 
but do they outweigh the benefits. The 
Briesler corner or any estate on the west 
side of Hanccck street would be equally 
objectionable because near the railroad. 
The estates of Dr. C. S. French or Mr. 
Willis on Chestnut street or the Nightin- 
gale estate at the corner of Washington 
and Temple streets, would be central and 
away from the railroad and more desirable. 

But the hall on Granite street is intended 
to help The Greenleaf, to provide.a handy 
banquet or amusement hall, and otherwise 
to make it a success. The city now hasa 
first-class hotel, which should be a pride to 
all its citizens, and if its success can be 
assured and at the same time the much- 
needed grand hall secured, we say, speed 
the day! 


THE INCREASE of the item for the sup- 
port of poor was overlooked in the analysis 
of the appropriation order yesterday, but is 
needed to make up the apparent increase 
and does not effect the comparison of total. 
The appropriation is $8,000, against 
$6,500 and income in 1893, and against 
$7,000 and income recommended by Mayor 
Hodges. The income of 1893 was $1,459.- 
60 on almshouse account, and $645.51 for 
outside poor. 


AN ORDER making a one-year loan 
glided through the City Council Monday 
evening, It was a small matter, to pay less 
than $2000 for land damages on Water 
street. Did the Finance Committee pause 
to think that there is now $75,580 falling 
due in 1895 and that it means a high tax 
rate. These one-year loans must be nipped 
in the bud. 


Wollaston Cand Company. 

The Wollaston Land company holds its 
annual meeting this week. Wollaston land 
shares are off the active list. The last 
known sale was at 1 1-2. At the annual 
|meeting this week the trustees, Messrs. 
George B. James, William G. Howe and 
John T. Pope, will say that 783,550 feet of 
land have been sold at 10 cents per foot, in 
exchange for 15,671 shares of stock at $5 
per share. The capital stock Jof the com- 
pany will be reduced from 60,000 shares, 
the original capitalization, to 44,329 shares, 
| by the cancellation of the 15,671 shares 
received in exchange for land. The com- 
pany now owns about §,000,000 feet of 
choice building lots, more than one-half of 
which is free of encumbrance, che balance 
being mortgaged for the sum of $42,500, 
In the annual report this land is valued at 
+ 1-2 cents per foot, though all sales have 
been made on a fixed valuation of 10 cents 
per foot, in exchange for stock at $5 per 
share. The company will continue the 
policy of exchanging its lands on a cash 
basis of valuation for its stock at $5 per 
share. Each share of stock now represents 
180 square feet of land.

Receive Salary ? 


AUDITOR HALL 1S IN DOUBT. 


The Taxes of 1893 Not All Collected and 
Taxes of 1894 Not Assessed, 


Auditor Hall called the attention of the 
City Council Monday evening to the status 
of the tax collector of the city, and desired 
instructions as to whom he should pay the 
salary since Feb, 1, 1894, 

The more one considers the problem the 
more in doubt he becomes, and it is well 
that a decision should be reached now when 
the first change “has been made in the 
office of tax collector since the inaugura- 
tion of the city government. 

The city charter provides in Section 34 
that a collector of taxes shall be appointed 
on or before the first Monday in February, 
and in common with the other administra- 
tive officers, shall hold his office for the 
term of one year, beginning with the first 
Monday in February. Mr. W. H. Brasee 
has been appointed and has qualified for 
1894, 

The taxes of 1893 are uncollected, there 
being Jan. 1, a balance of $91,745.37 un- 
paid out of a total commitment of $275,- 
090.73. 

The Auditor's report to Dec. 31, 1893, 
shows $1,500 to bave been paid to Bryant 
N. Adams as a city officer, which is the an- 
nual salary of the Tax Collector and City 
Treasurer combined, and he has doubtless 
his salary in fullfor collecting the taxes 
during all the years which he has been 
Tax Collector. 

Not only is there a large uncollected 
balance of the taxes of 1893, but $6,250.95 
of 1892, $3,306.10 of 1891, $2,522.18 of 
1890, $185.22 of 1889 and $20.27 of 188s. 
Had there been a new collector each year 
would the collector of 1888 be receiving a 
salary now? Also the collector in each of 
the years following? If so Mr. Adams 
should now be drawing salary, not for one 
year but for six years. 

The idea is probably current that it is 
the duty of Mr. Adams to collect all the 
taxes of the years in which he was tax 
collector. It has been the custom, but the 
city has had but one man as tax collector, 
and in town government the collector wis 
paid a commission. Now that a salary is 
paid why should not Mr. Brassee collect 
the balances? Section 81 of Chapter 12 of 
the Public Statutes reads: 


““The tax list of a collector who is paid 
by a fixed salary may, upon the expiration 
of his term of office, be committed to his 
successor, as in the case of the death of 
a collector, subject to all the provisions of 
law relating to the transfer of a tax-list in 
case of the death of a collector, as far as 
applicable thereto”

The New Hall Project. 

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

~ The proposed building for a large hall, 
elc., is a very good idea, but allow me to 
suggest that the location mentioned is 
decidedly a very unsuitable one. Just 
fancy to yourself a concert or a lecture 
being given and a long freight train 
thundering over the Granite street bridge. 

Then the idea of baving horses and ear- 
Tiages standing on Granite street; the 
short and narrow space from the bridge 
would be very unpleasant and probably 
cause serious trouble or accidents. 

By all means let us have a hall in a 
proper location. Could there not be a 
piece of land purchased on Hancock street, 
between School and Granite streets? If 
80, it would be far superior to the proposed 
location, back of a hotel, ona side street, 
low land and crowded in a small space, 

There is need of a large hall, and suitably 
located it would bea profitable investment, 
and we think no trouble to raise sufficient 
funds to build it. 

Let the managers suggest something 
better, please. The Briesler corner would 
be an ideal spot for large stores and a hall, 
but probably the cost of purchase would be 
excessive. 

Before it is definitely fixed let other loca- 
tions be examined.

LEGISLATURE 


BAY STATE 


The Battle at Antietam—Committee Ex- 
penses—“Greater Boston.” 
Boston, April 4.—The senate took con- 
current action on the house order provid- 
ing for a suitable memorial to mark the 
positions held by Massachusetts troops at 

the battle of Antietam. 

The committee on election laws asked 
for an extension of time to April 11 to re- 
port upon matters which it has under 
consideration. : 

Billsintroduced: Providing for an in- 
crease in the number of associate justices 
of the superior court from 15 to 16; a bill 
modifying the law relative to notices in 
cases of injuries to persons or property; 
authorizing the city of Holyoke to extend 
its indebtedness beyond the debt limit, 
for the purpose of paying up part of the 
cost of building the Willimansett bridge; 
authorizing the city of Worcester to bor- 
row §300,000, outside of its debt limit, for 
the purpose of building a city hall; re- 
quiring that life i nsurance policies shall 
bear upon their face description of their 
character. 

The house almost unanimously refused 
to lay on the table the bill to provide for 
an investigation of the subject of a gen- 
eral municipal administration for the 
city of Boston and adjoining municipali- 
ties, as urged by Mr. Cook. 

Mr. Wellman said that there is an 
almost unanimous sentiment in faver of 
the commission, and the effort to table it 
comes from one gentleman, a member of 
the house (Mr. Cook), whoseeks to set 
this billaside in order to advance his 
“greater Boston”’ bill. 

The sergeant-at-arms submitted a re 
port of expenses of committees for the 
month ending Feb. 28. The largest 
amount expended was by the committee 
on mercantile affairs, $717.70, of which 
amount $16 was for cigars. The entire 
amount spent for cigars by all commit- 
tees was $109.50, and the total of all ex- 
penses is $2494.86. 

Committee reports: Leave to withdraw 
on a petition for incorporation of the Met- 
ropolitan Elevated Railway company; 
leave to withdraw on the petition that 
domestic animals when on a farm divided 
by town lines shall be assessed by the 
town where the owner resides; a bill was 
reported establishing the term of office of 
aldermen of the city of Worcester, and 
providing for the election of other offi- 
cials of the city. 

Scottish Legislature Favored. 

Lonvon, April 4.—In the house of com- 
meus, Mr. Dalzell made a motion declar- 
ing that it was desirable that while re- 
taining intact the power and supremacy 
of the imperial parliament, to establish a 
legislature for Scotland to deal with 
purely Scottish affairs. The house 
adopted the motion by a vote of 180 to 170, 

Wealthy Man Kills Himself. 

New York, April 4.—Harry W. Hodson, 
awealthy retired druggist of Oswego, 
committed suicide by shooting himself on 
a Harlem railroad train. Ill-health and 
the death of his wife caused the suicide.

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PATRONIZE HOME INDUSTRY, 


& Good Citizen Spends His Money Among 
the Local Tradesmen. 


The member of acommunity who ha- 
bitually ignores his home merchant, me- 


| Chanic or tradesman and makes his pur- 


thases and spends his money in other 
towns does not deserve the nameof a 
good citizen and should not be counte- 
nanced by those who have the best inter- 
ests of their own locality at heart. That 
it pays to trade near home is a well es- 
tablished fact, and no town or city ever 
prospered whose citizens, enticed by the 
alluring baits held out by the merchant 
in the big cities, spend their money with 
them. 

The local merchant and mechanic are 
Interested in the progress and develop- 
ment of the town and country in which 
they live, and every dollar that they 
amass is reinvested and remains in the 
neighborhood. As they prosper their 
taxes increase, and just so much those of 
others are lightened. They assist in 
keeping up your schools, churches and 
other public institution and charities. 
But the person who spends his money in 
some distant city puts it beyond assist- 
ing in any local enterprise. The man in 
the city upon whom you bestow your 
custom has no further interest in you or 
your surroundings than the cash he re- 
ceives from you. It is no concern of his 
whether you are as devoid of social, 
church or educational privileges as thein- 
habitants of Borrioboola-Gha, or wheth- 
er your streets or highways are well 
made or an aboriginal Indian trail. The 
surplus money which he has to bestow 
will go to enrich the exchequer of insti- 
tutions from which you will never re- 
ceive any benefit and to add to the 
wealth of communities in which you 
have no financial interest. 

And, further, there is no good reason 
for this impolitic and unbusinesslike di- 
version of trade. The business men iu 
the smaller cities and towns can and do 
seli goods year in and year out as clieap- 
ly as do those of the larger places. The 
lower expenses, cheaper rent and im- 
munity from the exorbitant municipal 
taxes which prevail in the great cities 
enable them to do so and still make o 
living profit. But the shrewd city mer- 
chants, by advertising certain goods at 
ridiculously low prices, manage to attract 
gullible patrons to their places of busi- 
ness, with the knowledge that they will 
succeed in selling them other goods at 
advanced prices to reimburse themselves 
for the loss on the “leader” and leave 
themselves a handsome profit.

Co-operation In Town Building, 

There is no village, town or city but 
that has an ambition to develop intoa 
mannfacturing center. There are but 
few that realize their ambition. In this 
day of sharp competition that cheap com- 
modity called ‘‘chin music” goes buta 
short distance in attracting capital and 
inducing the location of manufacturing 
industries. <A location must possess ex- 
traordinary natural advantages in the 
way of power, fuel supply, transporta- 
tion facilities or supply of raw material 
to induce a manufacturing concern to 
seek it without some effort on the part 
of its citizens. In most cases a cash bo- 

nus, subscription of stock or donation of 
site is required to secure this end, and 
generally the most liberal offer secures 
the enterprise. 

The demands of the promoters of these 
| enterprises are often so exorbitant that 
| they cannot be profitably met. Thon- 
| sands have been donated to corporations 
by towns throughout the west, and in a 
| great many cases the benefit has been in- 
| finitesimal. The remedy for this is in 
| co-operative manufacturing investment. 
| Every community has sufficient idle cz- 
ital among its people to equip and main- 
} 


| tain manufactories which will be both 
| profitable to the investor and advanta- 
geous to the community. 

For instance, the people determine that 
a paper mill, cannery, starch factory or 
any of the hundredsof different branches 
of manufacture now carried on in the 
United States could be successfully main- 
tainedin theirtown. A meeting should be 
called, anincorporation formed, the cost 
of the plant ascertained and books for 
the subscription of stock opened, The 
price of shares should be placed sufficient- 
j ly low to allow persons of moderate 
|imeans to become stockholders, as often 
this class of persons are the most pro- 
gressive citizens a community affords. 
| Only those in whom the community has 
the fullest confidence should be put at 
the head of the movement. When all 
the &tock is sold and the venture estab- 
lished, it will only require good business 
methods tomake it a success—financially 
}and otherwise. After one industry is 
| established and made a success others 
| will follow. The only matter to be de- 
cided is the nature of the industry that 
| is adapted to the locality, and when this 
is done go tu work and establish it.

SR. ELLEN KENYON ON ARRESTED 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Late Occurrences In Society and the Busi- 
ness World of Interest to Women. 
Timely Hints as to Spring Novelties—In- 
teresting Personal Gossip. 


The Science Sermons society meets} 
every Sunday evening in ‘the lecture! 
room of Robert Collyer’s church for the 
announced object of ‘‘presenting the 
most advanced views and encouraging 
their practical application.’’ The soci- 
ety is called a new departure, and the 
platform is said to be broad enough for 
all. The programme in general reads, 
“Scholarly and interesting lectures by 
acknowledged leaders, discussion after- 
ward, instrumental and vocal music.’’ 
On a recent evening a discussion fol- 
lowed a lecture on**The Evolution of 
True Womanhood,’’ by Dr. Ellen E. 
Kenyon, associate editor of The School 
Journal. Dr. Kenyon has an attractive 
face and a modest and pleasing manner. 
She isa dress reformer, but does not 
wear the garments of her more radical 
sisters. She said in part: 

Woman is stirrimg uneasily in the 
narrow confines of her average thought 
world, ouly half awake as yet tothe fact 
that she is a victim of arrested develop- 
ment; that tradition has her in its clam- 
my grasp so tightly that much of her 
ethical power is benumbed and nine- 
tenths of her potential usefulness de- 
prived of its right to be actualized. 

About a quarter of a century ago the 
voice of woman piped out its first shrill 
note of determination in this war for 
elbow room in which to become a freely 
developed ethical being. Society lis- 
tened and turned away, pronouncing 
the note discordant, but the female 
‘‘ranters’’ were listened to again and 
again, and gradually truth got a foot- 
hold in public opinion. 

Woman is trained from her cradle up 
by orthodoxy. To have opinions.is not 
dutiful and feminine; therefore she is 
trained to believe as she is told to be- 
lieve. To dress freely and conveniently 
is not stylish; therefore her arms are 
bound down to her sides by sleeves cut 
by the straight jacket pattern. To have 
intellectual tastes and to select occupa- 
tions is vain, for her destiny is to whee- 
dle men, direct servants ard dress ba- 
bies. She must spend laborious years at 
the piano, though she may be stupid in 
music, because a husband is not easily 
caught without some form of flash, and 
a home 1s nothing without music. Man, 
on the other hand, is trained more or 
less as anindividual. If he tries to bull- 
doze his sisters, he shows evidence of fu- 
ture capacity torule. He will be any- 
thing from a band leader to a two term 
president of the United States. 

But woman is finding out that her 
dignity demands an uprising against 
the cardinal doctrine of licentious men, 
and that the weal of future generations 
which she holds in sacred keeping de- 
mands of her a participation in the law- 
making of this alleged government by 
the people in order that certain dastard- 
ly laws making prey of the young and 
ignorant may be swiftly and indignant- 
ly repealed. She is learning to reason 
about the wonderful gift of intuition 
that man ascribes to her in poems, but 
scorns in the prose of real life, and to 
ask if this intuition is such a fine thing 
in theory is it not worth something in 
practice? England is ahead of us in ex- 
tendiny the educational facilities of the 
land to women. The idea of education 
is that it should reveal to the student his 
own higher nature and train him to 
conform his life toits law. Such is the 
progress that woman has beén making. 
—New York Sun.

The Gentlemanly Girl. 

The ‘‘gentlemanly girl’ is shaking 
off the French fripperies by which ahe 
has been more or less submerged for the 
jast year or so and now proposes to come 
very much to the fore this spring. The 
fact is that there is too much real com- 
fort and convenience about the semi- 
masculine castume to allow of its being 
wholly discarded, and milady has wise- 
ly decided not to abandon it, but simply 
to relegate it to 1ts proper place, where 
it becomes the most appropriate and at 
the same time the most becoming cos- 
tume a woman can wear. To look really 
well in a mannish tailor made gown a 
Woman should be consistent. Lace, ear- 
rings and elaborately crimped hair are 
manifestly out of place, and a neat col- 
lar, tie, laced boots and dogskin gloves 
are de rigueur.

ble.—London Queen.

Woman Wage Earners. 

There are said to be 250,000 girls and 
women in New York earning their own 
livelihood. Of this number 10 per cent 
are married women, and 7 per cent are 
widows or wives divorced from their 
husbands. The wages vary, according 
to the statistics, from $1.50 a week, the 
price paid cash girls, to $18 a week, 
which is paid the best stenographers. 
The higher paid professions do not seem 
to have been investigated. In Chicago 
of 5,099 women workers in 1892, filling 
474 different occupations, over one-half 
earned from $4 to $7 a week, 680 earned 
less than $4 a week and 1,429 earned 
from $7 to $25 a week. Of this number 
2 per cent were married and 3 per cent 
were widows or divorced wives.—New 
York Journal.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., April 4.—The situa- 
tion throughout the entire coke region is 
very alarming, and it looksif bloodshed 
and destruction to property will only be 
avoided by resorting to the military 
power of the state.

Editorial Cemment, 


A QuOTATION from the publ,c statutes 
yesterday showed that a tax list may be 
transferred to the succeeding tax collector, 
but it did not say ‘‘shall,’’ and therefore 
Mr. Bryant N. Adams must complete the 
collection unless action is taken under 
Section 3 of Chapter 12 which provides: 

“Tax collectors shall, unless removed 
from office as hereinafter provided, or un- 
less his tax list has been transferred to his 
successor as provided by law, complete the 
collection of taxes committed to him, 
although his term of office expires before 
such completion.” 

If Mr. Adams is to continue will he 
receive further compensation or has he 
already been paid in full for collecting the 
taxesof the past years? Section 83 pro- 
vides that ‘* Cojlectors shall be paid such 
compensation for their services as their 
cities or towns shall determine. The city 
ordinance concerning salaries provides that 
“The compensation to be paid the several 
officers mentioned in this section for each 
municipal year shall be fixed at the annual 
rates herein set forth, and shall be payable 
in equal monthly installments, from the 
appropriation made for the payment of the 
salaries of city officers, to wit.’ The tax 
collector appears in the list for $600 and 
five per cent. on all single poll taxes col- 
lected before the first day of January. 

From the above it would seem that there 
was no doubt as to Mr. Brasee being en- 
titled to salary since Feb. 1. Whether Mr. 
Adams shall also receive salary is another 
question, but as Mr. Brasee is now re- 
ceiving salary for doing nothing why 
should he not collect the balances? ‘There 
is another good reason for the transfer: 
Mr. Adams is this year the principal 
assessor, and his board is permitted to 
abate certain uncollected taxes. Both 
gentlemen would probably be surprised at 
this turn of affairs. An unexpected relief 
to one and an unexpected duty for the 


other, but then Mr. Brasee would be re- 
lieved or reappointed on Feb. 1, 1895, 


whereas otherwise he might be five years 
in collecting the tax of 1894, and collector 
for that year only.

WEEKLY FORECASTING. 


Observer Clayton Writes of his Experience 
in Predicting Weather. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Having now two months of weekly 
weather forecasts it seemed worth while 
to verify them in order to ascertain what 
degree of success had been attained and 
how much better the forecasts were than 
mere guess work, 

According the forecasts for the eight 
weeks, beginning with Feb. 3 and ending 
with March 30, were taken and carefully 
compared with the observed facts as re 
corded at the Blue Hill observatory. The 
results are given below and may prove of 
interest to such readers as have taken an 
interest in the forecasts. 

The first part of the forecasts consists of 
a statement of the days on which rain is 
most probable each week and of the days 
which will probably be warmest and coldest. 
The forecasts in each case were verified for 
the seven days from Saturday to Friday, 
except no forecast was made for the last 
two days of the first week. 
hence 54 days with forecasts. 
(usually two each week) were mentioned 
as days on which rain was most probable 
On 12 of these 17 days rain fell at some 
time during the day; while of the remain- 
ing 37 days out of the 54, rain fellon 10 
days which equals about 5 days of rain out 
of each 17. Hence out of 17 days named 
as most probably rainy days it rained on 
12, while out of each 17 days not named it 
rained on 5; so that the probabilities of 
rain are more than twice as great on the 
days when rain is forecasted than on other 
days. 

This proves that the forecasts were not 
merely based on chance, for in that case 
there would be proportionally as many 
rainy days in one case asin the other. In 
the cases where the word ‘‘or’’ was used 
in the forecasts, as ‘“‘ rain is most probable 
on Monday or Tuesday’’ and no rain fell 
on either day both were counted as failures. 
In other words throughout the forecasts 
‘‘or’? was verified the same as ‘and.’ 
This was done because it was desired in no 
way to favor the forecasts. 

On the average two days were named 
each week as likely to be the warmest days, 
as for example ‘“‘ Sunday or Monday” or 
** Sunday and Thursday.”’ In 8 weeks out 
of 8 the warmest day of the week occurred 
on one of these days. The coldest days 
were predicted in a similar manner aud in 
4 cases out of 8 the coldest day of the 
week occurred on one of the days predicted. 
In verifying these, the mean of the highest 
and lowest temperature of the day was 
used for the mean temperature of the day. 
Since two days are named each week, if the 
forecasts had been pure guess work, the 
chances are that on the average 2 out of 
every 7 or 28 per cent. of the forecasts 
would prove correct; while in reality 75 
per cent. of the warmest days were 
correctly forecast and 50 per cent. of the 
coldest. Out of the 16 days named as 
warmest days, 11 were warmer than the 
average of the week. Four failures 
occurred during the first week so that 
omitting this the remainder would be 
about 80 per cent. verified for both the 
warmest and coldest days. 

The second part of the weekly forecasts 
gives predictions for each day. By the 
official rules of the weather bureau these 
detailed forecasts were verified as follows: 
In February—for weather, 63 per cent.; 
for temperature, 67 per cent.; in March,— 
for weather, 69 per cent.; for temperature, 
78 per cept. 

It is evident from the foregoing that the 
success of the forecasts is distinctly 
greater than guesswork, but they are not 
yet as good as the daily forecasts of the 
Weather Bureau as I hoped at first they 
might be. The forecasts at present are 
made under difficulties, with scarcely any 
aid from the daily telegraphic reports; but 
with further study and greater facilities it 
is believed that forecasts as good, or even 
better than those now published in the 
daily papers will be made a week in ad- 
vance.

'Endured by Officers and Crew of a 
Newfoundland Vessel.

-HOPE WAS ALMOST ABANDONED 


When Exhausted Men Were 
Rescued by the Mohican. 


BristoL, April 5.—Captain Cook of the 
| British steamer Mohican, having on 
| board the crew of the bark Kate of St. 
| John’s, N. F., furnishes the following 

particulars of the rescue. Captain Cook 
says that he sighted the Kate on March 
| 26, and seeing that the vessel was dis- 
| masted, he altered his course so as to rup 
quite near to her, in the hope of being 
able to save some of her crew. When the 
distressed vessel was sighted, a terrible 
sea was running, and the wind was blow- 
ing almost with hurricane force. 

Owing to the severity of the heavy sea 
running it was some time before the 
Mohican succeeded in lowering a boat 
and getting her afloat. Captain Cook 
caused a quantity of oilto be run out of 
the lee scuppers, and also placed a num- 
| ber of oil bags outside the gunwales of 
the lifeboat. Im addition he shipped a 
small cask of oil in the lifeboat, and 
eventually got her away from the ship. 

The lifeboat, after a long buffet with 
seas, succeeded in getting to the windward 
of the Kate. When in that position the 


cask of oil was broached and a quantity 


of its contents allowed to run to leeward 

of the lifeboat. This enabled the lifeboat 

to get close enough to admit of the rescue 

of the crew. When the Mohican’s life- 
| boat returned to the steamer she was re- 
ceived with cheers. 

Captain James’ Story. 

Captain James of the Kate says that he 
left Trapani, Sicily, on Jan. 8, for St. | 
| John’s, N. F., and passed Tarifa, near 


course for Newfoundland. Soon after / 
getting away from the Spanish coast, the 
Kate met with a series of gales which 
keptall hands on deck almost contin- 
ually. Sosevere was the weather that 
several of the water casks broke loose 
and were stove in. This increased the 
suiferings of the crew. The severity of 
the weather also prevented fires being | 
lighted in the galley, except at rare in- 
tervals, and the crew had to live almost 
entirely upon bard tack and a small 
quantity of canned provisions, 

On March 12 the weather moderated, 
but the gales were succeeded by a dense 
fog. This caused the crew to almost give 
way todespair. Even the fog was not the 
last of their trouble, for while making 
fair headway through the fog, the 
weather auddeuly became much colder. 
Suddenly ice was reported ahead, and be- 
fore the bark’s course could be altered, it 
was seen that a huge icefloe was right 
ahead of her. The Kate crashed into the 
mass of floating ice, severely damaging 
her bows and smashing her stem. 

Luckily a quantity of the ice had be | 
come jammed in the holes made forward | 
by the burk’s collision with theice, and 
this enabled Captain Jamesto make a/| 
spare sail fast over the damaged portion. |

VICTIM OF SMALLPOX 


Roamed Boston Streets Unconscious 
of His Plight. 


HAD BEEN SICK FOR TWO WEEKS. 


General Fumigation of Places 
He Had Visited. 


Boston, April 6.—Dennis Callon, a vic- 
tim of smallpox, has been traveling the 
streets forthe past twe weeks. Yester- 
day afternoon Dr. Macdonald, assistant 
city physician, succeeded after a tire- 
some search in locating him and sending 
him to Galloupe’s island. 

The first that was known of Callon’s 
affliction was through Dr. Hastings, su- 
perinteudent of the Bennett street dis- 
pensary. 

Yesterday morning Callon called at the 
dispensary to receive treatment for an ear 
trouble which he has had forsome time. 
Dr. Hastings saw at aglance that the 
man was suffering from smallpox. He 
ran tothe telephone to notify the board 
of health. He had been gone but a short 
time, but the man had disappeared. 

All the forenoon and up to 3o’clock in 
tha afternoon Callon wandered about 


town, and finally his ear began to ache} 


again. He was afraid to go the dispensary 
asecond time, and, having money in his 


pocket, went to a medical institute in | 


the South End. Here he was held until 
Dr. Macdonald was sent for. A 
glance at the victim by Dr. Macdonald 
was sufficient. He saw that it was smal.- 
pox. 

To the questions put tothe sufferer by 
Dr. Macdonald, he said: 

Callon’s Statement. 

“T have no home here, as my folks live 
in New York state. I came to Boston 
some time ago and worked hard. 
two or three weeks ago I came home to 
my lodging house on Harrison avenue, 
and was taken with chills. I took a glass 
of liquorto see if it would do me any 
good, but it did not. 
had severe pains in the back and a head- 
ache. I have been sick ever since, and 
the more I drank the sicker I grew. The 
blotches on my face I thought were the 
effects of the liquor. I never dreamed 
how seriously sick I was, 

“Wednesday night I slept in a hotel on 
Eliot street, and besides going to the dis- 
pensary and my room, I have been to sey- 
eral barrooms along Eliot street. These 
are the only places I have been that I 
know of.” 

The man was taken in the ambulance 
tothe wharf, and the quarantine boat 
from Galloupe’s island took the sufferer 
to the pesthouse. 

May Kesult Fatally. 

Dr. Macdonald said: ‘The man is 
about 42 years of age, and able-bodied. It 
is evident that he comes from a good 
family, as he does not want to worry 
them with his ailment. He is a working 
man, and has saved some money. The 
smallpox is on him in a bad form, owing 
to his entire neglect of himself. It is apt 
to result seriously; if he pulls through 
he is lucky.” 

The reporter then asked himif he had 
traced the disease to any one case, and he 
replied: “‘We have succeeded in tracing 
it tosome extent. Hein all probability 
took it from a woman on Howard street. 
She was removed to the pesthouse about 
two weeks ago. He visited at that 
house.” 

The hotel, dispensary, medical insti- 
tute and the Harrison avenue house have 
been thoroughly fumigated. All the oc- 
cupants were vaccinated.

PROVING ALIBIS. 


Miss Pollard’s Witnesses Deny Much Tes 
timony of tae Defense. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Rebutting evi- 
dence for Madeline Pollard was the order 
of the day after the case for the defense 
had been closed. There was first some 
conflicting testimony regarding the 
birth, death and nameof Miss Pollard’s 
second child, the plaintiff herself being 
called as a witness by her opponents to re- 
late which had been sent to a foundling 
asylum. 

The rebuttal brought forth several peo- 
ple from Kentucky, three of them cousins 
of Miss Pollard, to prove an alibi for her 
in reply to the depositions of Mrs. Miller, 
nee Shinglebower, Hiram Kaufman and 
John Brandt, the witnesses for the de- 
fense, who had attempted to blacken her 
character. Mrs. Miller had sworn that in 
1877 and 1878 the plaintiff was stopping 
with an aunt five miles from Lexington 
afid acting improperly with men in the 
neighborhood, John Brandt among them, 
but according to her witnesses she lived in 


Mrs. McLellan Brown, wife of the former 


disputed flatly the testimony of Rankin 
Russell, and incidentally exhibited a 
photograph of Miss Pollard taken in 1884, 
the year in which she first met the 
colonel. , 

The photograph corroborated the testi- 
mony that Miss Pollard was at that time 
a schoolgirl, her dress reaching to the tops 
of her shoes. 

Another witness was the colored cook 
from the house on H street, where Miss 
Pollard had lived with Mrs. Thomas, 
who declared Colonel Breckinridge had 
said to her last April that he wanted her 
to come and cook for them when he and 
Miss Pollard began housekeeping. The 
colonel bad called at the house two or 
three times a day during the months of 
April and May, taking Miss Pollard in 
his arms and kissing her, even after his 
secret marriage to Mrs. Wing. 


PEACE PREVAILS. 


State Troops Will Leave South Caro- 
lina’s Disturbed District. 

CotumaiA, S. C., April 6.—Darlington 
and Florence are no longer in insurrection, 
and the stats troops will evacuate these 
now famous localities today and proceed 
to this city to receive the ‘well done” of 
Governor Tillman, together with their 
$1.50 per day. 

The governor issued a proclamation 
Stating that “as the commanding general 
has informed him that the insurgents 
have dispersed, and that peace and order 
are restored, and that the civil authorities 
are now able to uphold and enforce the 
law,” he accordingly declares that in the 
counties of Darlington and Florcace 
there isno longer insurrection, and the 
civil status is hereby restored. 

Governor Tillman is already beginning 
to reorganize the state militia. Only 18 
companies responded to his call to go to 
Darlington, and he intimates that there 
will be aseries of court-martials. Offi- 
cers will proceed to Charleston to collect 
all thestate arms and accoutrements and 
bring them to the state armory here. 
Similar action will probably be taken all 
over the state. 


AT REDUCED WAGES, 


Poverty Compels Washington Mills’ 


Strikers to Return to Work, 

LAWRENCE, Mass., April 6, — Several 
strikers of the Washington mills will re- 
turn to work on Monday next at the re- 
duced wages, after a period of idleness 
extending over eight weeks. They are 
forced by destitute circumstances to ac- 
cept thecutdown. The leaders of the 
strike declare that they are ableto fight 
the corporation. About 500 operatives are 
employed in the mills at present, which is 
one-fourth of the number required to run 
the mills. 

The mill officials have refused to make 
any concessions, and say the strikers 
must return to work atthe reduced wages 
ornotatall. Theentire police force of 
the city will be present atthe mill gates 
on Monday morning to prevent trouble if 
the strikers attempt to interfere with 
those returning to work. 


Low Wages. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., April 6.—One hun- 
dred weavers and spinners of the Russell 
Woolen Manufacturing company, whose 
wages were reduced 13 per cent last fall, 
being unable to come to an agreement 
with the firm as to therrestoration of old 
wages, turned out on a strike yesterday. 
They claim that at present rates weavers 
earn but from $3 to $7 a week and spin- 
ners average but $5.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 6.—Richard 
Peters of Gioucester county, N. B., dis- 
covered, while in this city, that he had 
been robbed of $500 by green goods men.

VICTORY FOR LABOR. 


Judge Caldwell’s Decision In the Fa- 
mous Union Pacific Case. 


ORDER TO RECEIVERS OVERRULED. 


Employes Entitled to Their Old 
Rates of Pay. 


Oana, April 6.—Organized labor yes- 
terday won its greatest victory, when in 
be United States circuit court Judge 
Caldwell handed down his decision in the 
Union Pacific wage schedule contest. In 
the legal opinion this declaration of the 
court stands out most prominently: 

“A corporation is organized capital; it 
is capital consisting of money and prop- 
erty; organized labor is organized capital; 
it is capital consisting of brain and mus- 
cle. What is lawful for the one todo, 
is lawful for the othertodo. I is law- 
ful for the stockholders and officers of a 
corporation to associate and confer to- 
gether for the purpose of reducing the 
wages of its employes or of the devising of 
some other means of making their invest- 
ments profitable; & is equally lawful for 
organized labor to associate, consult and 
confer with a view to maintain orincrease 
wages. Both act from the prompting of 
enlightened selfishness, and the action of 
both is lawful when no illegal or criminal 
means are used or threatened.”’ 

Asthe opinion proceeded, the faces of 
the Union Pacific officials lengthened, 
whilethose of the employes grew roseate 
as they saw the drift of the decision, and 
began to realize what a victory was in 
store for them. At its conclusion, the 
sileuce became oppressive, and until Mar- 
shal White declared a recess, not a move- 
ment was made on the part of the specta- 
tors to break the spell. It was a dramatic 
ending of what has been a most dramatic 
case. 

There was not a phrase, not even a word 
of legal verbiage about the “important 
document,” “for,” said Judge Caldwell,‘'I 
winted it to beso plain that even the 
lo viiestman in the land could under- 
stand every word of it.” 

As to the far-reaching character of the 
opinion the utterance of Attorney George 
L. Hodges, who represented the engi- 
neers, is most timely: “It is the greatest 
judgment in vindication of the rights of 
men pronounced by any court since the 
historical judgment of Lord Mansfield in 
the Somerset case.” 

The Decision. 

Judge Caldwell ordered that the old 
schedule, rules and regulations shall con- 
tinue, subject only to such modifications 
as had previously been agreed to, and he 
set aside the Dundy order. He held that 
the Union Pacific employes were not paid 
more than those on similar roads under 
similar conditions, or more than was just. 

He said further that the said railway 
labor organizations were conceded by 
both parties to be beneficial to men and to 
the road. He censured the issuance of the 
Dundy order, reducing pay without first 
giving the men a hearing, as like unto 
hanging a man first and trying him after- 
ward. He also characterized the non- 
union strike order until necessary, in- 
sulting and dangerous, and as tending to 
incite men to revolt. 

Four of the five receivers, Doane, An- 
derson, Coudert and Mink, he said, were 
without practical knowledge of operating 
a road, and therefore incompetent to 
makeup awage achedule, But forthe 
erroneous course of a majority of the re- 
ceivers he believed the wage question 
could have been settled in conference, It 
was not necessary to reduce the wages of 
men to pay interest or dividends on bonds 
orstock issued like that of the Union 
Pacitic. 

The Amendments, 

After the rendering of the opinion the 
formal orders were made, which included 
the following amendments to the rules 
governing engineers: 

“No overtime shall be allowed unless 
the time on duty has averaged less than 
10 miles an hour, timeto be computed 
from the time first named to leave. Ex- 
tra short runs not provided for in the 
schedule of runs, all short rns of less 
than 100 miles and no other mileage made 
on the same day, 100 miles will be allowed 
overtime after 10 hours. 

“Itis expressly understood that grilev- 
ance committees authorized to represent 
engineers shall have access to the officials 
for consideration for cases of violation of 
rulesforregulations governing conditions 
of employment." 

Allof the representatives of the em- 
ployes when interviewed expressed great 
satisfaction with the decision.

An Investigation of the Squantum Fire 
Begun in District Court. 

A private inquest is being held today as 

to the probable cause of the Squantum fire, 


Estate, 105 Washington street. in which three men lost their lives, 


The story of foul play is becoming promi- 
nent, and is said to be endorsed by the 
Driver family. The ruins have been 
searched for possible clues which will be 
brought out at the inquest. 

The Globe says: ‘The most tenable 
theory advanced is that the marauder found 
the owner asleep on the couch with his 
clothes on. To ascertain the condition of 
the others in the house he went upstairs, 
where he found the plumbers asleep and 
robbed them. The dogs he might easily 
have silenced, 

“Then when he came down to the sitting 
room the victim was awakened. He may 
have got up from the couch to resist the 
burglar. During the course of a probably 
short struggle, the Roxbury man was struck 
senseless with a blow from the piece of 
iron. 

“No one could ask for a better op- 
portunity for a robbery or any other crime 
than was furnished in the cottage.

A COXSWAIN’S DEED. 


How Captain Bellamy’s life was saved 
pt Tsi-Chau has never yet been told. 

Every officer and man who belonged 
to the Chrysolite on that disastrous night 
recollects, of course, that, while endeav- 
oring in the darkness to storm the fort, 
the captain fell, and that when our peo- 
ple were driven back headlong to the 
boats he, with many others, was miss- 
ing. Every one remembers also that 
when on the following morning the Chi- 
namen were shelled out of the place and 
the bluejackets and marines again land- 
ed Captain Bellamy was found lying, 
not where he had fallen, but a couple 
of hundred yards to the right, sheltered 
on the side of the enemy by a thick stone 
wall. 

His left leg was smashed at the knee 
by a jingal ball, but around his thigh 
was a bluejacket’s silk handkerchiet, 
neatly applied in such a way that anickel 
tobacco box placed beneath it effectively 
compressed the femoral artery and 
stopped the bleeding. It was well known 
that both box and handkerchief had be- 
longed to James Larch, the captain’s 
coxswain, whose dead body, with half a 
dozen bullets through it, was found on 
the enemy’s side of the same wall. Cap- 
tain Bellamy himself acknowledged from 
the tirst that he owed his life solely to 
Larch’s devotion and skill. Yet the

Captain Bellamy’s recent death puts me 
in possession of his private Journal, and 
so enables me to tell the tale. 

When the Chrysolite was commission- 


w| ed at Portsmouth for the China station, 


Captain Bellamy took a house at Hong- 
Kong, and in due course Mrs. Bellamy 
and her only daughter, Violet, followed 
him thither. In the second year of the 
commission the Chrysolite was at Hong- 
Kong for several successive months, and 
during that period the ladies came on 
board nearly every day. There were 
picnics on shore and water parties afloat, 
andif not on the Chrysolite then in the 
house, or in the boats, or on the various 
expeditions. James Larch, the captain's 
coxswain, was in continual attendance 
upon Miss Violet and her mother. Vio- 
let Bellamy was then barely 18. In 
England she had led a somewhat dull 
life, and at Hong-Kong she lost no time 
in redressing the balance of her exist 
ence, which was by no meats dull there. 
It was not perhaps her fault that ev- 
ery officer of the garrison and of the 
squadron was either in love with her or 
was prepared to be, for she gave no spe- 
cial encouragement to any one.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


The Exhibition of Prize Fighters—Powers 
of Schoel Committees. 


Bostoy, April 7.—In the house, on the 
bill to prevent the exhibition of prize 
fighters, introduced by Mr. Spalding, 
that gentleman spoke against rejection as 
recommended by the committee on judi- 
ciary. He madealong and strong argu- 
ment, but the bill was rejected. 

The committee on mercantile affairs has 
decided to report a bill relating to under- 
| ground wires in cities of less than 100,000 
| inhabitants and in towns. The bill pro- 
vides for the construction of conduits and 
manholes by cities and towns after the 
acceptance of the act, which must be ac- 
cepted before Feb. 1, 1896. The bill ex 
empts from its operation trolley wires 
and long distance telephone wires. If a 
town or city accepts the act, at least one 
mile of conduit must be constructed 
within a year. 

The house passed to athird reading a 
bill relating to the granting of liquor 
licenses to druggists and apothecaries, 
| which provides that licenses shall be 
gtauted to only registered pharmacists 
havinga certificate from the board of 
pharmacy that he isa proper person to 
receive such license, the bill being 
amended so that any registered pharma- 
| cist may be considered a proper person to 
receive such certificate, when no com- 
plaints have been made against the ap- 
plicant for such certificate, and when 
complaints are made, they shall be in 
writing, specifying the reason, if any, 
why a certificate should be withheld. 

The house debated at some length a bill 
to enlarge the powers of school commit- 
tees of cities and giving to those bodies 
full power to name and change the names 
of schools, order repairs and alterations, 
hire janitors, etc. The bill was ordered 
to a third reading by a vote of 60 to 53. 

After some discussion the house passed 
the bill requiring notices of application 
for liquor licenses to state the owners of 
the premises on which the licenses are to 
be exercised to a third reading. 

In the senate reference to the next gen- 
eral court was reported on the petition of 
the town of Uxbridge for authority to in- 
crease its water supply. Similar action 
was taken by the committee on the bill 
authorizing cities and towns to protect 
their sources of water supply from pollu- 
tion.

The total amountof checks 
found on his person was $14,000.

A MOTION BY HILL DEFEATED. 


Was Practically a fest Vote 
on the Tariff Billi. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The house will 
be ready to adjourn June 1, according to 
Representative Sayers, chairman of the 
house appropriations committee. The 
Democratic managers of the house expect 
by closing up their most urgent business 
the attention of the country will be 
riveted upon the senate, which at that 
time, in all probability, will be struggling 
with the tariff bill. 

While the Republican senators have 
not adopted any particular line of policy 
to be pursued with regard to the tariff 
bill, they will profit by the tactics that 
the Democrats followed in the famous 
fight against the force bill. They are 
greatly encouraged in their stand by the 
Republican victories which have lately 
occurred, 

The Democratic managers of the house 
express themselves as surprised at the ap- 
parent indifference of some of the Demo- 
cratic senators concerning the tariff bill. 
They have called the attention of the 
senators who have chargeof the bill to 
the necessity of prompt action. As there 
are no rules governing the senate in this 
matter there is no way of forcing the con- 
sideration of the bill or holding the sen- 
ate in session laterthan the regular time 
of adjournment. 

Hill’s Motion Almost Carried. 


A vote in the senate on a motion by 
Mr. Hil) to adjourn till Monday is re- 
girded as having an important bearing 
on the fate of the tariff bill. 

It was atest vote. Mr. Chandler’s sug- 
gestion that a quorum should be on hand 
to approve the journal was followed by 
unusual activity among those in charge 
of the parliamentary tactics on both sides 
of the chamber. 

When the yeas and nays were ordered 
on Mr. Hill’s motion and it was defeated 
—yeas 25, nays 26—the closeness of the 
call was regarded as very significant. All 
the Republican senators voted “aye,” 
and so did the two New York senators, 
Hill and Murphy, and Mr. Irby (Dem.) of 
South Carolina. All the rest of the Demo- 
cratic senators voted “no,” but Mr. Brice 
(Dem.) of Ohio was paired with another 
Democrat, Mr. Palmer of Illinois. 

The Populist Senators Allen, Kyle and 
Peffer voted no, and the Populist Senator 
Stewart aye. 

The Republicans concluded from the 
day’s proceedings that it was the purpose 
of the Democrats to press the bill from 
thistime forward, while the Democrats 
profess to see an intention on the part of 
the Republicans to delay consideration as 
long as possible and to even resort to 
filibustering if necessary to accomplish 
that result. The Republicans deny the 
impeachment. The Democrats confess 
that they will crowd the bill along as 
rapidly as possible and not permit any 
delay. 

In the morning hour the resolution of 
Senator Wolcott, which proposes that 
Mexican dollars shall be coined at the 
mints of the United States for the China 
trade, was before the sena. Fav: ral ae 
speeches were made by Senators Tell 
Dubois and Lodge, the speech of the lat- 
ter arousing much interest. 

At2 o’clock the tariff bill was laid 
before the senate,and Mr. Peffer con- 
sumed the balance of the day ina speech 
criticising the bill. 

In the House. 

Very little progress was made with the 
postoffice appropriation bill in the house. 
An amendment, which provoked a great 
deal of discussion, and has been the sub- 
ject of innumerable petitions to congress, 
was finally adopted, providing for admis- 
sion to the mails as second-class matter of 
all periodicals issued more than four times 
@ year, under the auspices of a benevolent 
or fraternal society, or order, or organized 
under the lodge system, or of a regularly 
incorporated institution of learning, or by 
or under the auspices of a trades union,and 
all publications of strictly professional, 
literary, historical or scientific libraries, 
including bulletins by state boards of 
health. 

The remainder of the day was spent in 
the discussion of a point of order against 
an amendment offered by Mr. Dunphy to 
prevent the bureau of engraving and 
printing from manufacturing postage 
stamps under the contract recently 
awarded to it by Secretary Carlisle and 
Postmaster General Bissell.

LITTLE ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Ex-Mayor Fairbanks Writes Concerning 
the Building of Woodward Institute. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

As I understand that a good deal of criti- 
cism is being made, reflecting on Architect 
Thayer in reference to the Woodward 
building, because he did not arrange for a 
study hall in that building, permit me to 
say that such criticism is unjust, as Mr. 
Thayer carried out the wishes and view of 
the Board of Managers, and I think I voice 
the sentiment of the board, when I say that 
we are willing to assume the responsibility, 
and state that Mr. Thayer had only our 
orders to carry out. ‘The report in this 
year’s city book of our board, partly ex- 
plains the whole matter, but I am perfectly 
willing to go more in detail. 

In 1892 when the board decided it was 
time to consider the erection of a building, 
and had notified the Board of Directors to 
present to us their views, our report will 
show that we decided to invite about five 
architects to present sketches, we agreeing 
to pay them so much for their plans, and 
the successful one to receive the regular 
compensation. Neither Mr. Murray nor 
Mr. Thayer were one of the five architects 
invited to compete, 

Soon after these architects wrote us that 
they could not furnish the plans for a 
building to cost only $40,000 and carry out 
the proposed features submitted to them, 
and while the board was considering the 
question, Mr. Murray through the Board 
of Directors presented a plan which was 
claimed could be erected for about $40,000, 
and as the plan met with favor with the 
Board of Directors, the Board of Managers 
withdrew their proposition to the other 
architects and made an agreement with 
Mr. Murray. 

As our report states, when Mr. Murray’s 
plans were finished and submitted to the 
builders, the bids were in excess of the 
anticipated cost, and Mr. Murray was 
again requested to modify the plans, and 
again the bids exceeded what the board 
deemed wise to put into a building, until 
experience had shown what was necessary. 
A moment's reflection, will convince any- 
one that the future arrangement of rooms, 
etc., would depend very much on the 
wishes and ideas of the principal of that 
school, whoever he or she might be. 

Interviews with many of our prominent 
citizens, showed to us that the sentiment 
was strongly against erecting any expensive 
building until such time as the actaal needs 
and requirements of the schoo! could be 
ascertained, and as it was absolutely neces- 
sary to have the school in operation by 
April, ‘94, to carry out one of the provisions 
of the will, the board decided to erect a 
wooden building at a moderate cost that 
would answer the purpose for a few years, 
and have the fund save the 5 per cent, in- 
terest on the difference between $20,000, 
}the cost of the present building, and 
$70,000, what the first proposed building 
wonld have cost with grading and filling, 
)saving $2,500 per year, which amount 
would be of great value to the resources for 
the running expenses, 

The original and modified plans for the 
proposed permanent building of brick were 
paid for and are at City Hall. 
| Mr. Thayer was called in at a late hour, 
and asked to give us a moderate cost build- 
ing of four rooms, etc., and that gentleman 
simply carried out the wishes of the board.

in His Reported Statement That News 
Is Not Commerce. 


MAY BE REGULATED BY CONGRESS. 


Supreme Court Decision Bear- 
ing Upon the Subject. 


WasHinctoy, April 9.—Governor Till- 
man’s reported statement that news is not 
commerce, and that the interstate com- 
merce has nothing to do with it has di- 
rected attention to a decision rendered by 
a majority of the supreme court in 1877, 
bearing indirectly on this subject. At 
that time Chief Justice Waite im deliver- 
ing the opinionof the eourt held “That 
since the case of Gibbons vs. Ogden, it 
has never been doubted that a commer- 
cialintercourse is an element of com- 
merce, which comes within the regu- 
lating power of congress.” 

The question at issue arose in the case 
of the Pensacola Telegraph company vs. 
the Western Union Telegraph company; 
the former company, which had the ex- 
clusive right to establish and maintain 
telegraph lines in certain counties in 
Florida, sought to enjoin the latter oom- 
pany from using the right of wayof the 
Pensacola and Louisville Railway ocom- 
pany, which had been granted it to erect 
competing telegraph lines on account of 
the exclusive right of the Pensacola Tele 
graph company under ittscharter. Upon 
the hearing a decree was passed dis- 
missing the bill, and an appeal was taken 
to thesupreme court. The chief justice, 
in the course of his opinion, held as fol- 
lows: 

The Decision, 

“Both commerce and the postal service 
are placed within the powers of congress, 
because being nationaiin their operation 
they should be under the protecting care 
of the national government. The powers 
thus granted are not confined to the in- 
strumentalities of commerce or the postal 
service known or in use when the con- 
stitution was adopted, but they kept pace 
with the country, and adapt themselves 
to the new developments of time and cir- 
cumstances. 

“They extend from the horse with its 
rider tothestage coach, and the stage 
coach to the railroad, and from the rail- 
road to the telegraph, as those new 
agencies are successfully brought into 
use to meet the demands of increasing 
population and wealth. They were in- 
tended for the government of the business 
which they relate, at alltimes and under 
all circumstances. 

“Aw they were entrusted to the general 
government for the good of the nation, 
it is not only the right, but the duty of 
congress to see to it that intercourse 
among the states and the transmission of 
intelligence are not obstructed or un- 
necessarily encumbered by state legisla- 
tion.” 

A Wolf In Sheep’s Clothing. 

St. Jouy, N. B., April 9.—Evangelist 
Garrison left the city last night, leaving 
his wife, daughter and son behind Gar- 
rison’s right name is Gibbs, and the 
Toman with whom he eloped is a Mrs.

Three of them were taken from the water 
in an unconscious condition and resus- 
citated with difficulty. The drowned 
man leaves a wife and six ehildren. 


Struck Broadside On. 

Hct, Maas., April 9.—In a heavy snow- 
storm the three-masted schooner Mary 
A. Hood of Philadelphia, loaded with 
waterpipe “for Bath, Me., went ashore 
broadside on off Strawberry hill, where 
she now lies ina bad position The crew 
were saved by the lifesavers attached to 
the Hullstation. The vessel will prob- 
ably be a total loss, 


Chili's Cabinet Crisis. 

SANTIAGO, April 9. — The ministerial 
crisis here continues. President Montt 
has declined to joinany party, but has 
declared that he is willing to govern any 
ministry that is supported by congress 
and thecountry. It is likely that a coali- 
tion ministry, made upof Liberals and 
Conservatives, will be formed.

Editorial Comment, 

Ir LOOKS suspicious to see the money 
market arrayed against the repeal of the 
law which practically exempts mortgage 
notes from taxes. Wii] money win this 
time! 

The mortgagor has not the money to 
help him in the fight. He borrows $2,000 
to build a house and not only pays the 
mortgagee a tax of five or six per cent. or 
higher, (he cannot borrow money for less 
even if it is quoted in the stock market, 
from three to four), $100 to $120, but 
also a tax of $16 per $1,000 to the city, 
adding $32 more annually, or a double tax 
amounting to $132 to $152 on property 
which he really does not own. If the 
mortgagee paid the tax on that portion of 
the property which he controls al! would be 
well, but he escapes that and also a tax by 
the city. In other words the man with 
money goes scot free while the man with- 
out property is doubly taxed for that which 
is not his. 

We know it that the man 
borrows cheaper, but does he? We don’t 
think he does, particularly the man who is 
struggling to get a small home. 

There are in Quincy 3,536 
shown by the last assessors’ report, and we 
venture that there is on an average a mort- 
gage of $1,000 on each. But this is not all 
the property that is mortgaged; consider- 
able land is mortgaged. 

But if the mortgagees paid a tax on this 
$5,336,000 invested in mortgages it would 
increase the taxable property of this city 
that amount. Had the tax of 1803 been 
levied on $19,765,290 it would have reduced 
the tax rate from $15.80 to $15.30. 

Of course some of this money invested 
in mortgages would escape taxation, but 
mortgages are a matter of record. 

Quiucy real estate is a good investment 
and five or six per cent. is too much to pay 
now for money when city bonds which are 
not exempt from taxes are floated for less 
than three per cent.

A Steamboat Line from Quincy Point 
to Nantasket in June, 


BOAT SOON TO BE LAUNCHED, 


The “City of Quincy” Will be the Name 
—A Description, 


Work on the new steamer for the Quincy 
& Nantasket steamboat company, now 
being built at the Fore River engine works, 
is being rapidly pustied forward and it is 
expected that she will be launched into her 
native element about the first of May. 

On the occasion of the launching little 
Miss Edith Graham daughter of Mr. John 
R. Graham, president of the company, 


will break a bottle of wine over her bow! & Co, 


and christen her “ City of Quincy.” 

The new steamer is 100 feet over all, 
93 feet water line and 21 feet beam, and 
has a maximum draught of 5} feet. 

She is designed for passenger travel and 
is a single screw propeller, driven by a 
compound condensing engine of 280 horse 
power. She carries her own electric light 
plant, an independent engine being used 
to drive the dynamo, and she will be the 
only pleasure boat running out of Boston 
harbor provided with a search light. 

On the main deck there will be a ladies’ 
cabin, smoking room, captain’s cabin and 
comfortable quarters for the crew. The 
interior finish will be white and gold. 

She is so designed that she has a large 
coal and water capacity and can therefore 
make long trips. 

The new boat will carry 600 passengers 
and will cost about $25,000 and it is ex-

It is proposed to extend the street rail- 
way tracks from Washington street to the 
wharf and they will make close connec- 
tion with the boat thus affording people of 
Boston a new and pleasant route to Nan- 
tasket. The sail from Quincy Point to 
the beach being but 20 minutes. 

The terminal a Nantasket is at Saga- 
more hill, on property of Hon. Jobn F. 
Merrill, trustee, which is within three 
minutes’ walk of the centre of the beach. 
In order to make landing here a wharf will 
be built and achannel dredged to it, the 
cost of the dredging being something like 
$10,000.

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THE VAGRANT LAW 


May Make It Bad For Coxey’s Army at, 
the National Capital. 


ARREST OF FORTY re | 


Gives a Foretaste of What May 
Be Expected. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The unceremo- 
nious mannerin which the freight car 
load of 40 unemployed from Cincinnati 
was taken in charge by the police here is 
a foretaste of the reception which awaits 
Coxey’s army. Althoughthe police de 
partment was taken somewhat by sur- 
prise by the unexpected coming of the 
party, there was no delay or difficulty in 
massing all the reserves at the suburban 
station to meet them. A charge of va- 
grancy will be entered against them. 

The local law against vagrants is a 
sweeping measure. It applies toall per- 
sons Without visible means of support 
who are destitute, likely to become 
charges upon the city, who have no vo- 
cation or means of gaining a livelihood or 
who solicit alms. The penalty for those 
who are arraigned under the provisions 
of the act is 90 days inthe workhouse at 
hard labor, but it rests within the discre- 
tion ofthe judge to accept their promise 
to leave the city at once, or to accept $200 
bonds as surety that they will not beg or 
become public charges. 

There is no doubt of the application of 
this law to the band from Texas under 
Captain Primrose, for the search in the 
police station of the men showed that the 
total cash capital of the company 
Of course the men 
cannot give bonds for their good behavior 
if permitted to remain in the city, but it 
is not improbable that the court will ac- 
cept their promises to leave town, and 
have officers detailed to see that they keep 
their word. 


Captain Primrose, the leader of the 
band, may find himself in more serious 
trouble than his followers. Thereis an 
old law on the statate book, which passed 
in 1830, and has never been repealed, 
which makes it an offense to bring into 
the District of Columbia any destitute 
people who are likely to become public 
charges, with a penalty of $25 to $5) fine 
for each offense. The police authorities 
are considering the advisability of bring- 
ing a charge of violating the law against 
the leader, in which case his fines, with 
the alternative of workhouse imprison- 
ment, would smountto a very heavy pun- 
ishment. 

The same charge may be brought 
against General Coxey, if disaster does not 
overtake the army of the commonweal 
before it completes its itinerary. of 
course the vagrancy act may be brought 
into application against his followers, 
and beside there are two other laws which 
it is an avowed and advertised purpose of 
the Coxeyites to break. One is the act of 
congress regulating the use of the Capi- 
tol grounds, which forbids, in stringent 
terms, any gathering, demonstration or 
parade, the making of any oration or use 
of threatening language, the display of 
any banner or device to attract attention, 

The other is a local law which forbids 
men to congregate on the steps of any 
public or private building. It 
within the discretion of the vice 
dent and speaker of the house to suspend 
the Capitol regulations for any proper 
purpose, and perhaps Coxey’s agents will 
apply to them for permission to carry out 
their program.

Cotumsra, S. C., April 9.—Governor 
Tillman yesterday received a letter from 
a western Populist, in which the writer 
said that the only thing he did not admire 
about the govemmor’s pclitical course so 
far was that he did not havea moral cour- 
age to come squarely out and call himself 
a Populist.

“They call me a Populist. I will tell 
them that Iam the truest representative 
of Jeffersonian Democracy in American 
politics today. I don’t see anything 
ahead now but for the southern Demo 
crats to combine their forces with the 
western Populists and go into the next 
national campaign on new party lines. 

“I despise Cleveland and his mug- 
wumps. He is no better than the rankest 
Republican.

Cleveland has been work- 
ing under the dictation of the New York 
bankers, and bargaining with them in 
the matter of the issue of bonds, He 
promised the banksif they would take 
them there would be no more: legislation 
on the silver question by this congress.

ARGUMENT ON TARIFF 


Interests a Large Audience In the 
Senate Chamber. 


GREAT BRITAIN GETS A WARNING. 


Must Make a Change In the 
Behring Sea Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The proceed- 
ings inthe senate from the opening to 
the closing of the session were full of in- 
terest. The first in point of time was the 
swearing inof Mr., Walshas a senator 
from Georgia to serve out the term of the 
late Senator Colquitt. 

Two resolutions, intended to facilitate 
the debate on the tariff bill, were intro- 
duced, one by Senator Mills, providing 
for an amendment to the rules so as to 
permit of the previous question, and the 
other by Senator Allen, providing for the 
taking of the final vote on the bill on 
June 7, allowing three days for debate 
under the five-minute rule. Both went 
over without action. 

The Wolcott resolution looking to the 
coinage of Mexican dollars for the China 
trade was discussed, but action on it was 
deferred. 

Senator Harris sought to reach some ar- 
rangement for the earlier meeting of the 
senate and for longer sessions for consid- 
eration of the tariff bill, but his efforts 
encountered such strenuous opposition 
that nothing was accomplished. 

The chief interest of the day centered in 
Senator Hill’s speech. That the question 
has not lost all its fascination was shown 
by the large crowds drawn to the senate. 


The speech was mainly directed against | 


the income tax, and Mr. Hill made many 
aggressive raps at the administration. He 
declared that Gresham is a Republican, 
and termed the Hawaiian policy a big 
blunder, Extreme tariff reform was 
called suicidal, and Cleveland was ac- 
cused of being somewhat dilatory. 
In the House. 

The house was depopulated. Three 
fourths of the members were at the sen- 
ate listening to Senator Hill’s speech on 
the tariff. Those who remained were 
occupied with District of Columbia af- 
fairs, but little actual business was trans- 
acted. Most of the time was spent 
wrangling over two bills, one to extend 
the time allowed to the Metropolitan 
street railroad to change its motive 
power, and the other toallow bookmakers 
to operate at the spring and fall meetings 
of the Washington Jockey club. Both, 
however, met with such opposition that 
they were withdrawn. Only one bill of 
any importance—providing for $1 gas in 
the district—was passed. 

Pauncefote Disturbed. 

The strong and forcible language em- 
ployed in the senate by Senator Hoar and 
by Senator Morgan, chairman of foreign 
relations committee and also member of 
the Paris tribunal, in which both sena- 
tors clearly intimate that duplicity is be 
ing used by her majesty’s government in 
the Behring sea complication, has had the 
effect of disturbing the serenity of the 
English minister here, Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. 

He was at the state department again 
yesterday and had a protracted confer- 
ence with Secretary Gresham. The Eng- 
lish minister has no information confirm- 
ing the cable dispatches from London 
that the Behring sea bill before the 
British parliament exempts from for- 
feiture Canadian vessels which had 
already sailed. 

He informed the secretary of state that 
he had cabled his governmentand in- 
formed it as to the attitude of the United 
States government concerning this mat- 
ter. Sir Julian assured the secretary that 
he did not believe the English govern- 
ment was disposed to take any unfair ad- 
vantage in carrying out the Paris award, 
but would adherwto the contention and 
decision of that tribunal. 

Plainly Pat, 

The English minister was informed that 
if the British bill contained the exception 
exempting Canadian vessels which had 
sailed, our government would regard as 
vitiated the entire agreement. 

Senator Morgan, in alluding to the 


matter, said he felft convinced that when | 


the attention of the British government 
wascalledto the matter, which was in 
clear violation of the understanding, the 
English bill would be amended so as to

LITTLE GNES IN A PANIC, 


e Child Killed and Many Injur 
Chicago School, 


CuicaGco, April 10.—A panic. occcurred 
in the Humboldt public school yesterday 
afternoon, andin the mad rush of the 
children to escape from the building one 
boy was killed and over a score were 
crushed and trampled. Fourteen chil- 
Gren lie in a hospital under the care of 
physicians, while many others were 
carried to their homes by the police, 

The children were preparing to leave 
for recess when a steampipe burst in 
one of the rooms, and ina moment later 
the children were running pellmell 
through the halis and down the stairs 
The stairways be- 
came choked with the terror-stricken 
children, and they continued to pour out 
of the rooms, to swell the surging mass 
in the hallways. Those in advance were 
thrown down by the onward rush of those 
behind. 

Over the prostrate bodies of their fallen 
companions the ¢hildren fled, while the 
teachers strove in vain to check the 
panic. They went down by dozens and 
were trampled beneath hurrying feet 
untilthe stairs were covered with un- 
conscious, bodies. When the shrieking 
children fled outinto the street, some one 
turned in an alarm of fire, andina few 
moments the fire and police departments 
were on the scene. The firemen soon re- 
moved the injured children.

~ | MANY DAYS OVERDUE 


Anxiety as to the Safety of the Belgian 
Steamer De Ruyter. 


BARKENTINE BELMONT WRECKED. 


Six Seamen Lose Their Lives 
Off Chatham Beach. 


Bostow, April 10.—Grave fears are now 
entertained for the safety of the overdue 
Belgian steamer De Ruyter, Captain 
Meyer, which sailed from Antwerp 29 
days ago. She has undoubtedly met with 
some serious accident, and many people 
incline to the belief that she has struck 
an iceberg and foundered. 

The De Ruyter is heavily laden, and her 
cargo, which consists largely of beet 
sugar in bags and cases of window glass, 
would make it extremely difficult to keep 
her afloat in the event of her being stove 
in by the ice. 

Itis possible, however, that her ma- 
chinery may have become deranged or 
that she has lost her propeller, and in this 
helpless condition she may have drifted 
to the southward out of the track of 
European steamers, which would account 
for her not being spoken by some of the 
recent arrivals. If suchis the caseshe 
will probably bring up at the Western isl- 
ands. 

Besides a quantity of merchandise for 
Baltimore the De Ruyter has an unsually 
large cargo for Boston, including over 12,- 
000 cases of window glass, 5000 bags of 
beetroot sugar and hundreds of cases of 
crockery, glassware and toys consigned to 
Boston merchants. 

Has a Crew of Twenty-Eight. 

The De Ruyter has a crew of 28 men all 
told. The officers of the steamer are: 
Henry Meyer, captain; Charles Antiereno, 
second officer; Fernand Lang, third offi- 
cer; Mr. Bernoski, chief engineer; and G. 
Mathy, assistant engineer. The first offi- 
cer’s name is not known. 

Captain Meyer’s brother is commander 
of the Belgian steamer Hermann of the 
same line as the De Ruyter, and another 
brother, who was chief officer of the Dutch 
steamer Amsterdam, was drowned with 
five others on Jan. 4 by the capsizing of a 
lifeboat while endeavoring to rescue the 
crew of the Gloucester fishing schooner 
Maggie E. Wells. 

The De Ruyter is a barkentine rigged 
steamer, although during the winter 
months her yards aretaken down. Her 
registered tonnage is 1618 tons net, and 
2304 tons gross; length, 816ft. 9in; breadth 
of beam, 38ft. 4in; and depth of hold, 
27ft. She was built on the Clyde in 1873 
by A. Stephens & Sons, and was formerly 
the British steamer Tromp, but was pur- 
chased a numberof years ago by Ant- 
werp parties, who changed her name and 
placed her underthe Belgian flag. The 
valuation of the steamer and cargo, and 
insurance on the same, if any, could not 
be ascertained. 

Wreck of the Belmont, 

CHATHAM, Mass., April 10.—When day- 
light broke yesterday the barkentine Bel- 
mont of Boston, Captain Hagan, bound 
from Trinidad with a cargo of sugar, was 
geen ashore on Peaked Hill bars, 

A terrible sea was breaking over the 
vessel and she was rapidly going to 
pieces. ~The Peaked Hill lifesaving crew 
made an attempt to reach the vessel, and 
picked up the steward, John Stevens, and 
two sailors, John Osborn and Peter Siner, 
who were lashed to a spar. Six of the 
men were swept overboard and lost. 

The Belmont had 4837 bags of sugar on 
board, valued at about $50,000. She was 
owned by John S. Emery & Co. of Boston. 
She was built at Millbridge, Me., in 1873, 
and was of 518 tons burden. Last De- 
cember she underwent extensive repairs 
at Bath, Me., and was considered in first- 
class condition. 

Captain Hagan was 72 years old, and 
during his long experience at sea never 
lost a ship before. The captain had sailed 
the world over. He had been a veritable 
ocean rover. The mate, Charlie Carleton, 
was about 45 years old, had been all his 
life asailor, and was recognized as a 
thorough seaman.

ESCAPE OF DA GAMA. 


Admiral and Thirty-two of His Fol- 
lowers Leave the Mindello. 


PLANS WERE WELL ARRANGED. 


Met No Resistance In Their 
Stroke For Freedom. 


BvENosS AYRES, April 10.—Admiral da 
Gama made his escape from the Portu- 
guese warship Mindello at 2:15 p. m. and 
arrived at the Buenos Ayres quarantine 
station Monday evening. 

He, with a number of his officers, were 
confined on board the Mindello, awaiting 
the arrival of the steamer Angola, which 
sailed from Lisbon, April 4, to convey 
him and his fellowers to Portugal, the 
remainder of his staff being similarly held 
on board the Alfonso de Albuquerque. 

Sunday afternoon, a tug towing a 
lighter, loaded with provisions for the 
Portuguese warships, steamed alongside 
the Mindello, and the lighter was made 
fast to the warship, preparatory to un- 
loading. While the provisions were be- 
ing taken on board the warship, Da 
Gama and 82 of his officers went on board 
the tug, cut the lines and steamed away. 

Escape Was Easy. 

No resistance was offered by the crew 
of the tug, which fact suggests a pre- 
arranged plan for the escape of the insur- 
gent admiral and his men. This theory 
is strengthened by the attitude of the 
owners of the tug. They deny any com- 
plicity in the escape of the men and re- 
fuse to furnish any details, but they 
admit that they expect compensation 
from Da Gama or some one in his behalf. 

The destination of the fugitive admiral 
is not known, but there is an unconfirmed 
rumor that he has been seen in this city. 
This is not unlikely, as Da Gama hasa 
host of friends here, many of them of 
wealth and influence, and he would have 
no difficulty in finding an asylum. 

The people of the Argentine Republic 
generally are rejoicing over the escape of 
Da Gama, and the reports of Mello’s suc- 
cesses at Rio Grande do Sul. These re- 
ports are not altogether trustworthy, but 
if General Gomercindo’s land forces are 
really co-operating with Admiral Mello 
in an attack upon Rio Grande Sul, itis 
clear that the province of Parana has 
been abandoned to Peixoto. 
< Still Fighting. 

News from Rio Grande do Sul is to the 
effect that the bombardment bcgun by 
the rebels under Admiral Mello last Fri- 
day was renewed at sunrise yesterday. 

The loyal garrison, which numbers less 
than one-half of the forces of the be 
siegers, commenced a retreat, but at 2 
o'clock President Peixoto’s men from 
Port Allgre arrived on the scene, where- 
upon the aggression again assumed the 
offensive, and the battle was stiil raging 
fiercely at 4 o'clock. 


King Humbert Blantes the Press. 

Panis, April 10.—The Figaro today pub- 
lishes an alleged interview with King 
Humbert in which his majesty is credited 
with declaring that most of the difticul- 
ties and misunderstandings between 
France and Italy had their origin in the 
press of Paris. King Humbert protested 
against being represented as desiring 
war. 


Peter Is Anxious to Fight, 

CuIcaGo, April 10.—Peter Jackson has 
sent a long letter to Corbett, asking him 
to make some definite arrangements for 
their fight before Corbett sails for Eng- 
land. Jackson offers to fightin June, 
July or August, 1894, for the side wager 
of $10,000 a side, the fight to be in private.

MILWAUKEE’S HORROR. 


fine Firemen Killed During the Burn 
ing of a Big Theater. 

MILWAUKEE, April 10.—Nine firemen 
aredead, six are seriously injured, and 
Milwaukee’s leading theater, the David- 
son, is in ruins, the result of a fire which 
mysteriously started in therear of the 
building. The loss on the building, 
Bcenery and equipments of the Liliputian 
company, aggregates $300,000. 

Twenty firemen were upon the roof of 
the building, working under the direction 
of the chiefs, and it was thought that the 
blaze was under control, when the roof 
seemed to bulge under their feet, and in 
ak moment every- man was pitched into 
the auditorium of the theater, some fall- 
ing into the parquette and others upon 
the balconies. 

Deeds of heroism were numerous, as 
usual, undersuch circumstances. Michael 
Dunn slid down a rope, made it fast to 
several of the men who were not pinioned 
down by the debris, and then climbed the 
rope hand over hand to the roof of the 
Davidson hotel, which escaped destruc- 
tion. 

The fire took a new start, and amid the 
groans and shouts of the imprisoned fire- 
men the work of rescue began, and was 
kept up until 8 o’clock last night, when 
the eighth body was taken out and 
the work abandoned until today, with one 
corpse to remove. 


OFFICIALS WORRIED. 


Their Attempt to Start the Riverside 


Mill Proves a Failure. 

PrRovipeNce, April 10.—An effort was 
mace by officials of the Riverside mill 
yesterday to break the strike of the 
weavers against the two-loom system. 
For more than a week past, agents of the 
company have been circulating among 
the strikers to persuade them to return to 
work. Itwasimagined that more than 
half of the 308 operatives who are out 
would goin yesterday. When time came 
only 18 reported. The company is disap- 
pointed at the result. The reason for the 
failure was that the entire plot was ex- 
posed ata meetingof the weavers, when 
the dissatisfied weavers were persuaded 
to remain. 

Itis stated that those who are now 
running two looms will join the strikers. 
Although they are not union weavers 
they will join the strikers and be pro- 
tected by the union. Yesterday 63 looms 
were running, 40 double, 23 single. When 
the double loom operatives withdraw it 
will be impossible to run the mill. Itis 
also stated that the first installment of 
material to be made at Blackstone will 
start tomorrow, and that when it ar- 
rives the operatives will refuse to weave it. 


A Brutal Parent. 

CaLats, Me, April 10.—A maa from 
Scotch Ridge, N. B., noted for his drunk- 
enness and brutality to his family, came 
to St. Stephen fora casket for his deaf 
and dumb daughter, and on the way 
home got beastly drunk. He raved at 
and scared his son because he could not 
get the casket from the pung. The boy 
tried to escape his father’s wrath by run- 
ning toward the St. Croix river. The 
father chased him upon the ice, where 
the boy broke through and was drowned. 


The next day the man bought another 
casket from the undertaker at St. 
Stephen. 


An Irate Female, 

Bancor, Me., April 19.—In the supreme 
court in the case of Eastman vs. Donham, 
an action brought by a lawyer to recover 
for professional services, the defendant, 
Miss Isabella Donham,a spinster of 45, 
conducted her own defense. She bully- 
ragged the plaintiff, his counsel and wit- 
nesses, declared that some of them lied 
and made such a scene that Judge Wal- 
ton ordered her to behave herself. When 
the jury gave a verdict for plaintiff, she 
declared it was a shame and flounced out 
of the courtroom in a great rage. 


Did Considerable Sawing. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The record of 
the Chilian claims commissions, which 
expired yesterday by limitation, shows a 
fair degree of achievement in the six 
months’ work, but it is not comforting in 
any sense to the claimants on either side, 
Citizens of the United States presented 
42 claims against Chili.

GOLD FIND IN GEORGIA, 


Rediscovery of the Mine Worked by De Soto 
and His Followers 300 Years Ago. 

Mr. W. C. Padget, a sawmill man 
operating a mill in the mountains north- 
east of this place, has discovered some | 
interesting relics in the way of stone 
mortars and other implements. Mr, Pad- 
get secured the services of Professor | 
Clark, an old mining engineer, to pros- | 
pect the place.

It proved better than they had fancied. | 
They found gold sticking in the quartz | 
in plenty, visible to the naked eye.

The remains of a large fort, the old ex- 
cavations, some of which have trees 
growing in them 200 years old, the cook- 
ing, utensils and the other relics hewn 
from the solid stone. All this proves 
conclusively the site of an ancient mine. 
As to the mineral deposit, there are seven | 
well defined veins that are legitimate in 
every sense, having a well defined ignens | 
granite foot wall rock and overhanging 
slate top wall running northeast and | 
southwest, dip east southeast.”—Ellijay | 
(Ga.) Dispatch.

Caused Carlson's Death by Striking 
Him With a Bottle. 


THE ACCUSED TELLS HIS STORY. 


The Jury Returnsa Verdict of 
Manslaughter. 


DeEpHAM, Mass., April 11.--Alfred Ber- 
geson’s counsel made a strong plea for 
his client in the superior court here. Ber- 
geson is alleged to have caused the death 
of Victor Carlson at Quincy, Feb. 16, by 
striking him with a bottle over the head. 

The accused said he was born in this 
state, his father being a veteran of the late 
war. Onthe night of the trouble with 
Victor Carlson he, with his brother 
George and Dougal, went on the hill on 
Common street. 

He saw Victor, and Victor said ‘Hello, 
Sweeney,” and Victor had a knife, which 
he had held open in his hand, and was 
about to strike his brother George, 

And He Interfered. 

Then Victor went away a few feet, and 
in the course of the melee Victor appeared 
tall and powerful, and the accused heard 
his brotherery: ‘They are stabbing me, 
Fred!” and Fred could do nothing; but 
seizing the bottle, filled with kerosene oil, 
hurled it at Victor, and ran away, being 
excited and afraid of Carlson and Otto 
Rhineback, both of them having knives. 

He threw the bottle and did not think 
of anything at the time he was arrested 
and placed in a cell. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock the court began | 


its charge tothe jury, which lasted for 
half an hour. 
Instructions to the Jury. 
The case was graphically summed up 
and the jury virtually instructed that if 
it was found that the defendant and his 


friends had picked a quarrel with Carl- | 


son and then resorted to force, which cost 
him his life, to defend themselves, a ver- 
dict of guilty would be justified. 

Rwit on the other hand if the evidence 
Was such asto show that Carlson was 
unduly resentful and quarrelsomeand at- 
tempted to usea knife without warrant- 
able provacation, then a verdict of acquit- 
tal should be returned. 

The court ruled thatthe defendant was 


justified in defending his brother, if the | 


evidence had shown there was occasion 
for it, and that his plea of self-defense, 
under these circumstances, was tenable. 
The jury retired at 11:40 o’clock, and at 
1:45 returned a verdict of guilty, with a 
recommendation to the court of mercy. 
Bergeson was sentenced to the Mas-

The investigation resulted in the arrest 
yesterday of Ellen Morris, a woman who 
has acted as housekeeper for Winnell for 
several vears, and who is suspected of 
being concerned in the terrible crime. 
She has had several quarrels with 
Winnell, and has been heard to make 
threats tow ard | him.

BURNED HIS BRIDGES 


Hill Has Incurred the Enmity of the 
Southern Democrats. 


THE TEN PER CENT BANK TAX. 


Democrats Record Themselves 
In Favor of Repeal. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Hill’s speech is 
the theme of comment at the Capitol and 
in administration circles. It is admitted 
to be one of ability and strength. 

It cannot be denied, however, that it is 
more or less tinged with an element of 
hostility toward the administration, view 
ing the pending bill as an administration 
measure. It isintended as an attack on 
Cleveland’s policy, foreign and domestic 
as well. What may come of his speech 
and what may develop out of the situa- 
tion is a matter of speculation, but 
serious consequences to the Democratic 
party are expected. 

The New York senator’s arraignment 
of the Democratic members of the finance 
committee who framed and are pressing 
the bill, and his laying great stress upon 
its sectional character, has placed an in- 
separable barrier between himself and 
the southern Democracy. He has burned 
his bridges, and hereafter there can be no 
affiliation on tariff reform between the 
New York senator and his friends and 
the southern Democracy. The feeling of 
bitterness on the part of the advocates of 
turiff reform on the iine of the present 
bill, directed toward Hill and those mem- 
bers of the party whose actions they re 
gard as treacherous, is sure to become 
almost personal in its character. 

The Income Tax. 

An open rupture inthe party and the 
severance of long established relations are 
likely to follow. Will the Democratic 
managers in the senate,in deference to the 
warnings of Hill, change their plans? 
This is the question which is being dis- 
cussed in all political circles here. It can 
be stated in the most positive manner 
that the Democratic managers will not 
change their course one iota, but will in- 
sist upon the passage of the bill as it now 
stauds iv the senate. 

The income tax feature, which is so ob- 
jectionable to the New York senator, will 
not be eliminated. The friends of this 
tax on the Democratic side are more de- 
termined now than ever for its retention. 
Can the opponents of this tax defeat the 
tariff bill? Many are of the opinion that, 
if the income tax is retained in the bill, 
its ultimate defeat is inevitable. 

The State Bank Tax. 

The Democratic caucus, after a session 
of 21-2 hours last evening, adopted the 
following resolution without a dissenting 
vote: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this caucus 
that the prohibitory tax of 10 per cent of bank 
issues be repealed 

Resolved, That when the bill known as the 
Brawley and bill, which the com- 
mittee on banking and currency has ordered 
reported to the house, is called up for ac , 
an amendment be offered repx the pro- 
hibitory tax on state banks; that ample time 
be afforded for discussix ary to 
secure this, the committee 
quested to take proper action. 

Exactly 102 Democrats of the house 
were present. The attendance from the 
south and west was very heavy, but only 
a few eastern men appeared, among them 
being Messrs. Straus, Cummings, Dunphy 
and Warner (N._ Y.); gott (Conn.);

A TREMENDOUS GALE 


Has Wrought Ruin and Death Along 
New Jersey's Coast. 


SAILORS ENGULFED BY WAVES. 


Worst Will Not Be Known 
Until Storm Abates, 


SEABRIGHT, N. J., April 12.—The storm 
raging at this place isthe worst that has 
visited Seabright in 11 years. Three 
thousand feet of the New Jersey Southern 
railroad, between this place and High- 
Jand beach, has been washed out. The 
Waves were so strong that theiron rails 
were twisted out of shape. The sand has 
been washed ower the tracks for nearly 
half a mile. A cut is reported from the 
ocean to the Shrewsbury river, near Gali- 
lee, which completely shuts off travel 
north or south from Seabright. Tele- 
graph and teiepuone wires are down, 
poles having been blown down by the 
strong wind. 

The effect of the storm has been de- 
vastating throughout this state. Furious 
gales and monstrous seas have wrought 
havocand destruction alony the Jersey 
coast, and the monetary dainage cannot 
be computed yet. Buildings, trees, tele- 
graph and telephone wires, railway 
tracks, embankments, wharves and | 
fences all yielded to the destructive fury 
of theelements. Above it all stands out 
the loss of human lives. At least 15 per- 
sons are known to have perished. 

Many fishing boats and small craft 
anchored along the shores before the 
storm have probably been wrecked, as the 
shores are strewn witb wreckage. 

Atlantic City suffered considerably. 
Waves dashed over the board walk, ant 
at times this famous attraction was 
threatened with destruction. At Brigan- 
tine beach the new electric railroad was 
almost wiped out. At Red Bank several 
boathouses were carried away and much 
damage done to sailing craft. All tele- 
graph and telephone wires radiating from 
Seabright were prostrated and seashore 
service is cut off. 

In Morris, Bergen and Warren counties 
roads were impassable. At Bayonne 
many boats and boathouses were washed 
away. At South Amboy a _ partially 
erected house was blown down, and at 
New Brunswick electric light, telegraph 
and telephone wires were levelled to the 
ground. 

Incalculable damage was done to the 
fruit crop. The peach crop suffered par- 
ticularly, and it is feared that the entire 
crop will prove a failure. Farmers 
throughout the state will be heavy suf- 
ferers. 


4 EIGHT MEN DROWNED. 


Not One Escaped From the Wreck of 
the Albert W. Smith. 

MANASQUAN, N. J., April 12.— The 
furious gales and high winds left their 
mark all along the New Jersey coast. 
Along the Jersey Central railroad, to 
Tom’s river, the sea has overflowed the 
shore and formed little lakes for a consid- 
erable distance. The beach far down the 
coast is strewn with light wreckage. The 
wind has blown a full gale, the high seas 
roaring and pounding and foaming with 
a mighty rage. 

In the height and fury of the storm, 
the three-masted schooner Albert W. 
Smith was driven ashore at a point mid- 
way between Seagirt and Manasquan 
In‘Tess than half an hour after the vessel 
atruck she was pounded into kindling | 
wood by the seas which broke over her. 
What was left, a portion of the hull, was 
carried up a quarter of a mile south of 
the lifesaving station. 

Eight men, it is said, composed the 
crew of the Albert W. Smith, not one of 
whom has been seen since their boat was 
wrecked, and it is unlikely that any man 
of the crew has survived to tell the tale 
of his experiences in the awful gale. 

The wreck was discovered by George 
W. Green of the Squan beach lifesaving 
station. Captain R. F. Longstreet re- 
lated the following story of the wreck: 

“Green, during a blinding snow and 
when the storm was at its height, saw 
the outlines of a vessel, which was strug- 
gling with the breakers, above the station. 
Two masts were standing at that time, 
but there were no topmasts. We got out 
our men at once and endeavored tolaunch 
a lifeboat, but by the time we got to her 
only one mast was standing. A very 
short time afterwards she broke up, 

“There was no sign of a living person 
on the schooner when we got toher. The 
wreck drifted with the sweeping current 
a quarter of a mile south of the station. 
In she blinding sand and snowstorm we 
dragged our gunto her and made one 
shot with a line, but by the time we 
could get ready to shoot the second time, 
there was nothing left to shoot at. 

“You can see,’ said the captain, as he} 
kicked his rubber boot against a piece of 
the hull of the craft, ‘‘that she was old} 
and rotten.” Without the slightest effort 
he kicked huge chunks of the wood apart, 
it being totally rotten. 

The vessel was of 572 tons, 145 feet 
keel, 35 feet befim and 16 feet hold. She 
was built in 1873 at Kennebunk, Me., and 
was owned by Albert W. Smggh of Provi- 
dence, from which place she sailed. She 
was bound for Providence from Philadel- 


phia. 


Boston's Report. 

Bostox, April 12.—Captain Taylor cf 
the steamer Essex reports: When 2 1-2 
miles distant from Nauset light passed a 
floating wreck, apparently a schooner, 
with spars attached, standing stern out 
of water, her bow apparently being held 
down by the anchors and chains. The 
wreck was badly broken up. It isa very 
dangerous obstruction to navigation. c 

The brig Venice, from Weymouth. N 


S., witn a cargo of piling, has arrived be- 
low. Captain Melanson reports: On Mon- 
day last encountered a terrific northeast- 
erly gale, during which the first mate, 
Reuben Gillo, of Yarmouth, N. S., was 
pinned by the floating deckload to the 
side of the vessel and killed, and one of 
the seamen was badly injured. 


Wreck of the Kate Markee, 

Lone Brancu, April 12.—Directly op- 
posite the Highland beach station the 
three-masted schooner Kate Markee came 
ashore at the outer bar, a distance of a 
quarter ofa mile from the shore. She 
has gone to pieces, having eight of a crew 
on board. It was at first reported that 
the entire crew were lost, but later reports 
show that*two of the men were saved. 

Owing to the vessel being so far away 
from the shore, the lifesaving crews from 
lifesaving stations Nos, 1 and 3 were una- 
ble to shoot their lines to it, and as a high 
bea was raging, it was impossible to ren- 
der assistance. 

Anumberof people residing at Sea- 
bright are standing in readiness to leave 
their homes, fearing they will be sur- 
rounded by water from the ocean, which 
is threatening to flood the town. 

At Long Branch the tower of the 
Oceanic Fire company, which contains a 
large fire bell, was blown down and fell 
crashing into the street. 

The bulkhead just erected infront of 
the Madison flats is badly damaged and 
may gotosea. The flats are receiving a 
severe pounding, and should the bulk- 
heading in front of them give way there 
will be considerable chance of the em- 
bankment being carried away. 


Tug Underwriter Sinks, 

New York, April 12.—The big ocean tug 
Underwriter of the Boston "Towboat com- 
pany is lying onthe bottom of the East 
river. The boat, under command of Cap- 
tain Elliot Clifford, with a crew of 14 
men, was on the voyage from Norfolk to 
Boston, with a tow, when the storm over- 
took her, and she put into this port. The 
tow was left at Ricker’s island, and the 
tug proceeded to Martin’s stores. The 
tug endeavored to make a landing at the 
side of pier 3. The current drove the boat 
against pier 2, and tore of several plates 
and stove a hole in her port side, and 
within two minutes the Underwriter was 
under 50 feet of water. The tug Fred B. 
Dalziell reached the sinking boat and 
took off the entire crew. The Under- 
writer is valued at £50,000, 

In New England, 

Boston, April 12.—New England is re- 
ceiving her share of the storm which has 
played so much havocin New York and 
vicinity. A heavy snowstorm was in full 
working order, accompanied with a blus- 
tering wind. Telegraph service both 
from the north, south, east and west is 
greatly impeded, and there has been con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining any news 
from outside. The Western Union wires 
are in chaos, especially in the southern 
and western section of the state, and mes- 
sages are suffering considerable delay. 
The wires are continually touching each 
other, which interferes with the trans- 
mission of messages. 


Steamers Report « Hurricane, 

New York, April 12.-—-Incoming steam- 
ersreport that a tremendous gale has 
been blowing outside Sandy Hook. The 
seas were very high and were accom- 
panied by hard squalls from northeast 
and heavy snow and hail. The weather 
is very thick and dirty, a heavy sea run- 
ning with the ebb tide. 


In the Keystone State, 
PHILADELPHIA, April 12.—A severe snow 
and rain storm has raged throughout the 
state. In many placesthe wind was so 
strong that outbuildings were demol- 
ished. Telegraph and telephone commu- 

nication is almost at astandstill. 


ARMY OF BURGLARS 


Making Trouble For Australians—Labor 
Troubles Reach a Climax, 

VANCOUVER, B. C., April 12.—The latest 
files of Australian papers contain little 
else than sensational accounts of bur- 
glaries and labor troubles. In all the 
colonies tbe burglars have organized 
themselves into a standing army, and 
they have been making night sorties. 
During last month 337 burglars were cap- 
tured red-handed and brought to justice. 
Twenty-three burglars were reported shot 
by househo!ders, 

“The unemployed in South Australia 
and Victoria are becoming desperate. 
They applied to Premier Patterson and 
Sir George Dibbs in deputations of over 
1000. The latter replied: “Don’t come 
bothering me. I have kept you long 
enough. You will not break stone fora 
living, thenstarve.’’ The deputations re- 
turned to the city and camped in the 
park. They were ordered off, and on re- 
fusing to move over 100 were put into 
prison. 

Adelaide has a mad man of Jack the Rip- 
per breed who successfully eludes the po- 
lice. He seizes unprotected women and 
stabs them in the throat with a dagger. 
Eight women have been stabbed, but 
none fatally. 

Lost Both Legs.

WasuHINGToN, April 12.—The house 
banking and currency committee having 
failed toagree upon any of the various 
schemes to extend the national banking 
bystem to the states or to agree upon any 
bill giving the southern and southwest- 
ern states additional banking facilities, 
the southern representatives have decided 
to make a determined effort to secure leg- 
islation to repeal the 10 pereent tax on 
state bank circulation. 

A majority of the members of the 
currency committee refused to allowa 
bill to repeal the tax to be reported. The 
only way, therefore, in which they can 
get this proposition before the heuse is to 
movean amendment to Representative 
Brawley’s bill, which was reported from 
the currency committee. 

The 100 members from the south and 
west who attended the caucus having 
decided to push the repeal scheme, there 
is likely tobe a hot contest when che 
matter comes up for consideration. 
Speaker Crisp and the committee on 
rules favor the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax, and he has promised the friends of 
this proposition to bringina rule limit- 
ing debate and fixing a time to vote. 

Theadoption of sucha rule will, it is 
believed, secure the passage of the pet 
scheme of the southern representatives. 
They claim that it will get asolid vote 
from the south and southwestern states, 
and that enough western and northern 
Democratic representatives will. support 
the measure to secure its adoption. 

Sperry’s Plan, 

In the meantime Representative Sperry 
of Connecticut, a member of the banking 
avd currency committee, has prepared a 
new bill, extending the present system for 
the establishment of interstate banks. It 
authorizes any banking corporation to 
deposit with the treasurer of the United 
States state, county or municipal bonds 
whose validity is unquestionable or the 
market value of which has not been be- 
low par at any time during the period of 
two years just preceding the date upoo 
which such bonds are offered for deposit, 
erupon which there has not been any 
failure to pay interest regularly at any 
time. 

The bank making such deposit of bonds 
shall receive from the comptroller of the 
currency circulating notes equal in 
amountto and not exceeding the par 
value of the bonds deposited, but no bank 
shall be permitted to receive or issue cir- 
culating notes upon the security of bonds 
deposited in any amount greater than the 
75 per centum of its authorized capital 
stock, actually paid in and unimpaired 
through losses sustained or otherwise. 

Representative Sperry brought this 
matter before the banking committee, 
and he got it before the house yesterday. 
The bill has been submitted to the comp- 
troller of the currency, who is giving it 
careful examination.

An April Snow Storm Causing Gon- 
siderable Damage. 


FIRE ALARM POLES DOWN. 


Electric Light and Telephone Service 
Impaired—Street Railway Off Time, 


Quincy like many other cities in the 
Commonwealth is experiencing one of the 
most severe storms of the winter, and the 
general impression seems to be that ‘Old 
Prob,” turned back a page the first of the 
month instead of tearing off a leaf. 

It blew great guns all day Wednesday and 
in the afternoon a little rain fell which 
turned into a wet damp snow in the early 
evening which seemed to increase in fury 
as the’ night wore on, so that by 9 o’clock 
travelling on foot was difficult. 

The snow that fell was of such a nature 
that it packed down solid on the rails of 
the street railway and schedule time was 
out of the question. 

The snow also packed heavily on the 
telephone and electric light wires many of 
which snapped under the heavy weight. 

At about 10 o’clock four of the large 
poles on Hancock street near Butler road 
fell with a crash carrying with them a 
score of wires which were immediately 
tangled up in a confused mass. 

On the poles were two fire alarm circuits 
which protect Wollaston, Atlantic and 
part of West Quincy. All of the telephone 
compans’y trunk lines to Boston were on 
these same poles and a number of the 
electric light feed wires. 

A gang of men was sent to the scene and 
one trunk line to Boston was fixed in a 
temporary manner, as were also the fire 
alarm and electric light wires. 

This morning the telephone company 
found its service in a crippled condition, 
All of the lines to Weymouth, Hingham 
and Nantasket beach are out and many of 
the local snbscribers are unable to get the 
central. A large force of men are out this 
morning however and much of the damage 
will be repaired soon. 

The street railway company got to work 
early and this morning cars are running on 
time. 

The walking is something horrible this 
morning especially at street crossings 
where it is either necessary to wade 
through several inches of water or jump, 
the latter method being out of the question 
with ladies who unfortunately were obliged 
to be about. 

The snow plows were about this morn- 
ing ‘but did little good as the paths 
plowed out, immediately filled up with 
water or snow. 

Wednesday afternoon it blowed so hard 
Joseph T. French did not dare to drive his 
barge to Germantown with the school 
children, and they were carried bome in 
carriages. 

The no-schoo] signal was sounded this 
morning shortly before eight o’clock, and 
again at noon. 


April Snow Storms. 


The Brockton Enterprise of Tuesday 
ssid: There have been snow storms in 
Aprils of previous years, discounting the 
present one, There was a heavy storm in 
Aprii, 1841. Upon the wall ina store in 
an adjoining town was written ‘ Fifteen 
inches of snow fell April 10th, 1841." In 
April, 1863, there was a heavy fall of 
snow ona date not now recalled, but by 
those who were young people then and 
are old people now it is recollected as 
something of a blizzard. In April, 1860, 
Mr. H. A. Brett drove over the road 
from Brockton to Boston in a sleigh. 
April 1, 1889, there was a heavy fall of 
snow, and snow fell on April 1, in 1888, 
1889 and 1891.”’ 

The LEDGER record also includes these 
storms: April 19, 1856, a snow storm 
commenced which continued two days, 
causing heavy expense to the town for 
clearing highways. On April 2, 1818, a 
storm of snow and rain began which lasted 
eight days, But snow has fallen later than 
April. On May 8, 1803, an inch of snow 
fell, and on June 8, 1816, our record says 
it snowed.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 


Proposed $500,000 For Boulevards Fim 
vored—Important Committee Reports, 
Boston, April 12.—The bill reported by 

the special committee on the unemployea, 

authorizing the metropolitan park com- 
mission to expend $500,000 in the coustruc- 
tion of roadways and boulevards, was 
passed to be engrossed ia the senate under 


a suspension of the rules. 

The temperance legislation included the 
passage to a third reading of the bill pro- 
viding against the licensing of saloons 
situated within 400 feet of a public 
school. The bill, which was introduced 
on leave, was referred to the committee 
on liquor laws, which reported against it. 
The report, however, was rejected, and a 
substitute was adopted. 

The bill to provide a botnty for the de- 
struction of wessels, skunks, etc., was de 
bated at length in the house and then re 
jected by a decided majority. 

The bill imposing a tax on inheritances 
was passed to a third reading, being 
amended so that its provisions shall apply 
to estates where settlements are now 
pending. 

The committee on mercantile affairs re- 
ported a bill allowing the American Bell 
Telephone company to increase its capital 
stock from $20,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

The bill providing for the placing of 
wires and electrical appliances under 
ground in the city of Boston was passed 
to be engrossed under suspension of jthe 
rules. 

The bill exempting from taxation prop- 
erty of disabled soldiers and sa ‘ors to the 
amount of $2000 was passed to be en- 
grossed. 

Committee reports: Leave to withdraw 
on the petition for legislation authorizing 
grand juries to indict fur murder in the 
second degree. 

The committee on judiciary reported a 
new draft of a bill giving to the governor 
and council authority to supervise the 
publication of the province laws, appoint 
the editors and fix the compensation of 
those engaged in the work. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition of 
the Boston chamber of commerce for re- 
lief from double taxation on shares of 
foreign corporations. 

A bill prohibiting foreign corporations 
from transacting business in the com- 
monwealth which is not permitted by the 
laws of this commonwealth to be trans- 
acted by domestic corporations. 

Ought not to pass on the Durling bill 
for the redistribution of the school fund. 

Recommending reference to the next 
general courton the bill to change the 
day for assessment of taxes from May 1 
to April I. 


T.LOMPSON FINISHES

Behalf of Breckinridge.

LOCAL TRADE CLUBS. 


THEY ARE OF GREAT BENEFIT WHEN 
PROPERLY SUPPORTED. 


Foreign Capital Should Be Welcomed and 
Encouraged to Invest, and Dormant 
Home Enterprise Awakened—Some Per- 
tinent Suggestions.

A well conducted business men’s asso- 
ciation, board of trade, improvement 
club, or an organization under any other 
name, having for its object the forward- 
ing of the interests of the place in which 
it is located, is a great factor in pushing 
the claims of the town tothe front and 
makingitboom. Every town hasa large 
amount of latent enterprise lying dor- 
mant, awaiting the opportunity for exer- 
cise. There are also many desirable 
business and manufacturing enterprises 
seeking locations which would be warm- 
ly welcomed and substantially encour- 
aged if some medium were provided 
through which the citizens and those 
seeking investment could confer and 
negotiate. The phenomenal progress of 
all the ‘‘magic cities” of the south and 
west is mainly due to the efforts of these 
organizations, 

Let us have a well supported business 
men’s association, composed of wide 
awake, go ahead, progressive citizens, 
who will make known to the world the 
inducements our town offers for the loca- 
tion of manufacturing industries and 
other enterprises which will employ la- 
bor, make business for our mervthants 
and furnish a home market for the prod- 
uce of our farms. The time is now ripe 
for this movement. A great change is 
being wroughtin manufacturing circles. 
The exigencies of competition and the 
conflicts with the quesffon of transpor- 
tation and other economic questions 
have convinced owners of manufactur- 
ing plants that it will be good business 
policy to establish themselves in com- 
munities convenient to the raw mate- 
rials in the smaller cities and towns, 
where real estate is cheap and expenses 
low. 

Experience shows that in industries 
situated remote from the congested pop- 
ulation of large cities strikes, lockouts 
and other lzbor troubles are infrequent, 
and that the relations of employer and 
employee are much more pleasant. Un- 
der our interstate commerce laws the 
advantages that great railroad centers 
once had over less favored localities have 
been overcome, and this inducement will 
no longer draw manufactories to those 
places, and the locality where the raw 
material can be procured cheaply and 
quickly will be the ideal location for the 
future manufacturer. 

These industries will in the coming 
years be located somewhere. Shall we 
have our shareof them? Itwemains with 
our readers to decide. 


Building and Loan Associations. 

Building and loan associations have 
become very popular in late years and 
have been the means of teaching people 
of mo@erate means lessons in economy 
and enabling them to )=come owners of 
their homes instead of paying rent. Di- 
rected and managed with business pru- 
dence, they are great factors in promot- 
ing the growth and adding to the wealth 
of atown orcity. No sooner were their 
usefulness and popularity demonstrated 
thar their idea was seized upon by spec- 
ulators throughout the country, and so 
called ‘‘national” associations sprang up 
thicker than mushfooms after an autumn 
rain. 

The conservative and safe methods of 
the local associations were improved 
upon tosuch an extent that, according 
to }rospectuses of the ‘‘nationals,” the 
money of the investor would doubleand 
treble itself in an incredibly short time, 
while the borrower could procure loans 
at rates that were much more liberal 
and the payments a great deal easier to 
meet than those of his home organiza- 
tion. And they produced figures to prove 
ft too. But practical experience has 
proved to tne investor that figures will 
lie on some occasions. 

These national concerns are managed 
by high salaried officers who are housed 
in elegant quarters. They advertise in 
costly periodicals and deluge the country 
with circulars and pamphlets printed in 
the most expensive manner. A local 
agent in almost every town receives & 
liberal compensation for soliciting mem- 
bership, and yet many unthinking peo- 
ple allow themselves to be convinced 
that they are able to profitably make 
larger returns for their investment than 
the home association, the entire expense 
of which is less per annum than the sal- 
ary of the janitor who cares for the of- 
fices of the national] concern. 

Hundreds of these corporations have 
gone to the wallin the past few years, 
entailing the loss of thousands of dollars 
to those who could ill afford to stand it. 
Yet there are.still many more in exist- 
ence, some of them financially sound, it 
is true, which are annually taking thou- 
sands of dollars out of the community 
where it belongs and wasting it else- 
where. These companies have been well 
named “rich men’s companies.” They 
are promoted and fostered by capitalists, 
who use the monthly stipend of the work- 
ingman and man of moderate means to 
augment their own bank account. 

Saying nothing of local pride and the 
advantage to be gained by keeping one’s 
savings in his own community, business 
sense should teach any one that these ex- 
pensively conducted companies, with 
their costly payroll, cannot honestly of- 
fer the inducements for a safe investment 
that the local association, with its eco- 
Domical methods of management, can.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The sealing 
orders and instructions of the command- 
ers of the vessels of the seal patrol were 
completed by the navy department yester- 
day, and submitted to the secretary of 
state for his approval.

Second Trial of Dr, John Lee Has Begun 
at New Haven. 

New Haves, April 12.—The trial of Dr. 
John Lee, for murderin the second de- 
gree, began yesterday afternoon in the 
superior court. It isthe second time in 
six months that Dr. Lee has been 
charged with criminal malpractice. In 
the first trial in the city court he was ac- 
cused of causing the death of Maggie 
Schloss, single, aged 18 years, who was 
brought to him by William T. Cass, aged 
20 years. Implicated in that case was Dr. 
George E, Whitten. Both, after several 
weeks’ hearing, were acquitted. 

In yesterday’s prosecution Dr. Lee 
stood accused of the death of Mrs. Isa- 
bella Miller, wife of George Miller. Mrs. 
Miller was 38 years of age, and died Dee. 
15, 1893. The grand jury found a true bill 
against the doctor. 

Mrs. Mary Lynch, who attended Mrs. 
Miller during her fatal sickness, was the 
first witness. She testified thatshe and 
Mrs. Miller had visited several physicians 
before consulting Dr. Lee, and that she 
subsequently overheard Dr. Lee and an- 
other physician say that a criminal opera- 
tion had been performed on Mrs. Miller.

Some of the naval vessels will lie in 
wait in the neighborhood of Sand Point, 
and at the mouth of the passes between 
the Aleutian islands, through which the 
sealers would pass from the North Pacific 
into Behring sea. A contingent of the 
fleet will cruise off the coast of British 
Columbia and southern Alaska, follow- 
ing up the seal herds as they travel north- 
ward. The fact that a vessel, United 
States or British, has cleared from port 
before the promulgation of the laws will 
not suffice to save her from seizure. Her 
cruise will be cut short, and she will be 
returned to port to be dealt with by the 
courts,

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LOSS OF A MILLION 


By the Burning of Hamlin’s Glucose 
Works at Buffalo. 


MANY LIVES PROBABLY LOST. 


Census of Employes Will Have 
to Be Taken. 


on 


BuFFALO, April 18.—The plant of the 
American Glucose company was burned 
last night. The loss will be about $1,000,- 
000. The insurance is $585,000. 

The works of the company consisted of 
an il-story brick building used for the 
manufacture of glucose and starch, an 
eight-story brick building used as a power 
house and as a place for making the cat- 
tle feeding product, an eight-story brick 
building used as a refinery and an eight- 
story storehouse. 

The fire was discovered in the dynamo 
room of the main building by the engi- 
neer. In 10 minutes the whole 11 floors 
were on fire, flames were bursting through 
the windows and darting from the roof. 
There were perhaps 125 men at work last 
night. It wil! not be known until a cen- 
sus of the employes is taken whether one 
map or 50 men were cremated. 

It is known that some of the men es- 
caped by the fire escapes,and some of 
those on the lower stories jumped into 
the cana]. Agreat many of the men at 
work on the upper floors were Poles and 
Germans. They may have been burned 
and they may not. It is impossible to tell 
now. The chances are, however, that 
several men were burned to death. 

Destruction Was Complete. 

The fire spread with incredible swift- 
ness. In 15 minutes the entire main 
building was a mass of flames. In 20 
minutes the walls began to fall, and they 
fell at frequent intervals until, inside of 
45 minutes, there was but one corner 
standing. The main building was con- 
nected with the power and feed house by 
an elevated bridge. The flames crept 
across thisand ignited the feed house. 
This burned more slowly than the main 
building, but it was but a short time 
until the flames had complete control of 
the buildings. 

Meanwhile the Buffalo city fish mar- 
ket, which stood just across the street, 
took fire. Five firemen were sent in- 
side it to fight the flames, and a num- 
ber of streams were turned on the roof. 
The building was a long, low, brick struc- 
ture, and the firemen made a gvod fight 
to save it, but a portion of a blazing wall 
fell on it, and started the roof to burning 
fiercely. 

Firemen Badly Injured. 

The firemen inside did not know of this, 
and no one told them. The consequence 
was thatina few minutes the roof fell in 
and buried the firemen. Three of them 
escaped with no other injuries than a few 
bruises, but John Weber and Lieutenant 
Schraeder were not so fortunate. Weber 
was taken out uncouscious. His face is 
badly burned, some of his ribs broken, 
and he has also internal injuries. Itisa 
question whether he livesor dies. Lieu- 
tenant Schraeder had his back and legs 
hurt. 

The feed house was completely de- 
stroyed. Therefinery and the storehouse 
went next, and by 11 o’clock there was 
nothing left of the mammoth establish- 
ment but a few tottering walls. 

The great works are controlled by C. J. 
Hamlin, the famous horseman, and his 
sons. Thereisa branch of the institu- 
tion at Peoria, Ills., and another in this 
city.

At 120’clock the progress of the fire 
was checked, but it was several hours 
before it was completely under control.

The only thing done was to read 
the charges against the bishop. The 
charges included maladministration of 
office, tyranny and oppression, insubor- 
dination, inciting strife, personal slander, 
arbitrary use of his power, violation of the 
state’s appropriation of church funds, 
falsehood, speculation with church funds, 
perjury and many others. 


A Bankrupt Noble. 

BRIGHTON, Eng., April 13.—The bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against William G. 
Fitz-Clarence, a son of the Earl of Muns- 
ter and a great-grandson of William IV, 
were settled yesterday. His assets con- 
sisted only of a gold ring, but he agreed 
to pay his creditors 7s. 6d. on the pound, 
out of an annuity of 200 pounds allowed 
him by his father. 


Big : Strike May Result.

No wrecks have been reported 
since the Mary A. Hood went ashore. 
The telegraph, telephone and electric 
light systems are all down, and the peo- 
ple of Weymouth au® Braintree are 
obliged to grope aboutinthe dark. The 
people of these towns were startled 
Wednesday night by an explosion and 
terrible shock. No light has been thrown 
on the matter. One gentleman of a 
scientific turn of mind thinks that it was 
the explosion of a meteor, which was not 
visible on account of the storm. 

Fatt River, Mass., April 18.—Since 
early Wednesday evening till yesterda 
afternoon the city was cutoff from au 
telegraphic and telephone connection 
with anything outside. The telephone | 
service was comlygs ely disabled. The fire | 
alarm and police Services were made use- 
less. The electric street cars were stopped 
for fear of accident. The electric street 
lights were not in use, and the city was al- 
most in darkness. Only one telegraph 
wire can be used. 

New Lonpon, Conn., April 13.—The 
whole eastern end of the Long Island 
coast is strewn with wreckage. Not a | 
vessel anchored along the coast escaped 
damage. In New London harbor the 
storm was rode out im comparative safety 
by all vesselsat anchor. Pollock rip bell 
buoy was turned upside down and gives 
no warning. Captains are advised to 
keep a sharp lookout until it is righted. 

ASBURY Park, April 13.—The Susan H. 
Ritchie is breaking up at Bayhead. The 
lifesaving crews are patrolling the beach 
and looking for bodies, but none have 
been found yet. Several houses at Bay- 
head have been undermined. At Asbury | 
Park, Bradley’s famous board-walk has 
been almost completely demolished. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., April 13.—The 
schooner Josie Johnson went ashore at 
the head of the harbor, where she now 
lies fullof water A large fleet of coast- 
ers are at anchor in the outer harbor.

GAME OF SEE-SAW. 


Reports of the Situation In Brazil Are 
of a Conflicting Nature. 

Buenos Ayres, April 13.—Advices have 
reached here showing that the forces 
of President Peixoto have recaptured 
Paranagua from the insurgents, 

It now turns out that the reports set 
afloat by rebel sympathizers that Admiral 
Mello had captured Rio Grande city were 
far from true. The land force of rebels 
which was attacking the city was caught 
between two fires of the re-enforcements 
ordered to Pelotas by Peixoto, which ar- 
rived under the command of Colonel 
Teller to aid General Baceller, who com- 
manded the besieged garrison. 

A battle followed, in which the rebel 
forces were totally defeated. The insur- 
gentsthen re-embarked on the warships, 
leaving behind three cannons and a quan- 
tity of munitions on the beach. Many 
of the men were wounded. Admiral 
Mello’s fleet left the bay last evening. It 
stopped a while to bombard Altalaya and 
El Faros, and then sailed southward. 

A report has reached here to the effect 
that Bahia and Pernambuco have re- 
volted against the Peixoto government. 


Couldn't Prove Murder, 

AMSTERDAM, April 13. — The trial of 
Hendrick de Jong, the man who has long 
been in prison on suspicion of having 
murdered two women to whom he had 
been married, was commenced yesterday. 
The failure of the police to obtain any 
direct evidence of murder against De Jong 
resulted in dropping the charge of mur- 
der against him. The prisoner was prose- 
cuted only upon the charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. De Jong 
showed the utmost unconcern and was 
extremely insolent. 


Portugal Must Apologize, 

BvueENos Ayres, April 18.—The cabinet 
discussed Portugal’s alleged insult to the 
Argentine flag. Satisfaction will be de- 
manded by the minister of foreign affairs, 
who insists upon the return of those 
Brazilian refugees who were forcibly 
taken from an Argentine vessel by armed 
marines of the Portuguese warship 
Albuquerque. Argentina’s entire fleet of 
fighting ships is under steam. 


Commonwealers Capture a Train, 

Evanston, Wy., April 18. — General 
Kelly’s army of the commonweal, which 
had encamped on tke plains of Utah, 
eight miles out of Ogden, captured a 
Union Pacific freight train made up of 
box cars.

IDEAS OF POPULISTS 


Set Forth In a New Tariff Bill Con- 
structed by Peffer. 


REFUSAL TO COUNT A QUORUM 


Has Brought About a Crisis In 
House Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Senator Peffer 
occupied the entire time of the senate 
yesterday afternoon, and from 1 o'clock 
until 5 continued, without sign of fatigue, 
| the criticism of the Wilson bill and the 
McKinley bill indiscriminately and to 
sound the praises of a substitute bill 
which he proposes to offer. 

In this populistio tariff bill everything 
which the farmer uses is to be free, or 
practically so, while the support of the 
government would rest entirely on the 
shoulders of the urban population. 

Sugar is to be made free, with a bounty 
paid to producers, for the benefitof the 
beet sugar growers of Kansas and Ne- 
braska; and instead of a revenue of $30,- 
000,000 from an income tax, this feature 
of his bill would produce $79,000,000. 

Senator McMillan presented three 
amendments to the tariff bill intended to 
be proposed by him. One of them pro- 
poses to change the duty on cigars, 


| cheroots and cigarets from $3 a pound 


and 25 per cent ad valorem duty to $4.50a 
pound and 25 percent ad valorem; another 
takes carbonate of ammonia from the free 
list, and makes it dutiable at the rate of 
134centsa pound, and the third puts 
enflurage pomades on the free list. 

Senator Frye, from the committee on 
commerce, reported to the senate Mr. 
Hoar’s amendment to the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill appropriating $70,000 for 
a lightship in Boston harbor, 

Inthe morning hour the urgency de 
ficiency bill was considered without re- 
sult, and was taken up again at 5 o’clock. 
After considerable discussion of the 
measure the senate adjourned. 

An Impotent Majority, 

The Democratic managers of the house 
yesterday decided that the time had come 
when some effective method should be 
adopted to force the Republicans to par- 
ticipate in legislation. 

Throughout the last congress, and dur- 
ing the recent congress, the Republicans 
have on frequent occasions deadlocked 
the house for days by refusing to answer 
to their names, thus breaking a quorum. 
As there wasno rule to compel them to 
vote, and as the speaker declined to 
adopt Mr. Reed’s expedient of counting a 
quorum without the authorization of a 
rule, the house was constantly at the 
mercy of the minority. 

The action of Speaker Crisp in securing 
the adoption of arule by his committee 
fining members $10 who refuse to vote, 
and all members who absent themselves 
without leave the same sum, has created 
intense feeling among the Republican 
representatives. Both Reed and Burrows 
opposed it in committee and notified the 
speaker that he would have tosecure a 
quorum of his own party to pass it. There 
is much doubt expressed as to whether a 
quorum of the Democratic party in the 
house will vote for it. 

It directs the sergeant-at-arms to with- 
hold all moneys from members where 
fines have been imposed. It is evident 
from the expression of members on the 
floor that there will be a bitter contest 
over the adoption of the proposed rule. 
Speaker Crisp remarked that the rule 
which had been agreed on was the only 
practicable solution of the existing prob- 
lem. The first vote on its adoption was: 
Yeas, 142; nays, 11 (Republicans not vot- 
ing). Noquorum. Accall of the house 
was ordered. 

The Minority’s Claim, 

The course which Speaker Crisp has 
been pursuing towards ex-Speaker Reed 
has had the effect of embittering many of 
Reed’s friends. They have made up their 
minds that so long as the speaker pursues 
his course toward the minority they will 
resort to any method that may be neces- 
sary, not only to obstruct, but to defeat, 
legislation that is distasteful to them. 
Whether such action is altogether patri- 
otic isa question which does not enter 
into the matter. 

The minority claim that its course is 
fully justified. They hold that the Demo- 
crats have 218 representatives and that 
they ought to be able to have a quorum 
of their own party present whenever any 
important legislation is pending. If the 
speaker and his associates cannot control 
the party and keep a quorum in their 
seats, they should, the minority asserts, 
adoptsome rule that will enable them 
to conduct the business in a proper man- 
ner. 

Won't Follow Reed’s Rules, 

Many of Speaker Crisp’s friends are 
urging him tocounta quorum. There is 
no doubt in their minds as to the legality 
of such proceedings. The speaker, how- 
ever, is unwilling to count a quorum, 
because such action would be not only in- 
consistent, but a stultification of his and 
his party’s course, and would vindicate 
ex-Speaker Reed. 

The Democratic managers {in the house 
and also in the senate are convinced that 
someruleor method should be adopted 
toenablethe majority to proceed in an 
orderly way with the important business 
of congress. The Democratic managers 
in both houses have been in conference 
concerning the matter, and probably 
tink the rule adopted by the committee 
on rules will solve the problem. 


Gold Shipments About to Begin, 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The secretary 
ofthetreasury has received notice that 
about $2,000,000 in gold coin will be 
required for export tomorrow. The 
shipment is probably the beginning of 
the usual spring exportation and likely to 
continue for some time. This fact, how- 
tver, is not regarded as a cause for alarm. 


—The New York post office has run out 
of Columbian two cent stamps and people 
elsewhere who object to using them are 
ordering a supply of the small ones from 
that city.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Court Sittings In Western Massachusetts, 
Corporation Laws. 


Bostoy, April 13—Recommendation of 
the rejection of the bill fixing tr» hours 
of labor on railroads was refused by the 
senate, 12 to 17. 

The bill to extend the time with which 
debt incurred by the town of Brookline 
for the building of schoolhouses and the 
construction of highways was passed to 
be engrossed. 

The committee on judiciary reported a 
bill transferring the sittings of the su- 
dreme judicial court in the counties of 
Berkshire, Franklin and Hampden to 
Springfield, where all cases entered or 
pending inthe counties shall be entered 
and heard after the passage of the act. 

In the house the committee on mant- 
factures reported leave to withdraw on 
the petition for the passage of anact to 
enable cities and towus to manufacture 
gas and electricity. 

Another of the bills of Mr. Bliss has 
been reported against by the committee 
on taxation. This time it is the bill which 
provided that telegraph companies shall 
be taxed not on the miles of line, but on 
the miles of wire, and that railroad com- 
panies shall be taxed on miles of track, 
instead of miles of line. 

The joint special committee on the re- 
vision of the corporation laws reported 
favorably, in a new draft, on the Dill 
which was passed last year by the house, 
and which provides that, if a foreign cor- 
poration which owns or controls a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of a domestic 
street railway, gas or electric light com- 
pany issues stock, bonds, etc., based upon 
or secured by the property franchise or 
stock of such domestic corporation, unless 
such issue be authorized by the law of 
this commonwealth, the supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity may in its discre- 
tion dissolve such domestic corporation. 
The attorney general is authorized to in- 
stitute proceedings under the act. 

The same committee reported a bill 
providing that stock and bondsof gas 
and electric light companies shall only be 
issued under the supervision of the gas 
and electric light commissioners, and 
only insuch amounts as the commission- 
ers deem reasonably requisite. 

The committee on railroads reported 
against a bill providing that all railroads 
shall keep on sale at all passenger sta- 
tions tickets at a rate not exceeding 2 
cents a mile for a distance of over three 
miles.

courton the bill permitting owners of 
personal property subject to taxation to 
have exempt the total value of the debts 
owed by the owner of such property. 

The committee on railroads reported a 
billin favor of the petition of the Ex- 
pressmen’s league of Massachusetts for 
greater express faciliti-s. The bill pro- 
vides that hereafter the local expressmen 
enter upon the railroads ani steamboats 
by the permission of the railroad com- 
missioners, and not of the railroad com- 
panies. They are given a legal status, 
which they did not have before. The rail- 
road corporations are bound to turnish 
express messengers or the expressman 
himself with a season ticket at passenger 
rates.

the committee on education for the build- 
ing of three new state normal schools, 
and voted to recommend the establish- 
ment of one new school at a cost of #75,- 
000, the location to be leit to the state 
board of education. 

The lezislitive committee on expendi- 
tures decided to report against a bill pro- 
viding for the tearing down of the front 
of the state house and the erection of a 
new ohe ata cost of $2,500,000,

BOOKCASES AND CHINA CLOSETS. 


Instructions Regarding These Necessary 
Household Adjuncts. 
(Copyright, 184, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

When one draws a plan of a house pre 
senting the floor arrangements of two sto- 
ries and the elevation and considers them 
in a descriptive way, he has little chance 
for anything else than a generalization. On 
the other band, people are for the most part 
attracted to a house by the conveniences 
and the attractive detail. One may ar- 


BOOKCASE, 
range a building ever so well and fail in 
its general convenience through a disregard 
of the little things which have to do with 


the completeness of that building. For in 


| stance, in the matter of bookcases, in de 


scribing house plans, we speak of station- 
ary bookshelves. 

Here is a detail drawing which shows 
how a bookshelf may be constructed at a 
relatively small cost—say $1.25 per foot for 
shelves 5!¢ feet high. The lower part of the 
| shelves indicate doors, which are hinged at 
| the bottom, and which open down to the 
floor. This gives a very good place for stor- 
ing unbound magazines, paper backed 
books, prints, newspapers and other mate- 
rial of like character which does not make 
a satisfactory appearance on the shelves, 
The section of the shelves shows a ratchet 
strip on which the shelves themselves may 
rest—that is, the shelves may be adjusted 
to any height. 

The plan shows a piece of pinked leather 
nailed to the front section of the shelf. 
This in a measure prevents the dust from 
getting back over the tops of the books. 
One interesting feature about shelves con- 
structed in this way is that the books are 
always accessible. There is no glass or 
lock and key between the books and the 
user. There are really very few books 
which need to be protected in this way. 
Bookshelves of this character can be fitted 
intoany room. Fourand a half feet is as 
long as shelves should be made without 
support. In height they may be continued

indefinitely. Shelves of this character are 
not elaborate in any respect. The nicest 
thing about a bookcase is the books. 

In connection with plans which I have 
prepared great stress has always been laid 
on the china room, china closet and pantry 
arrangement, but these details would large- 
ly fail of giving proper satisfaction to 
the housekeeper if not carried out in the 
proper manner. The china cupboard here 
shown indicates what the writer usually 
has in mind when he speaks of “paneled 
doors below and glass doors above.’’ Doors 
two sections in width are common when 
the cupboard does not exceed 5 feet in width. 
A greater width would make the doors 
clumsy, and when width is added beyond 
this there should be a larger number of 
doors. Eight feet tothe top of the door is 
high enough under any circumstances. 
When this cupboard is built into a passage 
or room, the top should be slanted, as is 
shown, so that it can be readily cleaned 
and so that nothing can be put upon it. 

The open space between the paneled doors 
below and the glass doors above is impor- 
tant. One can set a tray of dishes upon the 
table top which comes over the paneled 
doors and open the glass doors above it. 
This is a convenient arrangement which fa- 
cilitates the use of the cupboard. Cup 
hooks may be placed on the under sides of 
the second and third shelves and thus add 
to the attractiveness and capacity of the 
cupboard. 

The pantry cupboard is somewhat simpler 
than thechinacloset. No doors are required 
above. However, the paneled doors and

flour bin are indicated below. The upper 
shelves may be best occupied by tin re- 
ceptacles and articles which may be more 
readily reached without the use of the door. 
The paneled doors below afford enough 
space to inclose such utensils as one would 
wish to conceal in this way. The flour bin 
is usually pivoted at the point indicated by 
the arrow, though it may be constructed by 
using a hinge below. In larger pantries it 
is not unusual to provide two or three 
smaller bins of this same general character. 
The advantage about a bin of this kind is 
that it closes itself and for that reason is 
always well out of the way. In a well ar- 
ranged pantry there should be a space for a 
| refrigerator and kneading board.

It makes 


life a pleasure for any housekeeper, For) 


sale by Henry L. Kincaide & Co, 


QUR NATION'S NERDS. 


An Appeal te Democrats to Relieve 
Distress Now Prevailing. 


PLEDGES MUST BE FULFILLED. 


Eckels Says It Will Bring Glory 
In the Future. 


Boston, April 13—The Young Men’s 
Democratic club of Massachusetts ob- 
served the anniversary of the birth of the 
patriarch of the party, Thomas Jefferson, 
by giving a rousing banquet at the Quincy 
House last night. 

It was one of the largest gatherings 
the club has held since its inception, and 
this,in a measure, was owing to the 
presence of several speakers of national 
reputation. 

In opening the post-prandial exercises 
President Stratton aroused the members 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm by making 
asbarp thrust at Senator Hill, in saying 
that no good Democrat would attack, 
either in the senate or in private, a bill 
introduced by a Democratic committee or 
attempt to belittle the dignity of the 
president by insidious attacks upon him. 

The speakers were Comptroller Eck- 
els, Secretary Sterling Morton, Hon. John 
E. Russell, ex-Governor William E. Rus- 
sell, Mayor Matthews and many others. 

Mr. Eckels’ speech was the one in which 
the most interest was centered, and was, 
in substance, as follows: 

Eckels’ Speech. 

Comptroller Eckles said that he ac- 
cepted with pleasure the opportunity of 
paying a tribute of respect to the first and 
greatest of American Democrats, of again 
renewing fealty to professed Democratic 
principles and loyalty to an administra- 
tion which has been unfaltering in en- 
forcing those principles. 

After paying a handsome tribute to 
John E. Russell on his speech to the 
Democracy of Illinois, he took up the 
questions of the day, and said that recent 
events showed that thoughtful attention 
must be given to the present and future 
of Democracy. The position it occupies 
today was different to any time within the 
memory of those present. It bears the re- 
sponsibility of the national government 
and must be held amenable for the con- 
duct of public affairs. 

Its chosen representative fills, with 
credit to himself and honor to the party, 
the office of chief magistrate of the na- 
tion, while Democratic majorities prevail 
in both houses of congress. Its commis- 
sion was from the electors who drove 
from power a party that had been 
recreant to the vast interests of the coun- 
try and indifferent to the needs of the 
people. 

Can't Fool the People, 

The Democratic party must fnlfillthe 
pledges givenon the platform by their 
orators. The public will not be deceived 
by flattery or soothed into silence by 
splendid phraseology. The acts of its 
servants are scrutinized by the press and 
the people, who care little for past tradi- 
tions. The temper of the people will 
brook no delay, for they demand immedi- 
ate action,and its present acts map out its 
future history. 

Since the advent of Democracy into 
power it has met with embarrassments, 
the legacy of a party who came into 
power when the people were happy and 
prosperous, who depleted its overflowing 
treasury, lessened its store of gold, dis- 
turbed the financial interests of the 
country, and weakened confidence at home 
and abroad in our monetary system, 
closed mills and factories and caused the 
distress which prevail in the vast army of 
the unemployed. 

Inthe midst of this the opposition is 
trying to create the belief that this un- 
fortunate situation is due to the return of 
Democracy to power. Let no thoughtful 
citizen be deceived. 

Nothing can be further from the truth 
or less in accord with the facts. The 
Sherman silveract was a child of the op- 
position, received ii. sanction in its cau- 
cuses, its vitality through the approval of 
their executive. Only in its erasure 

from the statute book, as a source of 
weakness to our financial interests, have 
the Democrats had aught to do with it. 
The McKinley bill brought increased 
ruin to that wrought by the Sherman act. 

The late administration found an over- 
flowing treasury, and left it depleted. 
They found gold coming into the country, 
but their act sent it out. 

Upon Democracy devolves the duty of 
bringing about a different order of things 
which must be met with courage, wis- 
dom, and with patziotic devotion to the 
country’s great needs. Never was there 
greater need for harmony of action or 
unity of purpose. 

It is now within the power of the Dem- 
ocracy to make into law the great reform 
to which so much time, energy and 
thought has been expended. If it can 
but accomplish this none need doubt the 
glory of its future. 

Secretary Morton's A ddress, 

Secretary Morton’s address dealt 
largely in economics and trade questions. 
One of the principal points made in the 
speech was that protection was now rec- 
ognized as provincial and local, while 
free trade was national. 

In allusion to the Democratic party Mr. 
Morton said that there was one class of 
men who believed in and advocated free 
trade because they loved liberty—because 
they thought that every man is entitled 
to use the legitimate earnings of his own 
mind and person to the best advantage of 
himself and family; and that todo this 
he should be allowed to exchange his 
earnings wherever he can get for them 
the most of those thiugs which he desires. 

“They believe,” said Mr. Morton, “that 
free trade does not compel anybody to 
trade anywhere, that it does not even 
buggest trading. They believe, however, 
that it permits men to trade wherever it 
may seem to their advantage.” 

The United States had a great and 
growing trade with Europe. And it must 
have been, therefore, a trade mutually 
profitable to the United States and to 
Europe. And a high protective tariff was 
established to stop that trade; that is, to 
destroy a traflic which was mutually ad- 
Vantageous to Europe and America. 

The idea of liberty for commerce, like 
the idea of liberty for conscience, which 
originated with our Pilgrim fathers, is 
thoroughly, purely, intensely American 
in conception, righteous in principle and 
equitable in operation.

HARD TIMES IN AUSTRALIA. 


Great Increase In Crime and Destitution 
Due to Industrial Depression. 

Advices from Australia by the steamer 
Warrimoo show an alarming increase in 
casualties, crimes and acute distress. 
The police are unable to cope with des- 
perate housebreakers, who swarm in the 
large cities, A few that have been ar- 
rested give as an excuse that famine 
drove them to deeds of violence. Several 
of the policemen attacked by burglars at 
Sydney are dying. The survivors have 
been promoted and given bonuses by Sir 
George Gibbs. 

On one day last week at Sydney, be- 
sides a score of petty robberies, the city 
hospital was robbed of all its valuables 
by nurses. Mercredie & Drew, manu- 
facturers, were robbed ef $50,000 by em- 
ployees. F, Coxon, merchant, was robbed 
by an employee of a large sum. Three 
young women succeeded in passing a 
number of counterfeit checks, Charles 
Graham, a postoffice clerk, embezzled 
$200 from the postoffice. 

The government’s claim is that the un- 
employed problem is too complicated to 
solve. In Sydney $500 each week is 
spent in aiding 500 families. Five thou- 
sand men in South Australia have asked J. B. SYLVESTER, Agent, Quincy, Mass, 
the governor to call a special session of = es 
parliament to discuss means to aid them. 

The governor refused. Then they waited 

on Premier Kingston, but the premier 
would promise nothing. He told them 
that though they were in want of food 
they had refused to break 14 yards of 
rock per week for rations, and he could 
donomore. The delegation said they 
would not break rock for food alone. 

Thousands are sleeping in the open air, 
and several have starved todeath. At 
Bourke, Afghans and Europeans quar- 
reled over a division of labor, and a 
bloody row occurred. The most tragic 
suicides out of 98 in one week, directly 
the result of hard times, are: F. W. Wil- 
son, the biscuit manufacturer of Bris- 
bane, shot himself; William O’Connor, 
lodger in the European hotel, Melbouriie, 
jumped from the fourth story and dasbed 
his brains out on the pavement; Kate 
Brooks, a pretty English girl, starving, 
got drunk and killed herself with poison; 
Joseph Bancroft, a miner out of work, 
said goodby to his family and exploded 
acartridge th his mouth.—San Francis- 
co Chronicle.

KEPT A SECRET. 


Dele Is Drawing Up a New Constitution 
For Governing Hawail, 


HONOLULU, April 6&.—Ever since the re- 
tirement of President Dole from the 
office of minister of foreign affairs he has 
been engaged in drawing up a constitu- 
tion to be submitted to the convention to 
be held in May. The government is very 
reticent in regard to the new instrument 

Preparations for the constitutional con- 
vention are being made. The election of 
delegates is to take placeon May 2. The 
registration of voters for this election is 
now proceeding, but has been very slow, 
only 548 having taken the oath necessary 
to qualify as electors. Of these the great 
majority are whites and Portuguese. The 
natives are being kept from registration 
by their leaders, who are nearly all 
Royalists. 

The American Union party, although 
in complete control of politics, has met 
with opposition on the islands of Maui 
and Hawaii. The Annexationists, who 
are all connected with the plantations, 
have strenuously objected to the part of 
the platform that excludes Chinese labor 
and have formed party clubs under the 
old platform providing for Asiatic labor 
under proper restrictions. 

The newly elected central committee of 
the American party has begun the war- 
fare against the Japanese obtaining the 
franchise. All the party clubs have passed 
similar resolutions, but the Japanese still 
claim that they will have rights equal 
to those of other foreigners.

Important Committee Reports, 
Boston, April 14.—The senate com- 
pleted its business in three-quarters of an 

hour, and adjourned at 11:45.

A WATERY GRAVE,

NEWBURYPORT, Mass, April 14—The 
schooner Jennie M. Carter went ashore at 
Salisbury beach.

Editorial Comment, 


OBNOXIOUS AS the method is, some tax- 
payers interested in the growth and 
progress of the city have arrived at the 
conclusion that a Joan of about $30,000 
should be made this year for current 
expenses, to keep the tax rate down be- 
tween $16 and $17. The debt limit of 
$44,882 Jan. 1, is practically the same now, 
as only one or two small loans have been 
authorized, and $4,100 paid off. No debt 
for ordinary expenses now falls due in 
1901, 1902 or 1903, which are within the 
ten-year limit, and the $30,000 could be 
equally apportioned between these years. 
In ten years the water works will be paying 
for themselves,—maintenance, interest and 
maturing bonds, and perbaps help out in 
other ways. 

The LEDGER has been opposed to such a 
scheme, but is now inclined to endorse it, 
that the tax rate of 1894 may be kept 
within bounds. At the same time the 
maturing debt of 1895 should not be in- 
creased one dollar. The limit of loans by 
the Council of 1894 is $44,882 (the limit 
Jan. 1, 1894,) plus $64,730 which will be 
paid this year, but considerable of the 
latter sum will not be available until 
December. If this Council makes the loan 
of $30,000 for current expenses, and keeps 
its total loan within $64,730, the total debt 
of the city will be decreased next January 
ratber than increased. 


WHETHER THE city will be called upon 
this year to pay the first assessment on the 
purchase of the metropolitan reservations 
is not certain, depending on the year in 
which the bonds were issued. Some of the 
land was taken in 1893, which would seem 
to require a payment this year. Quiney is 
liable annually for one-half mill on the 
dollar of the valuation, which on the 
present valuation would be $8,319.03. In 
additional to this, $10,000 is to be divided 
among the cities and towns of the district, 
for expenses of preservation and necessary 
care, which may increase the maximum 
limit for Quincy to $8,500. Quincy don’t 
believe in putting off its obligation, but 
with the first payment on its water bonds, 
and first payment op its own park bonds, it 
is not at all anxious for the first payment 
on the reservation bonds. 


THIS END of the County did not take 
much interest in the hearing at Dedham 
Friday relative to State highways through 
Norfolk county. Quincy, we believe, was 
not represented, and Holbrook was about 
the only town in East Norfolk that was. 
The chairman of the board corrected the 
idea current that the state intended to con- 
struct boulevards, 100 feet wide, such was 
not so. He said the commission had a 
right to order the County Commissioners 
to lay out highways, establish grades and 
widths, and report back to the commission. 
The county would be obliged to stand one- 
fifteenth of the cost. The only right the 
towns gave up in the matter was the right 
to maintain it. The highways would not 
be constructed by cheap labor.

Dog Show. 


Oa Tuesday, April 17, the tenth annual 
bench show of the New England Kennel 
ciub will begin. In addition to the 900 | 
blue blooded dogs entered, there will be an | 
entirely novel attraction in the shape of an 
Eskimo village, such as has never before 
been exhibited in New England. Dr. F. 
A. Cook, the late surgeon and ethnologist 
to the Peary expediiion of 1891-2, com- 
mander of the Greenland and Labrador 
expedition of 1893, and originator of the 
coming American Antartic expedition, has 
brought the exhibit from the Arctic re- 
gions, and will be on hand to explain the 
various articles of equipment, Eskimo 
puppies, kyaks, weapons, clothing, etc., 
to visitors. 

Thirty-six dogs of the purest Eskimo 
breeding, five of which helped to drag 
Lieutenant Peary over the Greenland in- 
terior ice cap when he traveled 1300 miles | 
over the surface of that barren country, 
will prove of the greatest interest. These | 
animals are to be used in the proposed 
exploration of the Antartic continent. Dr. | 
Cook, not content with braving the ditti- 
culty of the Arctic regions, is now about 
to lead an expedition into the Antartic. 
He will leave New York on or about Sept. 
1, with fifteen or twenty companions and 
endeavor to penetrate to the South Pole. 

Accompanying the dogs and equipment 
are two Eskimo children a girl of seven- 
teen and a boy of fifteen. These interest- 
ing examples of a far northern race seem 
as intelligent as American children of the 
same age, and are always smiling and 
happy. They wi!l return to Labrador dur- 
ing the summer, and will not form a part 
of Dr. Cook’s Antartic expedition.

SUNDAY’S SHOCK. 


The Braintree People Heard It and are 
in a Quandary. 


The Observer speaking of the mysterious 
something of Sunday says : 

Sunday evening, about six o’clock, there 
occurred a powerful explosion, which 
shook the foundation of most of the 
dwelling houses in East Braintree and 
Weymouth Landing; causing delf to rattle 
on the shelves and people to rush out in 
great consternation wondering what had 
happened. 

Some thought that an explosion had 
occurred at the electric plant station, while 
others imagined this and the other thing 
to have happened; but all imaginings 
were ‘“‘at sea’? and up tothe time of 
writing, nobody who heard the report 
of the explosion, can throw any light on 
the mystery; fora mystery it is, and no 
mistake. 

There are those who think it must have 
been an earthquake; and the fact is urged 
in evidence of the truthfulness of this sup- 
position that nobody after the lapse of a 
number of days, can be found to throw 
any light on the nature of the oceurrence, 
where it took place, or to point to any 
tangible proof that it ever did occur. 

Had it been an ordinary explosion, there 
would, certainly, have been some one who 
might have escaped; and if none escaped 
alive, then those they were employed 
by, or connected with, would have un- 
doubtedly been able to explain all. 

But such evidence not having been 
forthcoming we are forced to the conclu- 
sion that it must have been a subterranean 
convulsion, of the nature of an eartb- 
quake, 

Still there is one objection to the ac- 
ceptance of this supposition as being the 
true one, and it is that from all the accounts 
we have read about earthquakes, the noise 
they make is of a deep rumbling kind 
which was not the kind of noise the 
explosion made on Sunday evening. The 
Teport was like that of some heavy cannon, 
above and not under ground.

WITHOUT A QUORUM. 


The House Tangle Seems to Be as 
Complicated as Ever. 


CAUCUS ACCOMPLISHES NOTHING. 


Senators Mitchell and Peffer 
on the Tariff Bill. 


WaAsHINGTON, April 14—Speaker Crisp 
and his Democratic associates are in a 
quandary. They find that there is con- 
siderable opposition among their own 
friends to the rule reported Thursday. 

If he could hold his own party together 
there would be no difficulty in securing 
its adoption. There are quite a number 
of prominent Democratic representatives, 
however, who denounce the proposition 
and who hold that the house has no right 
or authority to find absent and non-voting 
mem bers. 

The speaker expected that the Republi- 
cans would antagonize the rule and 
would resort to every known parlia- 
mentary expedient to defeatit. He sup- 
posed, however, that the experiences with 
which the majority has had to contend 
during the last few weeks would make it 
willing to adopt any scheme to compel 
those present to vote and aid in securing 
a quorum. 

Crisp’s Intentions. 

It is admitted that some method should 
be adopted to enable the business of the 
house to be carried on in an orderly and 
decent manner, and that it is time for the 
farce to cease. Ex-Speaker Reed and his 
Republican associates cannot force the 
speaker to count a quorum, and they 
ought in fairness, itis claimed, to allow 
the business to proceed and cease their 
obstructive tactics. Ifthey will not do 
so, Speaker Crisp may feel compelled to 
adopta more abitrary course and deal 
with them without feur of the past or the 
future. 

Filibustering was resumed in the house 
yesterday immediately after the reading 
of the journal, Mr. Boutelle of Maine ob- 
jecting to its approval. The yeas and 
nays were then demanded. At 1 o'clock 
the house, unable to secure a voting 
quorum, adjourned. 

Doings of the Caucus, 

The house Democratic caucus was called 
to order soon after the house adjourned. 
Asa preliminary step toward curing the 
evil of absenteeism and crushing filibus- 
tering tacti¢és, Mr. Bland presented a 
proposition looking to the enforcement 
by the sergeant-at-arms of section 40 of 
the revised statutes, which provides for 
“docking’’ members for such days as they 
are absent, except on account of sickness. 

The suggestion was heartily approved 
as the best method of compelling mem- 
bers to attend sessions of the house. 
After some debate a resolution instruct- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to enforce this 
statute was unanimously adopted. 

The question of compelling members 
who decline to vote to participate in legis- 
lation then cameup. Several proposi- 
tions were presented; the rule formulated 
by the committee on rules to fine mem- 
bers, the Springer rule to bring members 
present, and refusing to vote, tothe bar 
oft the house. and others compelling them 
to vote or register their nameson the 
journal as present, and several others. 

At the Minority’s Mercy. 

Speaker Crisp made an elaborate and 
vigorous speech, poiuting out the deplora- 
ble position in which the house found it- 
self on account of continued and persist- 
ent absenteeism. It left the house at the 
mercy of the minority whenever, at a 
wink or a nod from Mr. Reed, the Repub- 
licans declined to answer to their names. 
He reviewed the legislative situation and 
the necessity for prompt disposal of busi- 
ness in the house, and insisted that some- 
thing must be done to remedy the evil. 

A vote by tellers ona resolution to refer 
all propositions to change the rules, quo- 
rum counting, etc., to the committee on 
rules resulted in a tie—64 to #4. 

Chairman Holman broke the tie by vot- 
ing in the affirmative. This would have 
carried the resolution, but another vote 
was demanded and secured, and the reso- 
lution was defeated—66 to 58. 

Talk on the Tariff. 


The urgent deficieacy bill was consid- 
ered in the morning hour in the senate 
without any action being taken upon it. 

At 1 o'clock the tariff bill was taken up, 
and Mr. Peffer finished his speech begun 
overa week ago. His conclusions were 
thatifthere wasone thing worse than 
the McKinley bill, it was the Wilson 
tariff bill. Hewas non-committal as to 
his attitude on the bill when it should 
cometo its final passage, maintaining 
that it would depend very largely on the 
changes made in the bill in the mean- 
time. 

He was followed by Senator Mitchell of 
Oregon, who discussed the subjects of 
wool, hops, hay, plums and prunes, agri- 
cultural products, fish, coal, lumber and 
other products in which Oregon was par- 
ticularly interested. Mr. Mitchell’s atti- 
tude toward the bill was clearly defined, 
It and in his opinion it did not possess a 
single good point. It breathed the spirit of 
free trade, with all its blighting influence. 
was neither free trade nor protection, and 
yet it was both. He regarded it as a leg- 
islative monstrosity, which ought to be 
strangled before its birth. 


Afraid of the Shoshones, 

LANDER, Wy., April 14—A petition

Nestor of the New York Bar Suddenly 
Passes Away. 

New York, April 14—David Dudley 
Field died of pneumonia at the residence 
of his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Dudley Field, 
22 Gramercy park. Mr. Field was sick 
but 24 hours. 

He retired on Wednesday seemingly in 
the best of health, after spending the day 
in the company of his brothers, Henry 
and Stephen. At 3 o’clock Thursday 
morning, Mr. Field was seized with a 
congestive chill. Dr. Burt was hastily 
summoned. He called Dr. Delafield in 
consultation. Both doctors remained at 
Mr. Field’s bedside all day. 

Mr. Field slept quietly all the evening, 
and at 8 o’clock yesterday morning he 
died. 


DAVID DUDLEY FIELD 


The sudden death of Mr. Field comes as 
ashock. He returned from Europe last 
Wednesday morning in the best of health. 
He gloried in his vitality, and boasted 
that few men of 89 would take a five 
months’ European trip alone. 

In an interview on Wednesday, Mr. 
Field said that he would now busy him- 
self with his autobiography, which he 
was writing. He planned, he said, to 
spend the summer in the Berkshire hills. 

Mr. Field was born in Haddam, Conn., 
Feb. 13, 1805. He was educated at Will- 
jams college, studied law, was ad mitted 
to the bar in 1828, and commenced prac- 
tice at New York. He is chiefly known 
for his labors in the cause of law reform. 

Mr. Field had three brothers as em- 
inent in one way or another as he was in 
law. Cyrus W., capitalist; Stephen J., 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States, and Henry M. Field, one of the 
most prominent of American religious 
editors. 


THE BEHRING SEA CASE 


Not Likely to Be Hampered by Any 
Further Complications, 

WASHINGTON, April 14. —Mr. Pauncefote 
now thinks that the Behring sea compli- 
cation will be amicably adjusted and 
that the bill relating to this question 
which passed parliament will be satisfacto- 
rily amended so as to meet the contention 
of the government of the United States. 
The president’s proclamation relative to 
the Behring sea sealing law was direct 
and to the point, and the English govern- 
ment fully understands what it means 
and to whom it applies. 

It is understood that Sir Julian has con- 
veyed to his government and also tothe 
Canadian authorities the interpretation 
which the United States maintains, and 
will insist on, asto the meaning of the 
awards of the tribunal of arbitration at 
Paris. There is no exception of Canadian 
or other sealers who may have started out 
on their poaching expeditions prior to re- 
ceiving notices, and it is not believed that 
the English government proposes to con- 
tinue any such exceptions. 

It was well understood throughout 
Great Britain and Canada, as well as the 
United States, that legislation was to fol- 
low immediately after the decision of the 
Paris tribunal, and that restriction would 
be imposed on all vessels to make them 
subject to seizure if there was any viola- 
tion of the agreement. 

Building Up the Atchison, 

New York, April 14.—Announcement 
was made from the officers of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad com- 
pany that theappointment of a general 
reorganization committee had been made. 
Inasmuch as the securities of the Atchi- 
son system have appreciated to the extent 
of about $50,000,000 in the aggregate since 
the company went into the hands of re- 
ceivers, the necessity for a prompt reor- 
ganization of the property and its resto- 
ration to credit at the earliest possible 
date is evident. 

A Four-Cornered Contest. 

CuicaGo, April 14.—Colonel George R. 
Davis, director general of the World’s 
fair, has announced his return into poli- 
tics and his candidacy for the Republican 
nomination for the United States senate 
from Illinois. His opponents in the sena- 
torial race are Senator Cullom, Congress- 
man William E. Mason and Hon. W. J. 
Campbell, national committeemen from 
this place.

THE LABOR QUESTION 


Now Looms Up as a Check to Busi- 
ness Improvement. 


CURRENCY AND THE TARIFF BILL 


Still Causing Uncertainty as to 
the Future. 


New York, April 14—R. G. Dun &Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Business 
improvement meets many obstacles, and 
is as scarcely as distinct as it has been in 
recent weeks. Strikers have checked the 
improvement in building and some other 
trades, and scarcity of coke has caused 
closing of some iron works, while a strike 
of all bituminous iron workers is ordered 
and may prove serious. 

More favorable crop reports than were 
expected, which justify larger hope for 
next fall, have arrested the upward ten- 
dency in prices of products. The renewal 
of gold exports occasions some disquie- 
tude. But the gradual exhaustion of 
goods in the hands of dealers makes the 
consumption of the people more dis- 
tinctly felt, and apparently larger, and 
this demand increases with the gain in 
the number of hands at work. 

It cannot be said that uncertainty as to 
the future has materially diminished, but 
there is an evidently growing impression 
that there will be no important legisla- 
tion on the currency or the tariff. This 
impression, whether erroneous or not, in- 
fluences the action of many. On the 
whole, the progress is still obstructed by 
uncertainties. 

Wool and Cotton. 

New wool has begun to come forward, 
and, as the yield is expected to be greatly 
reduced, prices are slightly firmer, with 
large purchases for speculation. A strik- 
ing increase is noted in the demand for 
fall dress goods, but“in men’s woolens 
there is noimprovement of demand for 
heavy weights, and orders for spring 
goods have been reduced, though easy 
terms are offered. 

The tone of the dry goods market on 
the whole is less assuring, buyers are few, 
and mail orders are falling off, and there 
isashade of weakness in some cottons, 
with less success in stimulating trade by 
low prices. 

Boots and Shoes, 

The boot and shoe trade continues to 
improve, a larger proportion of the fac- 
tories having orders for some time to 
come, though producers of the better 
grades of goods find comparatively little 
to do. 

The government report for April 1 in- 
dicated much less damage to wheat than 
speculators had expected, so that prices 
declined forthe week 11-2 cents. Itis 
officially suggested that the extent of iu- 
jury since April Lis not yet known. Corn 
has declined 1-2 cent. 

Pork and lard area shade higher, and 
oil has been hoisted by manipulation. 

Cotton has declined again to 7.62. 

The failures this week have been 218 in 
the United States, against 187 last year, 
and 34 in Canada, against 22 last year. 


Grosscup Won't Interfere. 

CuIcaGo, April 14.—Judge Grosscup, in 
the United States circuit court, said that 
when the bill was filed to foreclose the 
€30,000,000 mortgage on the Northern Pa- 
cific road and receivers were appointed, 
he agreed to make noordersin the case, 
but to leave it all to Judge Jenkins. The 
attorneys for the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific had applied for aa extension of 
time in which to answerthe bill of the 
trust company holding the mortgage. 


Bloodshed In Samoa. 

APIA, April 14—When the Aanians 
submitted their chiefs toa trial before 
Chief Justice Ide, with a view to the 
settlement of political differences, it was 
thought that a peaceful mode of dealing 
with the inter-tribal trouble had been 
found. But thetwo parties later came to 
actual warfare. The fighting was started 
by some Aanian people firing upon three 
men. One of the men was killed. 


Came From New York. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., April 14.—An in- 
fernal machine was found in the shoe 
manufactory of Hathaway, Soule & Har- 
rington. The machine was enclosed in a 
candy box filled with sawdust. The box 
had been sent by Julius Heedwell of New 
York, who claimed to have sent it by re 
quest of a friend named W. H. Basemore, 
and was not aware of the contents. The 
box was thrown into the river. 


A Remarkable Case, 

PROVIDENCE, April 14—Howard L. Mc- 
Lain, 2 years old, swallowed a button 
larger that a quarter dollar two weeks 
ago, and it lodged in the esophagus. The 
child was in danger of starving to death. 
At last an operation was performed, and 
the button draw up by probing. Hospital 
physicians regard the case as remarkable.

ANOTHER “GRIEVANCE.” 


Aathorities Destroyed the “Platform” 
Used by Agitator Swift, 

Boston, April 16.—Tke day for the 
starting of the Boston contingent of the 
commonweal army has been postponed 
from Tuesday to next Saturday, on ac- 
count of lack of funds to provide trans- 
portation and provender for thefmen. It 
Was stated that ifthe funds did not ma- 
teralize that it was likely that the move- 
ment would be dropped, as, if they were 
obliged to tramp it, they would arrive in 
Washington much too late to join Coxey 
in his demand for “justice.” This an- 
houncement was made at the meeting of 
the unemployed on the Common yester- 
day before 2500, who had assembled to 
hear the latest in the Coxey movement. 

The meeting was opened by Morrison I. 
Swift declaring that the working people 
andthe unemployeé had been insulted 
by the men taking charge of the Com- 
mon, who had destroyed the old box 
which had been used asa platform. He 
attributed the insult to Mayor Matthews 
and to Governor Greenhalge, who he de- 
clared must have issued orders to the 
men to destroy the box. He then paid 
his respects to Dr. Donald of Trinity 
church for his sermon to the unemployed 
last Sunday afternoon, and in a crude 
way tried to be sarcastic, but did not 
meet with much success. 

He read aletterto be sent to Senators 
Hoar and Lodge asking them to receive 
the Massachusetts delegation of the un- 
employed with courtesy and kindness, 
and making fearful forebodings of what 
the future contained if they were not re- 
ceived and their demands granted. 

After the meeting Swift organized a 
parade, and the residents of Bea:on street 
and Commonwealth avenue, twoof the 
wealthiest sections of the city, were 
treated with a miniature “‘Coxey’s army 
onthe move.”

A DOZEN SPEECHES 


Likely to Consume the Time of the 
Senate This Week. 


HOUSE WILL GET DOWN TO WORK. 


New Rules Will Have a Good 
Effect Upon Members, 


WaAsHINGTON, April 16.—The senate ad- 
journed soon after the hour for meeting 
today out of respect for the memory of 
Senator Vance. 

With the exception of the Chinese 
treaty, which isto be considered tomor- 
row, and the routine morning business of 
each day, the remainder of the week 
promises nothing but a continuation of 
the tariff debate. There is little- doubt 
that the senate will accept the agreement 
reached between Senators Harris and 
Aldrich providing that general debate 
on the tariff shall continue each day from 
1to5o’clock, and thas it shall not be in- 
terrupted by rollcalls or other business. 
This will probably preclude all parlia- 
mentary contests and pave the way for 
10 or 12 prepared tariff speeches. 

Senator Smith had given notice ofa 
speech for today, but it was postponed. 
Senator McLaurin will speak on Wednes- 
day. Laterin the week Senators Turpie 
and Palmer and possibly other Demo- 
cratic senators will speak. On the Re- 
publican side, Senators Dolph, Morrill, 
Perkins, Higgins, Gallinger, Hoar, 
Cullom, Cameron and Washburn will 
probably address the senate in the order 
named, if time is permitted all of them, 
and if there should at any time be any 
lack of speakers, Senator Quay will con- 
tinue the speech begun by himself on 


Saturday, the delivery of which, it is 
understood, will consume several days’ 
time. 


The Quorum Question, 

The struggle over the adoption of the 
new quorum counting rule, decided upon 
by the Democratic caucus, will be the 
feature of this week in the house. 

Inasmuch as about one-third of the 

| Democrats are violently opposed to any 
| quorum counting rule, as indicated by the 
vote in the caucus, it will be impossible 
for the Democrats alone, should the Re- 
| publican decline to vote, and the Demo- 
cratic opposition sustain their opinions to 
the extent of declining to vote, to makea 
quorum to adopt such a rule. 

In other words, unless the Dem- 
ocratic committee on rules should frame 
a rule satisfactory to the Republicans, 


the latter could, if they chose, pre 
vent its adoption. The Republicans 
will, however, shortly acquiesce in 


the adoption of any rule that contains 
the essential principle of recording a 
quorum present but not voting those 
members who decline to respond to 
their names. 

This is the parliamentary principle 
which Mr. Reed has been contesting ever 
since the end of the -Fifty-first congress. 
It must be embodied in any rules sub- 
mitted to the house, or it cannot be 
adopted. It is expected that when the 
rule is presented, Mr. Reed will make one 
of the greatest speeches of his life. 

A Day Off. 

Owing tothe death of Senator Vance 
the house adjourned immediately today, 
and the ight over the new rule was post- 
poned until tomorrow. It is probable 
that but little time will be allowed for 
debate, and the chance is that when the 
house adjourns tomorrow evening the 
quorum counting rule will have been 
adopted, and filibustering of the kind 
which hascharacterized the proceedings 
of the house for the past three years will 
be a thing of the past. 

The resolution adopted by the caucus 
instructing the sergeant-at-arms to en- 
force section 40 of the revised statutes, 
fining absent members, save on account 
of sickness, it is believed, will have the 
effect of securing a very full attendance 
in the house hereafter. 

As soon as the new order of things has 
been inaugurated in the house the con- 
sideration of the appropriation bills will 
be resumed, and will consume the re 
mainder of the week. After the postoffice 
appropriation bill, which is under discus- 
sion, is completed, it will be followed by 
the consular and diplomatic and army 
bills. 


Three Attempts at Suicide, 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., April 16. — James 
Crane became crazy over the loss of a fa- 
vorite horse a few days ago. He at- 
tempted to drown himself in a brook yes- 
terday morning and was rescued by three 
men. Last evening he seized a knife and 
cut his throat badly, but not fatally. He 
was taken to jailfor safe keeping, and 
there he attempted to dash out his brains 
by jumping against the bars of the cell 
door, and tore his scalp from the fore- 
head to the back of the head, and may 
not recover. 

Grief Made Him Insane, 

Provipence, April 16.—William Kahn- 
kee retired to his room and closed the 
door and windows, stuffed all cracks and 
turned on all the gas burners. Some 
hours later he was found dead. Kahnkee 
was 23 years old, and was a prosperous 
dry goods dealer. He was engaged to a 
Miss Finnegan, who died last Thursday. 
The couple were to have been marrried 
next week. Hetook the stepin a fit of 
temporary insanity. 


One of the Crew Dead. 
ForRTRE8S MONROE, Va., April 16.— 
Bark Elmiranda, from New York for 
Portland, Me., with coal, was towed into 
Hampton Roads, with cargo shifted. One 
of her crew died from exposure, and two 
others were sick from the same cause.

Editorial Comment, 


THE LEGISLATURE has passed an act 
providing for taking the decennial census 
in 1895. The work in Quincy must be 
done by eight or less enumerators appoint- 
ed by the bureau of statistics of labor. 
The law provides that 

The mayor and aldermen of cities and 
the selectmen of towns may nominate 
twice as many persons as there are enum- 
eraturs to be appointed in each city and 
town, and of the persons thus nominated 
there shall be appointed as enumerators, 
under the provisions of this act, those 
found best qualified for the work, as deter- 
mined by such rules and tests as the chief 
may fix, subject to the approval of the 
civil service commissioners of the Common- 
wealth, 

Section 9 may be of special interest. It 
reads: 

Upon the request of the mayor and 
aldermen of any city, made to the chief of 
said bureau before the first day of March 
next preceding the taking of the census, 
said chief shall direct the enumeration to 
be made in such manner that it shall show 
the number of inhabitants and legal voters 
in each street, square or avenue or in such 
blocks or sections of such city as may be 
agreed upon by the mayor and aldermen 
and the said chief, and said chief shall re- 
port the results of such enumeration of 
said city to theclerk thereof. Upon re- 
ceipt of said report said city may make a 
new division of its wards, as provided by 
law, and a description of the new ward 
boundaries with the population of said 
wards shall be thereafter filed by the city 
clerk in the offices of the secretary of the 
Commonwealth and the said bureau. 

The LepGER predicts that the census 
will show the city to have a population of 


nearly 25,000. 


THE MOVEMENT to reduce the tax rate 
for 1894 by borrowing for current expenses 
or extending the maturing debt, finds favor 
with many in this exceptionable year. One 
gentleman would extend the entire $04,730 
for ordinary debt maturing this year, and 
thereby reduce the rate nearly $4 per $1000. 
There may be a hitch to extending the 
time, as debt must be paid within ten 
years from the time contracted. An 
assessor doubts if the city can borrow for 
current expenses, but it has been doing 
this more or less. The debt limit seems 
the only limit to the amount that can be 
borrowed for current expenses, some 
$40,000. The proposition to borrow 
$30,000 should meet with favor.

CUMBERLAND, Md., April 16.—Marshal 
Carl Browne rode into Cumberland yes- 
terday at the head of Coxey’s army.

A GALLANT FIGHTER. 


General Slocum Saw Service on Many 
Hard Fought Fields. 


DEATH OF SENATOR VANCE. 


The Southerner’s Notable Ca- 
reer Suddenly Ended. 


New Yor, April i6—General Henry 

| W. Slocum died Saturday at his home in 

Brooklyn, of pneumonia. General Slocum 

had been ill fora few days, and death 

was not unexpected. Perfectly conscious 

of his approaching end, he died a painless 
death. 


GENERAL SLOCUM. 

Henry Warner Slocum was born Sept. 
24, 1827, at Delphi, N. Y. Heearly showed 
aninclination toward a military career, 
and received an appointment from his 
congressional district to the United States 
Military academy at West Point in 1548. 
He graduated in 1852. 

At the outbreak of the war he promptly 
offered his services to the government, 
and on May 21, 1861, he was commissioned 
colonel of the Twenty-seventh New York 
volunteers. 

At the first battle of Bull Run he was 
wounded in the thigh. Before the close 
ofthesummer of ’61 Colonel Slocum was 
promoted to the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, and served in the army of the Poto- 
mac. He participated in the engagements 
at Gaines’ Mills and Malvern Hill, among 
others, commanding a division. 

On July 4, 1862, he was made a major 
general of volunteers, and took part in 
the second battle of Bull Run and the 
battles of South Mountain and Antietam. 
In October of that year he was assigned 
tothe command of the Twelfth army 
corps, and in the bloody battles of Fred- 
ericksburg, Chancellorsville and Gettys- 
burg he was in active service. At Gettys- 
burg he commanded the right wing of 
the Union forces, which turned the tide 
of battle. 

General Slocum afterward had charge 
ofthe department of the Cumberland, 
and had control of the district of Vicks- 
burg. Hesucceeded Hooker at the head 
of the Twentieth army corps and accom- 
panied General Sherman to Atlanta. In 
the famous march to the sea, General 
Slocum commanded the left wing of the 
army of Georgia until the surrender of 
General Joseph E. Johnston. 

In September, 1865, he resigned from 
the army and resumed the practice of 
law, making his home in Brooklyn. He 
was a presidential candidate iu 1868, and 
in the same campaign was elected to con- 
gress. 

In 1883 he was namel for congressman- 
at-large from the state, and was elected. 
After the close of histerm he devoted 
himself wholly to his business interests. 

In addition to being asoldier, he was 
alsoa lawyer of experience and ability. 
To both professions he added the experi- 
ence of a tried and worthily proved man 
of business. His public and private char- 
acter was unimpeachable. 


SENATOR VANCE, 


Was In the Rebel Army and Served as 
Governor of His State. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Senator Vance 
of North Carolina died late Saturday 
night. Hehad not been well since the 
asseinbling of congress, and had been 
confined to his home for the past month. 
A turn for the worse came Saturday, and 
about noon he had a stroke of apoplexy 
and did not regain consciousness. 

Zebulon Baird Vance was born near 
Asheville, N. C., Muy 13, 1830. His uncle, 
Robert B. Vance, had left the family a 
fine library of some 500 volumes of the 
very cream of literature. At theage of 12 
young Vance had already become familiar 
with most of them. He had the finishing 
touches of his education put on at Wash- 
ington college, Tennessee, and later at 
the University of North Carolina. 

He studied law at Chapel Hill. In 
January, 1852, he obtained a license to 
practice in the county courts, and was ad- 
mitted to the superior court in August, 
1853. 

He married his first wife, Miss Harriet 
Epsey of Morgantown, N. C., the day 
after he received this last license. 

He had not long been engaged in the 
practice of law before his natural taste 
for politics became manifest. The result 
of his activity in this direction was that 
he was elected in 1854 to the house of 
commons, as the lower branch of the state 
legislature was then called, to represent 
Buncombe county. 
| From the state legislature he gravitated 
| to the halls of congress, being elected in 
| 1858, being the youngest member of the 
house, as he was afterward the youngest 
| 
} 


} in 1859. 

When the war period cameon Vance 
was strongly Opposed to secession. But 
when his stute took the opposite action he 
| went with it, raised a company, and 

tarted for the front. His first commis- 
| Sion was as captain of the Twenty-sixth 

regiment of North Carolina troops in 1861, 


| governor of the state. He was re-elected

= | butin September of the same year he 


| Was promoted to the position of colonel. 
| He commanded at the battle of Newbern, 
and participated in the seven days’ fight- 
| ing around Richmond in 1862. 
| While he was in the fiela of action he 
| Without even the formality of a nomina- 
| tion or candidacy. He assumed the office 
Sept. 8, 1862, at the age of 32. In 15864 he 
| was again elected governor by an in- 
creased majority of more than 45,000, and 
continued in office until he was displaced 
by the federal authorities in 1865. 
His administration of the affairs of the 
| state at so critical and turbulent a period

| was elected governor of North Carolina | 


was marked bya large measure of effi. 
ciency and success. Though going into 
the war reluctantly, no man in the south 
stood to it more firmly to the bitter end, | 
or rendered more efficient aid for its | 
prosecution. 

In 1868 he was again nominated for 
governor, but on account of his political 
disabilities declined to run. 

In 1870 he was elected to the national 
senate, but because of his disfranchise- 
ment was refused admission. 

He was again nominated for governor 
in 1876. He again carried the state. 

He was again chosen to the United 
States senate in 1879; in January, 1885, 
was once more elected, and again in 1891 
fortheterm ending in 1897. While in 
the senate he made a national reputation 
for his integrity, fair dealing and quali- 
ties of political leadership. He was 
known as being hostile to high protective 
tariffs and all forms of capitalistic mono 
poly. 

He lived quietly in his North Carolina 
home with his second wife, Mrs. Florence 
Steele Martin, whom he married in 1880.

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STRIKE IS SPREADING. 


Fifteen Hundred Miles of the Northern 
Pacific Road Tied Up. 

St. Pav, April 16.—The strike on the 
Great Northern railway is gradually 
working east, having reached Grand | 
Forks, N. D., and if not settled soon will | 
probably reach the end of this line in two 
orthree days. it is developing a peculiar 
state of affairs. The strike was ordered 
by the Americano Railway union, and is 
more actively antagonized by the railroad 
employes’ brotherhoods than by the rail- 
road company itself. 

There can be no doubt that the individ- 
uals of the various brotherhoods are pri- 
vately soniewhat dissatisfied, but they re- 
cently accepted the revised schedules and 
are standing by their agreements with 
the company. 

Asfaras can be learned, the road is 
nearly tied up over about 1500 miles of its 
extent, the number of men idle being 
much greater than the number of actual 
strikers. As long as the strikers can pre- 
vent the making up of trains, the train | 
crews, although willing to run the trains, 
are helpless. Ata numberof points along | 
the line, the citizens have openly espoused 
the cause of the strikers, but it is not 
thought any lawlessness will be per- 
mitted at any point.

IN THE CLASSIC STYLE. 


The Artistic Spirit of Bygone Days Em- 
bodied In This Modern Home.

But the 
facts are today that in whatever direction 
we are tending it is the classic style and 
spirit that are most influential upon modern 
work. Here we have their effects through 
many lands and changes, with the advan- 
tage of having access to all that has gone 
before and the privilege of selection and 
adoption from the best works of the mas- 
ter minds of the past, so that there is no ex- 
cuse for the display of poor taste or the use 
of inappropriate design in plans or outlines 
of a structure, 

Here is a home which is pleasing and at- 
tractive in appearance from the mere sim- 
plicity of outlines and details and expresses 
the taste and refinement of our grandfa- 
thers of colonial days.

The exterior 
side walls are sheathed with tongued and 
grooved lumber and covered with tarred 
paper and clapboarded with the usual bev- 
eled siding. The roofs are shingled with 19 
inch cedar shingles. The gables are cov- 
ered with 6 by 18 inch white pine shingles 
laid 4'¢ inches to the weather. The corner 
boards have neatly molded caps and bases, 
and all the exterior details are in simple 
classic spirit. 

Inside the rooms show for themselves as 
to arrangement. The floors are doubled. 
First a tongued floor of spruce is nailed 
diagonally across the beams, on top of 
which is blind nailed the finished floor at

HONORS 10 THE DEAD 


Impressive Funeral Services Over the 
Late Senator Vance. 


SENATE CHAMBER WAS CROWDED 


With Men Who Wished to Pay 
Tributes of Respect. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—When the sen- 
ate reconvened at 3:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, after the recess taken out of re- 
spect to the late Senator Vance, the cham- 
ber presented a changed appearance. 

The chairs of the senators had been 
crowded more closely together, and addi- 
tional seating capacity was obtained by 
bringingin a largenumber of folding 
chairs and placing them in every possible 
space. Large upholstered armchairs 
were placed in the semi-circular space 
facing the vice president’s dais, those for 
the family of the deceased statesman and 
invited guests being on his left, and for 
the president and other officials on the 
right. 

On the clerk’s desk was a massive floral 
piece, representing a tall column, com- 
posed of the dark copper-colored leaves of 
the galix,a North Carolina mountain 
plant, while at the foot of the shaft was 
the emblem of peace, the palm branch, 
while wound around it was a wreath of 
La France roses. This was the tribute 
from the deceased statesman’s colleagues 
in the senate. Inthe recess behind the 
vice president was a tall, waving palm, 
flanked on either side by North Carolina 
firs; banked in the corners of the chamber 
and at the foot of each pilaster were 
palms or firs. The galleries were crowded 
with a distinguished audience. 

At 3:30 the casket was borne from the 
marble room by nine Capitol policemen 
in uniform and laid before the vice presi- 
dent’s rostrum. The lid was hidden by a 
mass of flowers, chiefly white roses, tied 
with broad purple ribbon. Conspicuous 
by its beauty and size and by its solitary 
grandeur wasa single American beauty 
rose, fastened to the head of the casket. 

Mountain Pine Predominated, 


When the active pallbearers deposited 
their burden, a number of pines were 
brought in and grouped about the form 
of the dead senator. Everywhere was 
the pine, seeming to bring the pungent 
fragance of the North Carolina mountains 
into the senate of the United States. 

A few minutes afterward the family of 
Senator Vance entered, and soon after 
committees of the senate and house ap- 
pointed to attend the funeral entered. 
Then came the honorary pallbearers, who 
satattheside of the casket, facing the 
audience. 

“The speaker and members of the house 
of representatives,” announced the usher, 
and Speaker Crisp was escorted down the 
main aisle and took a seat beside the vice 
president, while the members of the house 
ranged themselves in the spacein the rear 
of the hall. 

Then followed the chief justice and the 
associate justices of the supreme court, 
who were shown to their seats. 

“The President of the United States 
and his cabinet,’ announced the usher, 
and the assembly arose and remained 
standing until the president, accompanied 
by all the members of the cabinet, ex- 
cept Secretary Lamont, passed down the 
main aisle and were seated. 

Other distinguished guests who were 
present but not announced were Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, Bishop Keane, and 
the committee of the District of Colum- 
bia, Society of the American Revolution; 
General J.C. Breckinridge, General A. 
W. Greeley, General George H. Shields 
and Captain C. D. Cowles. 

At4 o’clock, the invited guests being 
present, Rev. Dr. Moses D. Hoge of Rich- 
mond offered prayer, and also delivered 
thesermon. The hymn “Thy Will Be 
Done,” was repeated and a closing prayer 
was offered by Chaplain Milburn. 

To His Final Resting Place. 

The funeral escort left the Capitol by 
the eastern door from the senate chamber. 
The casket was carried down the long 
flight of stone steps between the lines of 
senators and representatives who acted 
as honorary pallbearers. The funeral 
party were driven to the Pennsylvania 
depot, and accompanied by a delegation 
of North Carolinians on foot. The re- 
mains were taken to Asheville, N. C., 
where the interment is to take place, ona 
special train over the Richmond ana 
Danville railroad, which left Washington 
last night. 

Besides the committees of the two 
houses it carried the family of the late 
senator, representatives of the office of the 
sergeant-at-arms and secretury of the 
senate, and a committee of citizens from 
North Carolina, consisting of Octavius 
Coke, secretary of state; S. M. Tate, state 
treasurer; C. M. Busby, postmaster at 
Raleigh, and R. H. Battle, who was the 
private secretary of Senator Vance while 
he was governor of North Carolina dur- 
ing the war.

Wasutnaton, April 17. — Representa- 
tive Breckinridge and his counsel were 
engaged yesterday afternoon in prepar- 
ing their formal motion fora new trial. 
This motion isa mere formality in the 
way of an appeal to the district court of 
appeals, for no one entertains the slight- 
estidea that Judge Bradley will over- 
rule the jury and grant the motion. 

The motion will be baseel upon the 
usual grounds that the verdict was con- 
trary to law, and was contrary to the 
evidence and that the damages were ¢X- 
cessive. Saturday is motion day in Judge 
Bradley’s court, but the judge thinks of 
taking a short vacation for rest from his 
labors of the past month, so that the 
date for the hearing is uncertain.

TAKING TO WATER. 


Coxey’s Followers Will Have a Three 
Days’ Rest on Canal Boats, 

CUMBERLAND, Md., April 16.—The road 
over the mountains between this point 
and Williamsport was too rough and 
steep to tempt the commonwealers, and 
taking advantage of the inflow of large 
cash contributions, Coxey hired canal 
boats to take the party 85 miles down the 
canal to Williamsport. Coxey will work 
his floaters in blocks of two, one barge for 
the men and the other for the horses and 
camp paraphernalia.

The “Great Unknown” sunk out of sight 
and was forgotten in 12 hours after his 
expulsion from “Camp Victory,”’ which 
was the title bestowed on the Cumberland 
ball park by Browne, in commemoration 
of his restoration to command.

STARTLING STORIES 


In Connection With the Wrecking of the 
Indianapolis Bank. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 17.—Ever since the 
failure of the Indianapolis bank it has 
been a mystery to all as to where the 
money went that was secured by the 
Coffins and Reed, the defen dants. They 
pwed the bank $400,000, but the secret 
was as to what they did with it, W. P. 
Boulton, manager of the exchange de- 
partment of the First Nationgl bank of 
Chicago, yesterday testified that he sent 
by cable, at different times, to Elijah 
Coffin, an uncle of the defendagt Coffins, 
who was the secretary of the London 
branch of the concern, $200,000. This is 
where the money is. 

The day before the failure of the cab- 
inet company it sold its New York and 
Boston branches toemployes who were 
without a cent and who gave their notes. 
These notes were sold at auction in New 
York and bought by Robert L. Harrison, 
anattorney, He was acting for W. E. 
Coffin, a banker tm New York, and 
a brother of the defendants. 

The plan of the Indianapolis Cabinet 
company, the defendants being the offi- 
cers, was to establish branch concerns, 
shipping goods to them, then draw for 
the amount and mark the drafts ac- 
cepted. These drafts, through the con- 
nivance of T. P. Haughey, president of 
the bank, would be credited to the cab- 
inet company, and the money drawa out 
to be shipped out of the country. 

Then having received the value of the 
goods, the cabinet company sold the stock 
which constituted the assets of the branch 
concerns and forced the paper on the 
market at auction and $30,000 of it was 
bought by Coffin for $200. Alfred Nut- 
ting of New York, the clerk for Harrison, 
testified to this. W. B. Nutting, the 
manager of the Boston house, was also on 
the stand.

COUNTING A G A QUORUM, 


House Adopted the New Rule by a 
Large Majority. 


PUTS AN END TO FILIBUSTERING. 


Senate Makes But Little Head- 
way on the Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The new rule 
formulated by the Democratic members 
of the rules committee was laid before the 
full committee by Speaker Crisp. 

Mr. Catchings had reported the new 
rule to the house before the journal was 
read. Mr. Burrows offered a substitute, 
representing the views of the minority, 
the rule of the Fifty-first congress on that 
subject. 

There was much opposition on the Dem- 
ocratic side, and, failing to gain unan- 
imous consent to closethe debate at 4 
o'clock, Mr. Catchings demanded the pre- 
vious question on the rule reported and 
the substitute. On this the vote on divi- 
sion was—yeas 122, nays 98. The yeas and 
nays were cet dand the roll called. 
The vote on seconding the demand for 
the previous question, on the quorum- 
counting rule, resulted—yeas 140, nays 120. 

Only 15 minutes on a side were allowed 
for debate, and Mr. Reed, instead of con- 
suming that with an arraignment of the 
Democrats, good naturedly distributed 
most of itto Democrats who desired to 
oppose the new rule, and when his time 
was exhausted, he jocularly asked for 
more time to dole out among his friends 
on the other side—Messrs. Bryan, Cum- 
mings, Wheeler, Kilgore and Russell 
being the Democrats who were thus given 
an opportunity to protest against the 
adoption of the rule. 

When the vote was taken 47 Democrats 
voted against it, but it secured every Re- 
publican vote and was carried by a vote 
of 212to47. The Populistsdid not vote on 


| the proposition.

The adoption of this rule, taken in con- 
junction with the decision to enforce the 
old lawof 1846 to dock thesalaries of 
members absent, save on account of sick- 
ness, will, itis thought, putan end for- 
ever to parliamentary obstructions. The 
enforcement of that law will keep mem- 
bers at their post of duty, andthe rule 
will prevent them from refusing to par- 
ticipate in legislation when they are pres- 
ent. 

At Peace, 

After the adoption of the rule it only 
required a few minutes to straighten out 
the parliamentary tangle which the house 
has been in for some ei and the house 
then quietly proceeded with the consider- 
ation of the consular and diplomatic bill. 

Mr. Hitt made a strong speech, arraign- 
ing the foreign policy of the administra- 
tion, in the course of which he severely 
scored the president for appointing Van 
Alen minister to Italy as a reward for 
his $50,000 political contribution. He 
also criticised ex-Assistant Secretary of 
State Quincy for the character of his 
consular appointments, and in a general 
way ridiculed the state department’s 
policy of the present administration, not 
neglecting a very pointed reference to the 
attempt to restore Queen Liliuokalani to 
the Hawaiian throne. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hitt’s speech

_ | journed. 

Work In the Senate, 

The early hours of the senate were de- 
voted-to a skillful parliamentary struggle 
between those for and against the tariff 
bill Itresulted in an agreement to con- 
tinue the arrangement of last week for 
debate until Tuesday of next week, when 
the bill will be taken up and rediscussed 
by paragraphs. 

Very little change has been effected by 
this agreement, as speeches may be made 
by senators after the first paragraph is 
read until they are ready to have it acted 
upon. The Republicans were anxious to 
make certain that nothing by an ambigu- 
ous wording might be construed as limit- 
ing the length of speeches or the debate 
on any paragraph or amendment, 

Senator Hill would not consent to the 
agreement until it was made plain that 
he would not be deprived of making a 
motion to consider the free list. Senator 
Harris, in charge of the bill, believing 
that a majority of the senate would not 
consent to turn the bill around, did not 
object to this understanding. 

Two speeches were made on the tariff 
bill, Senator McLauren of Mississippi fa- 
voring the bill, and especially the income 
tax, and Senator Smith of New Jersey 
making a vigorous onslaught upon the 
income tax feature. Both were Demo- 
crats and each represented his section of 
the country in his remarks, and showed 
the different views of the party in the 
senate on the pending bill. 

It was expected that tne Chinese treaty 
would be considered, but in an early ex- 
ecutive session the senate postponed the 
consideration until May 3.

IVES IS DEAD. 


The Once Famous Financier Carried Off 
by Consumption. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., April 18.—Henry 8. 
Ives, the Napoleon of finance, died here 
last night. Hereached Asheville about 
two months ago from Florida, and has 
hardly left his bed since. He lived in the 
suburbs with his wife and a few servants. 
The cause of death was consumption. 

Henry S. Jves was formerly a member 
of the firm of Henry Ives & Co. of New 
York, which failed for $15,000,000 in 
August, 1887. 

In September, 1889, Ives was brought 
for trial before Recorder Smythe for over- 
issuing 6000 shares of Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton stock. The jurors an- 
nounced themselves unable to agree. It 
was believed that a new trial could be or- 
dered, but Ives effected a compromise 
with his creditors at about 5 cents on the 
dollar, and got out of Ludlow street jail 
on March 18, 1899, after a year’s incarcera- 
tion. 

He promptly went back to Wail street, 
spent money freely, and for a year kept 
the street in astate of nervous prostra- 
tion by sending out rumors that he had 
secured control of this or that prominent 
roud. But in June, 1891, he was attacked 
by hemorrhages, and after that got out of 
active business life. He appeared to have 
saved plenty of money from his wreck 
and entertained lavishly, when he mar- 
ried Miss Lillian Gertrude Sears, a comic 
opera siuger, in New York, Nov. 11, 1892. 

The old indictments against him had 
been dismissed, and he declared himself 
at peace with the world. In February, 
1893, his name appeared in connection 
with a scheme to control the Cleveland, 
Akron aad Columbus railroad, but he 
failed todo anything with the plan, and 
since then the public has heard nothing 
of him. 


REBEL FLAGSHIP SUNK, 


The Aquidaban Was at the Mercy of 
Brazilians Off Santa Catharina, 

MonNTEVIDEO, April 18.—The officials of 
the Brazilian legation in this city have re- 
ceived a dispatch saying that the rebel 
warship Aquidaban, formerly the flag- 
ship of Admiral de Mello, has been sunk | 
off the island of Santa Catharina. 

According to the dispatches there was 
an engagement off Sant& Catharina, and 
the Aquidaban was sunk by an attack of 
the Brazilians. 

The Aquidaban was aseagoing turret 
ship of 5000 tons displacement, built in 
England and launched in 1885. She was 
protected by a belt of steel-faced armor, 
having a maximum thickness of 11 
inches, had two turrets, protected by 10- 
inch armor, and her principal armaments 
consisted of four two-ton breech-loading 
guns, carried in the turrets. In addition, 
the rebel flagship had an auxiliary arma- 
ment of four five-ton breech- loaders, be 
sides 17 machine guns. She was built of 
steel, sheathed with wood and metal and 
possessed all modern improvements in 
construction and equipments.

VANCE’S POPULARITY 


Amply Demonstrated by the Citizens of 
North Carolina, 


RALEIGH, April 18.—The special train 
bearing the remains of the late Senator 
Vance was met by thousands of people 
when it rolled into the capital city of the 
state of which he was thrice governor. 
Aftera long night’s travel, broken at 
each station with demonstrations from 
the residents in the tolling of bells, the 
body of the great North Carolinian was 
turned pver to the state authorities here, 
and escorted to the Capitol by the militia 
and Confederate veterans. 

Thebells of the city tolled and the 
great crowds that lined the streets, draped 
with solid black, gave only a slight in- 
dication of the universal bereavement. 

Thousands were here from every section 
of the state. Over 15,000 people viewed 
the remains. 

At4o’clock the funeral train left for 
Asheville, where the remains were in- 
terred.

GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


A Prize Essay by Miss Joss of 
Quincy High School. 


INSTRUCTIVE AND INTERESTING 


Electricity Expected to do Much for 
Future Development, 


The essay of Miss Mary M. Joss which | Harrington. 


was awarded the first prize in the Class of

given in full below. Her subject was 
“The Granite Industry’ which she 
has treated thoughtfully: 

Granite bas been called the noble rock. 
Strong in its resistance to pressure, beau- 
tiful to the eye, and proof against the de- 
structive inroads of time, it has no equal. 

Quincy granite is a syenite, composed of 
quartz, feldspar and hornblende. The 
difference between syenite and true granite, 
is thatthe former contains hornblende in- 
stead of micar. 

Little of importance is known of the 
early history of Quincy granite previous to 
the erection of King’s Chapel, Boston, 
which was built in 1752, of ‘* Braintree 
Stone,”’ as it was then called. 

The method of splitting the stone for 
the construction of this building, was 
strange and primitive. A fire was built 
upon it, and after the stone was heated, 
heavy iron balls were thrown on it. It 
was not until 1803 that the experiment of 
splitting the stone with wedges was suc- 
cessfully tried. 

In 1822 when it was decided to erect a 
monument on Bunker Hill, a discussion 
arose as to what stone would be

This caused the bnilding of 
the first railroad in America, the opening 


was the best. 


| of many quarries, and a great advance- 


ment in the granite industry. 

The first large stone columns quarried 
were those used for the Unitarian church 
in this city in 1828. The old Norfolk 
County Court bouse and the Tremont 
house both erected in 1¢26 are of Quincy 
granite. 

One of the numerous uses of this granite 
is that of paving streets; and millions of 
paving blocks are yearly manufactured 
from the refuse granite, called grout, and 
that which is not suitable for monumental 
purposes, 

For many years the monumental industry 
bas been of more importance than the 
build'ng. This has been brought about 
by the introduction of the polishing of 
granite, which is effected by a revolving 
iron wheel, that rubs the stone, first with 
iron globulets, then with emery, and lastly, 
with oxide of tin, or flour of putty. When 
the last two are used a surface of felt is 
interposed between the granite and the 
iron wheel, 

Owing to the composition of Quincy 
stone it is susceptible of the highest polish 
of any known granite. Many of the artis- 
tic and costly sarcophagi, tombs, and mon- 
uments constructed as memorials have been 
taken from our granite hills, 

As the stone busiaess became better 
understood, great improvements were made 
in quarrying, cutting and polishing the 
granite, The working plantof a thoroughly 


He crossed equipped quarry is very costly, consisting 


of engine, hoisting apparatus, pumps, 
steam drills, etc. Formerly, in the process 
of blasting, single holes were drilled in the 
stone. The Louis hole is now used, and 
several are drilled in a line, and fired with 
a battery. After the stone has been started 
from its bed, it is cut into the pieces re- 
quired, with wedges and half rounds, which 
are of various sizes according to the de- 
mensions of the stone. 

It is wonderful to note the advancement 
made in the method of cutting granite. At 
one time the only implements were ham- 
mersand picks. Then the chisels, points 
or bush hammers, and the many me- 
chanical inventions of today, used in this 
department of the work, were unknown. 

It would be a revelation to many to 
visit the different granite yards in this city 
and see the pneumatic tools, worked by 
steam or electricity, for lettering and carv- 
ing. Also machines for cutting flat surfaces 
and for turning columns. 

At this early period in the age of elec- 
tricity we cannot conceive the inventions 
that may be developed toaid in preparing 
granite more rapidly and with less expense 
than at present, thus making it possible 
for more of our public buildings to be con- 
structed of this enduring and beautiful 
material. 

It has well been said, ‘‘ The granite hills 
of Quincy are as valuable as the gold mines 
of California.” 

Within the last twenty years the popula- 
tion of the city bas vastly increased, and 
houses, churches, and schools have multi- 
plied, all owing to the development of the 
granite industry. 

The importance of this industry should 
be recognized by the citizens and they 
do their utmost to further its interests.

The Great Northern's Strike, 

St. Paut, April 18.—The end of the 
fourth day since the American Railway 
union declared a strike on the Great 
Northern finds the strike extended over 
allthe lines of the company, except a 
short distance from this city, and of the 
4495 miles of the system not over 900 
miles are in operation. 

This has been accomplished thus far 
without anything threatening bloodshed, 
andthe men say there isno danger of 
any trouble.

VOYAGE OF THE EMS 


Described In a Graphic Manner by One 
of Her Passengers. 


DAYS OF TERRIBLE ANXIETY 


* 


While the Vessel Was at the 
Mercy of the Sea. 


New York, April 20.—The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
having on board the 11 first cabin, 18 
second cabin and 150 steerage passengers 
of the Ems of the same line, which was 
towed into Fayal, in the Azores, on April 
2, with a broken shaft, by the tank 
steamer Wildflower, arrived at her dock 
in Hoboken late yesterday afternoon. 

The passengers were greeted enthusias- 
tically by the many friends who had 
gathered on the pier to welcome their 
safe return after the long and never-to-be- 
forgotten voyage across the Atlantic, 

A reporter boarded the Kaiser Wilhelm 
at quarantine and was given a detailed 
account of the experie nezs of the passen- 
gers during the terrific hurricanes which 
the Ems hadencountered. One of the first 
cabin passengers said: ‘We left South- 
ampton on March 18 in clear, fine 
weather. On the 19th the skies con- 
tinued clear, and onthe 20thit began tc 
raiz and the sea became rough. 

“On March 21 the sea was still rough. 
The next day it rained very hard, the 
wind grew higher and there was every 
indication that a violent storm was com- 
ingon. The following day it came, and 
in the shape of a full hurricane. There 
was a tremendous wind howling, and the 
Ems tossed and pitched frightfully. She 
shipped great quantities of water that 
tore away rails, smashed the small boats, 
and everything movable was washed 
away. The engines then stopped. Every- 
thing was being smashed, and there was 
great suspense among the passengers. In 
a few hours the machinery was again 
started, but in half an hour stopped 
again. Later it developed that the shaft 
had broken, and we were drifting help- 
lessly 

At the Mercy of the Hurricane, 

“During that awful night no one could 
lie abed, and with the increasing velocity 
of the wind the sea became rougher, and 
the Ems was being pounded broadside by 
the tremendous waves. Toward midnight 
the elements resolved themselves into the 
worst hurricane within the memory of the 
Officers, who said that in 16 years they 
had not seen enything likeit. The pas- 
sengers remained together during the 
night on the alert for news from some of 
the officers as toour probable fight, as all 
felt that the vessel could not hold out 
much longer in that volcano of wind and 
water. We were then in midocean and 
drifting south out of the course of vessels. 

“On the nexs day, March 24, the Ems 
continued to be tossed helplessly about in 
the trough of the seas. At about 6p. m. 
asteamer, which proved to be the cattle 
ship Rappahannock, bound for London, 
agreed to tow us back to Queenstown 
whenthe weuther permitted. Then an 
Inman steamer was sighted, but refused 
to aid us. 

“On the 25th, Easter, it was raining, 
snowing, sleeting, and the wind blew ter- 
ribly. Our companion and guardian still 
hovered about us, but when the storm be- 
gan to renew its violence she signalled 
that as there was no prospect of a change 
in the weather she could wait no longer, 
and she 

Steamed Off and Left Us. 

“We were now heartsick, and it was all 
that the officers could do to control their 
feelings. At night, in addition to blazing 
lights and signals of distress, we sent up 
continual rockets and kept fires burning 
on the fore deck. We were drifting yet 
further from the line of steamers. Some 
of the passengers kept praying fervently 
for deliverance, while others, less re- 
ligious, made ghastly jokes about our 
situation in an endeavor to disguise their 
fears. 

“There was no change on the following 
day, but fears that the Ems was filling 
added to the misery of those on board. 

“Tuesday, March 27, oil was constantly 
poured over the sides of the vessel, as the 
storm was still raging, and the tossing of 
the ship had not ceased. Finally the 
lookout atthe topmast announced that 
hesaw smoke in the distance on the hori- 
zon. The news caused a flutter of excite- 
ment among us. Finally the vessel came 
insight, and to our irrepressible joy the 
vessel was coming toward as to rescue us 
from what we could only regard as a ter- 
rible fate. 

“It proved to be the Wildflower, an 


English tankboat, from Philadelphia te. 


Bordeaux. When the Wildflower got 
alongside the captains of both vessels ex- 
changeda few words, and it was in- 
stantly decided that the tankboat 
should tow us to the nearest port, which 
was Fayal, Azores. 

“After much difficulty two hawsers 
were gotten out, and we were joined to- 
gether, the seas having by this time 
settled somewhat, and we started out. 
We covered 138 miles on the 28th, in com- 
paratively good weather, which lasted 
through the next day. 

More Misfortunes, 

“On the 30th, the sea becoming rough 
again, the screw of the Ems began to 
pound and threatened to smash the keel. 

“Early the following morning our main 
hawser snapped, misfortunes seeming to 
follow every step. But the hawser was 
mended finally, and we only made 89 
miles without a break. The storm king 
again menaced our progress, and there 
was a succession of accidents the next 
two days, causing delays. 

“On Sunday, April 2, a magnificent 
scene was before us. We were reaching 
the land, and the appearance of golden 
rays in the east made a picture that 
soothed our fears. By daylight we were 
hear Fayal, and finally drew into the 
little bay, where we anchored. The re- 
lief was great after the terrific strain of 
many days. 

“Atone time our situation became so 
perilous that the crew of the Wildflower 
waited upon their captain and begged 
him to cut us adrift, as it looked certain 
that tocontinue would mean destruc- 
tion. The bow of their boat was lifted 
high out of the water, and the stern sank 
deep down from our weight. The Wild- 
flower’s captain answered them that as 
long as he could see our funnels he would 
keep ahead. 

“The officers of the Ems cannot be 
praised too highly. In every possible 
way they endeavored to secure our com- 
fort.”

the imperial and royal families of Ea- 
rope. 

The First Dragoon Regiment band 
played a delightful musical program in 
front of the Edinburgh palace. The 
Schloss platz and the terraces overlook- 
ing the park were so thronged by 10a. m. 
that the police were compelled to drive 
people away in order to prevent danger- 
ous crushing. 

The ducal chapel, which had been 
thoroughly redecorated for the occasion, 
isan ancient, oblopg building, full of 
elaborate paintings and frescoes, its in- 
terior being surrounded by a gallery sup- 
ported by broad, flat pillars, terminating 
in frescoed arches. Onthealtar, draped 
with crimson velvet and gold, stood a 
handsome ivory and ebony crucifix, 
flanked by tall waxen tapers and gold 
candlesticks.

THE DALTON GANG 


Wiped Out After a Bloody Battle With 
Oklahoma Sheriffs, 

Perry, O. T., April 20.—A terrible fight 
occurred about 40 miles east of here. The 
noted outlaws, Bill Dalton, Bill Doolan, 
and another outlaw, ‘Bitter Creek,” were 
killed on the spot, and a woman and her 
little girl and two deputy marshals were 
killed. 

Marshal Nix of Oklahoma has been 
planning for some days to catch the Dal- 
ton gang, and Marshal Cox with Hock 
Thomas and Bill Tigheman, with a 
crowd of 14 deputy marshals, left for the 
eastern part of the Cherokee strip in pur- 
suitofthe Daltons. The marshals met 
Bruce Miller, one of the gang, and the 
fight commenced. 

Bill Dalton and Bill Doolan were near 
by when the fight occurred and went to 
Miller’s assistance, and a fight took place. 
Eight persons in all were killed. A run- 
ning fight is still in progress, and it looks 
very much as though the noted outlaw 
gang will be swept out of existence. The 
price of Bill Dalton’s capture, dead or 
alive, is $2500, and the price on Bill 
Doolan’s head is $1500. 

The best officers of the territory are 
camping on the outlaws’ trail. The Dal- 
ton gang is probably a thing of the past. 
They have terrorized Oklahoma and 
sonthern Kansas for the past four years. 


REBELLION ENDED. 


Brazilian Minister to the United States 
Notified to That Effect. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The end of the 
Brazilian rebellion is officially declared 
ended in the following cablegram re- 
ceived by Minister Mendonca: 
Rro pe JANETRO, April 19, 
Brazilian Minister Mendonca, Washington: 
Aquidaban was sunkin the port of Santa 
Catharina by a torpedo boat of the fleet of the 
Brazilian government. Mello went to Buenos 
Ayres with the cruiser Republica, and four 
other vessels asked and obtained asylum, de- 
claring to abandon contention for lack of re- 
sources. Delivered vessels to the Argentine 
government. Rebellion ended. 
MINISTER OF FOREIGN RELATIONS, 
Blame Placed Upon Boys. 
Aton, N. H., April 20.—This place was 
considerably stirred up yesterday by the 
report of several attempts to wreck pas- 
senger trains on this. branch at a point 
about one mile south of this village. The 
freight train going south ran into a pair 
of heavy cartwheels placed across the 
tracks, which broke the headlight and 
considerably scarred up the engine. Pre- 
viously this week spikes and pieces of 
timber have been driven in between the 
rails or laid across the track. Boys have 
been seen near the place during the 
past five days. 


Worcester County Endeavorers, 

WEBSTER, Mass., April 20.—The fifth 
annual meeting of the Worcester county 
Christian Endeavor society was held here 
yesterday. The morning session was de- 
voted to devotional exercises, and a paper 
was read by Rev. E. W. Phillips. The 
evening session was opened with a praise 
service and an address by Rev. C. S. 
Brooks. The balance of the session was 
devoted to hearing the reports of com- 
mittees. It was decided to meet in Clin- 
ton next year. 

Dr. Lee Acquitted. 

New Haven, April 20.—After deliber- 
ating one hour the jury in the case of the 
state against Dr. J. E. Lee, charged with 
murder in the second degree, returned a 
verdict of not guilty. The doctor was 
charged with having caused the death of 
Mrs. George Miller by producing a crim- 
inalabortion.

York and Her Crew. 

New Yorks, April 20.—A special to The 
World from Washington says that the 
official report of Captain Joln Philip, 
commanding the cruiser New York, re- 
lating to defects of construction said to 
have developed during the trip to Rio 
Janeiro, has just been received at the 
bavy department. 

When Captain Philip got to sea the re- 
port says he found that the forward tur- 
ret was rigid and could not be turned, 
while the after turret could be moved 
only 10 degrees ata time. Ensign Dashiel 
made certain alterations and succeeded 1n 
working them very slowly. Then the 
discovery was made that the ammunition 
hoists were also defective. During the 
target practice an attempt was made to 
hoist a big eight-inch shell to one of the 
forward turret guns. The basket, which 
is said to be toc small, caught the drum 
at the top of the lift and the big shell 
was thrown out and plunged down the 
ammunition shaft plump on the top of 
the waiting projectile. 

The men shut their eyes in horror. 
Nothing but a miracle, it seemed, could 
save them and the great ship from being 
blown to smithereens by an explosion in 
the forward magazine. But the lower 
shell had shifted slightly by the roll of 
the ship, and stood in such a position that 
the curvitage of the steel tubes came in 
contact before the percussion caps met 
in their deadly kiss, and the ship was 
saved. The falling shell rolled harm- 
lessly away. 

Later the magazine of the eight-inch 
broadside guns threatened the destruction 
oftheship. The officer of the deck was 
just about to move a quantity of smoke 
less powder from the general magazine 
into these reservoirs when he found that 
they were heated to a temperature of 160 
degrees. The two magazines are said to 
be placed right up against the fireholes 
of the ship, and arethus rendered useless, 


TO STRIKE TOMORROW. 


It Is Expected That 200,000 Coal Miners 
Will Quit Work. 

Pitrspura, Aprii 20.—The coal miners’ 
strike promises to be one of the greatest 
that has occurred in many years east of 
the Mississippi river. The men employed 
in the Big Soldier mine at Reynoldsville, 
numbering about 1500, walked out at 
noon yesterday, and at the same hour the 
men employed in the Adrian and Wals- 
ton mines quit work. 

The men at the Eldora, Beachtree and 
Helvetia mines continued at work, but at 
6 o’clock last night announced their in- 
tention of not returning. This puts at 
least 4000 men out of work asa forerunner 
of the big strike, which goesinto effect 
tomorrow noon, when it is estimated that 
fully 200,000 men will quit work. It is 
claimed that when the 200,000 men go out 
double that number will be affected in 
associated industries, 

The organization controls all the labor 
engaged in bituminous coal mining in the 
United States, and ccvers the states of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas and Colorado. 


CREATES A MONOPOLY. 


South Carolina’s Dispensary Law Declared 
to Be Unconstitutional, 
CoLuMbus, 8. C., April 20.—The decision 
ofthe supreme court of South Carolina 
that the famous Palmetto dispensary 
liquor law, the attempted enforcement of 
which has cost several lives and thrown 
the whole state into turmoil, is unconsti- 
tutional, was rendered in a composite 
case composed of a case originating in 
Darlington to test the constitutionality 
of the dispensary law and appealed to 
the supreme court by the state, and sey- 

eral minor cases likewise appealed. 

Chief Justice McIver and Associate 
Justice McGowen filed an opinion affirm- 
ing Judge Hudson’s decisions in the 
court below, that the law is unconstitu- 
tional because it creates a monopoly for 
the state. Justice Pope filed a dissenting 
opinion, affirming the constitutionality of 
the law. 

Ainsworth Again In Court, 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Colonel F. C. 
Ainsworth was yesterday arraigned for 
manslaughter in connection with the 
Ford’s theater disaster last June. He 
waived the reading of the indictment and 
entered a plea of not guilty, with the 
privilege of withdrawing that plea, and 
was given 10 days in which to either 
demur to the indictment or to move to 
quash it. 


Firemen Were Helpless, 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., April 20.— A fire 
of mysterious origin broke out in the 
North Attleboro fire engine station yes- 
terday, and consumed the building and a 
partof the fire apparatus. The flames 
had gained such headway that the fire 
men could do nothing but see the struc- 
ture burn down. The loss will reach $30,- 
000. 


Passengers Shaken Up. 

CALAIS, Me., April 20.—A locomotive 
and tender of a mixed train on the Shore 
Line railread left the rails about eight 
miles from St. Stephen, N. B., and rolled 
over. The engineer was severely injured, 
track badly torn up, and passengers 
shaken considerably. The accident was 
caused by the rails spreading.

POPULIST BACKING. 


Proposition to Provide For Coxeyites 
While In Washington. 


SOME HOT SHOT FROM HAWLEY. 


Doesn’t Think Commonweal- 
ers Worthy of Sympathy, 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—In the senate 
the Peffer resolution for the appointment 
of a reception committee for Coxey’s 
army of the commonweal, to be known 
In senate parlance as “the committee on 
communications,’ came up and received 
some very rough handling. 

Senator Hawley, who dealt the blows, 
said he would have preferred to have 
some member of the Democratic party in 
the senate take the floor, for certainly the 
remarkable speech of Senator Allen of 
Nebraska ought not to be allowed to go 
forth to the country as representing, in 
any degree, the views of the senate. 

He had been very much surprised and 
pained to hear that speech. There was 
not a citizen of the United States who 
did not sympathize with thousands and 
thousands of poor people who were af- 
fected by the present business depression, 
and no one is supposed to restrict the con- 
stitutional rights of the people, but there 
bad been circumstances arising within 
the last month or two which did not 
come under that category. 

Many bodies of men were assembling in 
different parts of the country with the in- 
tention of marching upon Washington 
and making some kind of a demonstra- 
tion. They were to gather before the 
Capitol, where they would be addressed 
by their orators, and then they were to 
march bodily into the senate, 

Such athiug was without precedent, 
except when in colonial times a body of 
men, in New Hampshire, had taken pos- 
session of the members of the legislature, 
and again, when the Gauls had marched 
intothe Roman senate and had shaken 
the venerable beards of the senators. 

Senate Should Be Cautious, 

He wished to insist respectfully that the 
United States senate owed something to 
its own traditions and dignities. The 
house of representatives could take care 
of itself, but whatever the senate did or 
said in regard to the matter which might 
establish a precedent should be done, 
and thoughtfully and thoroughly. It was 
quite possible to manage this business 
quietly and firmly, so that it should pass 
away, andit was equally possible to so 
manage it as to make these pilgrimages a 
yearly occurrence. 

The senator from Nebraska, said Mr. 
Hawley, had referred to this army as the 
“people,” and had said that they had a 
perfect right to come here and fill the 
galleries. Perhaps they had, but the 
senate had more accurate advices from 
the people than Mr. Coxey could give us. 
The senate had advices regularly for 100 
years in the constitution and laws and 
the traditions and rules of the senate. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hawley said there 
were many other things in the remark- 
able speech of Mr. Allen which should be 
refuted, but he did not propose to do it. 
“Tam sorry to say,” he said, “but I feel 
bound te say it, that the speech of the 
senator from Nebraska wassuch as would 
be received with applause by a gang of 
anarchists, and it would not requirea 
microscope to discover in it the microbes 
” 

Mr, Allen was immediately on his feet 
claiming recognition, but at this moment 
the hour for taking up the tariff bill had 
arrived, and the resolution went over, 

Preparing For Coxey, 

Provision for the accommodation of the 
army of the commonweal is contem- 
plated ina resolution introduced in the 
house by Representative Boen, Populist, 
of Minnesota. 

The resolution igstructs the secretary 
of war to provide within the District of 
Columbia a camping ground and tents 
for all organized bodies of laboring people 
who may come within the district, and 
to see that their rights as citizens are re- 
spected and protected during their stay 
here. 

A preamble to the resolution recites 
that the reported approach to Washing- 
ton of large numbers of unemployed peo- 
ple forthe purpose of laying before the 
government their views on the economic 
depression, and to suggest remedies there- 
for; that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to maintain peace and to respect 
and protect the rights of citizens, and 
that peace, order and good]will can best be 
secured and observed by concessions and 
recognition by the government as well 
as by individaals of the rights of citizens 
and by extending 91! possible aid to them 
in their endeavors to secure such redress 
as they may consider th>mselves entitled 
to. 

The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on military aff: 1irs. 


Trask Is Out, 

PEABODY, Mass., April 21.—J. F. 
who was shot by his brother-in-law, Clar 
ence M. Mason, March 5, was able to be 
out yesterday for the first time since the 
shooting. It was thought at the time 
that he was fatally wounded by the two 
shots fired at him.

STRONG LANGUAGE 


Expressed by Pastor Vicknell In De-} 
nouncing National Law Makers, 
Boston, April 21.— Rev. George W. 
Bicknell, pastor of the First Universalist 
church of Cambridge, in the course of a 
speech he made at the dinner of the Royal 
Arcanum, Thursday night, expressed 
sentiments which have caused much sur- 
prise and considerable comment, on ac- 

count of their anarchistic tendencies, 

That no injustice might be done him by | 
the publication of words uttered hastily 
and unguardedly, which on reflection he 
might regret, he was asked yesterday if 
there was anything he desired to recall. 
Without hesitation, and with the utmost 
courtesy and good nature, he said that he 
stood by everything he was reported to 
have said, reiterating it in substantially 
the same language. 

In his speech Thursday night, Mr. 
Bicknell likened the members of congress 
to dime museum freaks, and added, “If it 
would only have the effect of breaking up 
the selfishness of congress, and inducing 
it todo something for the benefit of the 
country instead of looking out merely for 
the political lives of’4ts members, which 
is derogatory to the welfare of the nation, 
I would like to see them blown up. 

“If it were not for my Christian princi- 
ples and the loss of life it would cause, I 
should like to see about 100 pounds of dy- 
namite put under the national Capitol 
and have it blown sky high with the 
half-dime museum it contains.”

A large portion of the time in the senate 
Was given to the question of interchange- 
able mileage tickets, with the result of 
referring the matter tothe railroad com- 
missioners. 

The committee on judiciary reported 
references to the next general court on 
the report of the special commission ap- 
pointed to consider the Torrens system of 
registering land titles. The committee 
received the report on the 18th of the cur- 
rent month, butin consideration of the 
great importance of the subject, contem- 
plating material changes in existing laws, 
deems the time too limited to properly 
consider the measure at this session of the 
legislature. 

Reconsideration of the vote rejecting 
the bill permitting street railway com- 
panies to carry merchandise was refused. 

The committee on water supply reported 
bills incorporating the Falmouth Heights 
Water company and the Blackstone 
Water company. 

The adverse reports on the petitions of 
the Cape Cod Ship Canal company and of 
the Cape Cod and Interior Canal com- 
pany were accepted. 

There was a long struggle over the bill 
to place the jury list in the hands of the 
superior court for revision. Messrs. 
Crenan and Leary were against the bill, 
the latter saying that he had heard the 
proposed change was the work of the A. 
Pp. A. Mr. Kittredge says that the draw- 
ing of jurorsin Boston was seandalous, 
aldermen pulling slips from the box and 
reading any names they pleased. It is 
notorious that within three months a 
juror sat on a jury who had served a term 
in thestate prison. Amendments to ex- 
cept the city of Boston, and to make the 
billapply exclusively to this city, were 
rejected, and the bill was,passed to be en- 
grosse d. 


DISP E NSARIES “CLOSED. 


Governor Tillman’s Pet Scheme Is Now a 
Thing of the Past. 
CoLuMBIA, S. C., April 21.—“Every dis- 
pensary in the state has received orders to 
close immediately,” was the interesting 
statement given to the press by Attorney 
General Buchanan. He is ex-oflicio a 
member of the state board of control, and 
he further stated that the board would 
meet today and issue checks to all cred- 
itors. The employes of the state dispen- 
saries in this city were paid off last even- 
ing and the big barroom was shut up. 


An Old-Timer, 

WASHINGTON, April 21. — Ex-Senator 
James W. Bradbury of Maine was on the 
floor of the senate yesterday. He was in 
the senate from 1847 to 1853. Heis now 
almost 92 years old, and Captain Bassett, 
the veteran sergeant-at-arms of the sen- 
ate, isthe only man now at the Capitol 
who was here then.

A List of the Young Ladies Attending 
the New Institute, 


NOT A PRIVATE INSTITUTION. 


The Ledger Yeilds to Popular Demand and 
Gives the Names. 


It 1s difficult to determine which has 
caused the more criticism, the refusal of 
the principal of the Woodward Institute 
to furnish for publication the names of the 
pupils in the seminary, or the statement 
that it isa‘ private school.’’ Altogether 
the comment is decidedly one-sided and 
unfavorable to the school. 

The LepGeR has not at hand a defini- 
tion from an authority as to what a public 
school really is. Webster defines ‘ public” 
as ‘‘ belonging to the people.’’ The will of 
Dr. Woodward says: 

* Fifthly,—I give and bequeath to the 
town of Quincy, in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and County of Norfolk, in 
its corporate capacity, all my real estate 
* * * to be disposed of or kept as 
the town may think proper: the sales to- 
gether with the rents and profits and in- 
come from whatever source obtained, to be 
kept as a perpetual fund. * * * 

Again,—The Managers of the fund 
“shall establish and continue for the town 
forever a female institute.” 

And further the property is to be per- 
petually managed ‘‘for the best advantage 
of said town and Institute.”’ 

Clause 4 reads: ‘I would recommend 
that the said town or city, as the case may 
be, should choose a committee from time to 
time, to confer with the above-named 
officers concerning the best mode of 
managing said property and to see tha’ it is 
not wasted or lost.’’ 

The town or city is as prominent in the 
above quotations as the institute and in 
one case is placed ahead of it, ‘‘ for the 
best advantage of said town and institute.”’ 
The school is open to all Quincy born girls 
between 10 and 20, free of tuition. The 
managers of the fund and property are 
elective and appointive officers of the city. 
The citizens and officers desire that the 
fund and property shall not be forfeited, 
and have a right to insist that the require- 
ments of the will are obeyed, or in other 
words to interest themselves in the school. 

An attempt has been made to show that 
the institute is a public school. Where is 
the authority to call it a private school ? 
Only Quincy born girls may attend, but 
only Quincy children may attend the so- 
called public school. The city manages 
the fund in both cases, the institute being 
endowed while the support of the other 
as raised by taxation. 

A list of the young ladies attending the 
school is appended. The LepGer is aware 
that it is not complete; that some who 
contemplated attending, did not enter; 
that some who entered have dropped out; 
that this week a few more have entered, 
etc, etc. The list was not obtained from 
the principal, but will give the public an 
idea of who is attending the school. The 
names may be spelled wrong, the first 
names may not be the baptismal names, 
middle names or initial may be missing, 
but when the LEDGER is refused a list from 
one source, it must obtain it from another, 
The public demand it.

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A DAY OF TURMOIL. 


Omaha Workmen Show Their Sym- 
pathy For Kelley's Army. 


DEMANDED FREE USE OF CARS. 


Riots Averted by the Manly 
Attitude of Kelley. 


OMARA, April 21.—A procession of over 
1000 workingmen formed here yesterday 
und started for Council Bluffs to demand 
of the railroads that they allow a train to 
be chartered to take Kelley’s industrial 
army eastward. 

A strange sight was witnessed on the 
march from the bridge to Council Bluffs. 
Men and boys seemed to spring up from 
the ground, end the column which crossed 
the bridge had grown to over 6000 men by 
the time it reached the heart of the city. 

At Fifteenth street and Broadway the 
Omaha army was met by a detachment 
of Council Binffs laborers, with a fife 
and drum and a dozen flags. These, act- 
ing as an escort, took the company to 

Sayless park, where a halt was called, and 
in response to a request from Chief of 
Police Scanlan a committee was ap- 
pointed to present the demands of the 
men tothe railroad officials, who were 
always said to be found in the office of 


Jobn Y. Stone, 5 
While the committee was in the office 


the men lined up along the side of the 
square. 

In Mr. Stone’s office Rev. Dr. Duryea 
and B. D. Dailey addressed the committee 
in apacific speech, but the committee 
was warm, and iuformed them that there 
was no use of multiplying words. They 
demanded to see some représentatives of 
the railroads, but were informed that 
none were in town. 

Pandemoniam broke loose, in the 
midst of which a troop of 20o0r more 
women marched into the office. The 
committee left the office in a huff to look 
at the telegrams sent to the railroad 
office, in reply to which President Cable 
of the Rock Island said that he would not 
furnish a train to Kelley. 

A Talk With the Governor, 

Chief Scanlan, who met the army at 
the bridge, had all the saloons closed, 
and the company’s officers suppressed the 
numerous yocal demonstrations which 
were made. At this juncture “General” 
Kelley arrived in Council Bluffs and was 
at once sent for by Governor Jackson and 
the attorney general. 

The interviow was a prolonged one, for 
Governor Jackson took occasion to review 
the actions he had taken, the purport be- 
ing that he had taken every means possible 
toget the army on its way, and that the 
state authorities had not laid a straw of 
detention in its way. His correspondence 
with railroad officials had resulted in 
nothing so fur as the Northwestern, Mil- 
waukee or St. Paul and the Burlington 
Were concerned, they refusing to send 
them.

At2o’clock word was received thata 
detachment of Union Pacifie shopmen 
were on the way across the bridge, and a 
Council Blutls escort went downto meet 
them. They found over 1000 men in line, 
with flags waving, and blue ribbons, the 
badges of the army, in nearly every 
buttonhole. To the thundering of bass 
drums, they marched up to Broadway 
and over to Inyliss park. 

The streets of Council Biuffs by this 
time were black with a yelling, cheering 
crowd. Travelin every direction was al- 
most suspended. Flags were fluttering 
from numberless windows, and on every 
corner crowds were grouped to listen to 
the labor orations. 

It was 2 o'clock before replies were re 
ceived from the messages to the railway 
presidents, denying the requests for 
trains, and then the conference between 
the citizens’ committee and the railroad 
Officials ended. When Chairman Tiche- 
nor announced the result of vhe confer- 
ence it was greeted with roars of howls, 
jeers and hisses. After making a short 
address he spoke in strong terms against 
the violence, and cautioned the men 
against any destruction of property. 

Assoonas the meeting on the court- 
house square ended, led by a band, thon- 
sands formed in line and marched to Bay- 
liss park. 

Kelly’s men slept at Weston last night, 
and at daybreak marched to Council 
Bluffs, when a new start east was made 
on fogt. Quiet was restored by midnight.

IN CONGRESS. 


Senator Gray Has a Scheme For Prevent- 
ing Useless Waste of Time, 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The session of 
the house was devoted almost entirely to 
the consideration of a bill to repay cer- 
tain residents of Tennessee the amount of 
an assessment levied by General Sullivan | 
during the war. No conclusion was 
reached. 

The tariff speeches in the senate were | 
by Senators Gallinger of New Hamp- | 
shire, McMiltan of Michigan, and Dolph 
of Oregon. The latter did not finish his 
speech. 

Senator McPherson of New Jersey re- 
plied to the charges that have been made 
against certain Democratic senators that 
they were obstructing the tariff bill, and 
insisted that he was doing nothing of the 
kind. 

During Senator Gallinger’s speech there 
was a spirited colloguy between Senators | 
Gray, Aldrich and himself, in which the 
Wilson bill and its results on recent elec- 
tions were discussed. Senator Gray pro- 
posed an amendment to the the rules, 
designed to stop the practice of senators 
from reading their speeches and to pre- 
vent the reading of long extracts from 
books, papers and pamphlets as parts of 
speeches. The object is to put an end to 
the consumption of time. 

A long debate can be precipitated upon 
the proposed rule if the committee should 
ever report it to the senate, as it was the 
case when a proposition for cloture was 
arought into the senate during the con- 
sideration of the elections bill of the 
Fifty-first congress. 


A LONG PARADE. 
Paterson Weavers Journey to New York 
and Back on Foot. 

New York, April 21.—The striking silk 
weavers of Paterson, N. J., 500 strong, ac- 
companied by 200 weaver from Union Hill, 
arrived in this city yesterday. The dis- 
tance traveled was 18 miles, but the men 
were in good condition and spirits. 
Twenty kegs of beer had been consumed 
on the way. These had been presented by 

the brewers of Paterson. 

Treasurer Butt of the silk weavers’ as- 
sociation wasin command of the men, 
who left their town atS a.m. They were 
accompanied by a band of musicians, 
The coiumn was met at various points of 
the route by sympathizers, and were e3- 
corted to the several towns where the 
stops were made. 

They reached this city at 3:30. Four 
hundred men metthe column in New 
York and acted as escort to the head- 
quarters. Here a meeting was held, and 
various members of the order made 
speeches. At night another meeting was 
held, and afterward the visitors were 
taken to the homes of New York strikers.

Employes of the Consolidated Road 
Form a Federation, 


NOT ORGANIZED FOR TROUBLE 


But to Become Better Ac- 
quainted With Each Other. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 23. — Three 
hundred of the employes of the Consoli- 
dated Railroad company met here yester- 
day for the purpose of discussing the ad- 
visability of forming a federation to be 
made up of the six labor organizations 
into which the employes are divided. 
The meeting was purely in the interests 
of employes of the Consolidated, although 
there were quite a number of guests from 
lodges in other parts of the country. 

The organizations represented were the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Order of Railway Conductors, Order 
of Railroad Trainmen, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers and Switchmen’s Mutual 
Aid association. The question of form- 
inga system of federation was fully dis- 
cussed, and a big majority were in favor 
of the proposition. A committee made 
upof one member from each of the or- 
ganizations was appointed to visit every 
lodge throughout the system and report 
at a further meeting. 

An Open Meeting. 

At3o’clock in the afternoon a public 
meeting was held inthe Grand Opera 
house. C. A. Wilkins of Chicago, as- 
sistant grand chief conductor of the Order 
of Railway Conductors, said that the 
meeting did not necessarily mean that 
the men were planning a disturbance. As 
a matter of fact, the relations between the 
Consolidated and their employes were 
entirely pleasant, and nothing was more 
remote than the prospect of trouble be- 
tween them. The meeting was simply 
for the purpose of becoming acquainted 
with each other and ascertaining whether 
or not it was the general opinion that a 
system of federation would best cement 
the present cordial relations between em- 
ployers and employed, and promote the 
best interests of all concerned. 

Rev. Dr. Pullman told the men that 
the time was coming when there would 
be no such thing as strikes, but employers 
and employes would be organized into a 
common brotherhood. 

Church and Labor. 


P. H. Morrissey of Galesburg, Ills., first 
vice president of the Order of Railroad 
Trainmen, touched on the question of the 
relations between the church and the 
organizations, and said that it was the 
duty of the latter to be closely in touch 
with the church. The organiZations 
themselves would much prefer to hold 
their meetings on week days, but owing to 
the nature of their employment Sunday 
was the only day on which they could 
meet. The organizations took pride in 
the fact that no infidel or agnostic could 
become a member. 

Grand Master Sargent of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen adjured the 
men to remain faithful to the obligations 
assumed by them on entering their re- 
spective organizations, and to faithfully 
execute the trust reposed in them by their 
employers. He mentioned the fact that 
there are now 29,000 members of the 
Brotherhood of Firemen and over 675,000 
members of the different railway organi- 
zations, comprising the grandest indus- 
trial army in the world. 

A united organization, composed of 
conductors, telegraphers and every de- 
partment of the road, was formed. 

A letter of regret was read from Chief 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Engineers, 
who was unable to be present. 


Murder Narrowly Averted,

ARMY FROM THE HUB 


Didn’t Start From the Common and the 
Crowd Was Disappointed, 


Boston, April 23.—A vast crowd as- 


sembled on Boston Common yesterday 
afternoon to witness the departure of the 
unemployed for Washington, where they 
hope to join Coxey’s army. When Morri- 


son L. Swift stepped on to the improvised 
platform there were fully 25,000 present, 
and soon after the meeting got into work- 
ing order fully 35,000 were gathered 
around the bandstand. 

The crowd was a good-natured, hust- 
ling, bustling one, and did not seem to be 
at allimpressed with the occasion or to 
be in sympathy with the movement that 
the meeting was called for, but had come 
simply to have and make fun, which they 
did to their hearts’ content, but at no 
time was there anything that could be 
called disorderly. Swift opened the meet- 
Ing, but not having a very powerful 
voice he could not be heard at a great 
distant, and after standing some time the 
crowd began to surge forward, and those 
in front of the speaker were forced on to 
the small! platform, which succumbed to 
the strain and was broken to fragments. 
The speaker was thrown against the sap- 
ling fence that surrounds the bandstand, 
and under the pressure from the crowd 
the fence was bent, but did not break. 

Swift took his position on the band- 
stand, and delivered his characteristic 
speech denouncing the wealthy, the 
monopolists and everybody in general 
that did not sympathize with the social- 
ist platform. 

The speeches were continually inter- 
rupted by the tactics of the crowd, who, 
when anything did not meet their ap- 
proval, would hiss and whistle and com- 
mence to push those in front of them un- 
til those close to the fence would cry out, 
and which generally brought forth re- 
monstrance from the speakers. 

Swift submitted a letter to President 
Cleveland, purporting to be a review of 
the grievances of the “unemployed 
thousands in New England,” and it was 
adopted by a mighty **Yes. 

At this point there was a conference be- 
tween the leaders while one of them was 
speaking, and as a result those who had 
enrolled themseives in the delegation 
were told to slip away quietly and meet 
at Roxbury crossing, where Major Gen- 
eral Fitzgerald would meet them and 
would then march to Dedham. 

Theimmense crowd did not know of 
what had been decided upon, and madea 
break for Tremont street, where they ex- 
pected the men to pass. They waited in 
vain, however, as an hour after the order 
was given, 45 men, headed by their leader, 
Fitzgerald, and carrying the yellow flag, 
were marching toward Jamaica Plain. 
Traffic ou Tremont street was blockaded 
for several hours after the meeting ad- 
journed by the people waiting to see the 
“army” start olf.

WHITE VS, BLACK, 


Another Serious Race War Breaks Out 
In an Alabama District, 

TALLULAH, La., April 23.—A race war is 
on in this section of Madison parish, and 
so far one white man and one negro have 
been killed, one white man badly beaten 
aud 13 negroes are now in captivity, 
charged with murder. 

Friday, Charles J. MacFarland, the 
manager of the Dancy place, had a diffi- 
culty with anegro tenant named Josh 
Hopkins, in which MacFarland was 
beaten. Friday evening a posse started in 
pursuit of this negro, who fled. Mac- 
Farland and a man named Boyce started 
atthe head, ard asthey were crossing 
Brush bayou they were fired upon from 
ambush. Boyce was killed. MacFarland 
escaped to the woods, where he remained 
until yesterday. 

Assoon asthe fact was made known 
Sheriff McClellan, with a posse, went to 
thescene. The negroes were located in 
the woods, late Saturday night, abouta 
quarter ofa mile from the place of kill- 
ing. Thesheriff captured Horace Will- 
jams. Justashe got to the edge of the 
woods, Williams made an effort to escape. 
The deputies fired on him and killed him. 
Three more negroes were captured and 
lodged in jail. 

Triple Lynching In Alabama. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 23—At Tus 
combia Tom Black, John Willis and 
Tony Johnson, negro incendiaries, were 
lynched. They were led tothe Tennessee 
river bridge, ropes were placed about each 
of their necks, and, with the end tied 
to the bridge timbers, they were compelled 
to jump off. The fall broke their necks, 
andthe bodies, after being filled with 
bullets, were lef; dangling where they 
hung. 

The Coxey Crowd. 

HAGERSTOWN, Md., April 23.—After a 
three days’ stop in this place the Coxey 
cohorts are preparing to march on to 
Frederick. Mayor Fleming of Frederick is 
preparing a frosty reception of the army. 
He has announced that no public meet- 
ing will be allowed unless ina hall, and 
that there shall be no parade on the 
street.

Nine Senators Object to Discussing 
Tariff by Paragraphs. 


FAST SOUTHERN MAIL SUBSIDY 


Is Likely to Cause a Contest 
In the House. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The prospect is 
that the tariff debate in the senate will 
continue this week much on the same 
lines as have been observed since the 
agreement for the regulation for hours of 
debate was entered into, notwithstanding 
the arrangement that the reading of the 
bill by paragraphs shall be begun on 
Wednesday at 1 o'clock. 

The Republican senators are counting 
upon the continuance of this program for 
at least another week, and expect to go 
on with their general speeches just as 
they have been doing for the past three 
weeks. 

“General debate,” said Senator Ald- 
rich, in discussing the outlook, ‘will con- 
clude Tuesday at 5 o’clock, and will be 
resumed Wednesday at 1 o’clock.” 

Senator Aldrich is among those who 
have not yet spoken upon the general feat- 
ures of the bill, and he will not now 
have time to get in before the reading of 
the billis begun. Besides replying to 
Senator Mills, he will devote himself 
especially tothe revenue features of the 
pending bill. 

The speeches anndunced for the week 
are those of Washburn today, Mills and 
Palmer on Tuesday, Higgins on Wednes- 
day and Cullom on Thursday or Friday. 

Other speeches, among them one by 
Senator Lindsey of Kentucky, may be 
made on any of these days, and if no one 
else should be prepared to proceed at any 
time, Senator Quay will continue the 
speech Of which he has already delivered 
several installments. It is understood 
that he has not exhausted more than half 
of the material he has collected upon the 
various features of the bill, and that 
when his speech is finally concluded and 
printed it wil! make a large book on the 
tariff. 

Senator Dolph may also atany time 
conclude his unfinished speech. Senator 
Millsis expected to reply ina general 
way for the members of the finance com- 
mittee to the attacks which have been 
made upon the bill, and his speech will 
be about three hours in length. Senator 
Higgins will discuss the Hawaiian ques- 
ing, basing his speech upon the provision 
contained in the first report of the senate 
bill for the nullification of the reciprocity 
treaty with the islands and will advocate 
their annexation to the United States. 

Hot Contest Probable, 

Nine Republican senators will make 
manifest their disposition to contest 
every inch of ground at the very begin- 
ning of the discussion of the paragraphs, 
as such, day after tomorrow, by at- 
tempting to have the provision of the 
first paragraph, providing that the new 
tariff shall go into effect on June 30, 
changed. Thay will contend that the 
custom has always been to give at least 
six months’ notice in making a change of 
the tariff laws. They also say that there 
are other provisions in this paragraph 
which will require careful consideration, 
andanumber of them agree in saying 
that it is probable that the chemical 
schedule, the first in the bill, will not be 
reached before next week. 

Senator Harris, upon being asked, said 
that no agreement had been reached for 
the continuance of the present agreement 
as to hours for debate, and he was not 
prepared to say what would be done in 
that respect when that stage of the con- 
sideration of the bill should be reached. 

“Tt will depend upon circumstances,”* he 
said, ‘‘whether we shall go on as at pres- 
ent. We possibly may during this week, 
but I should say not longer. We have al- 
ready had the bill under consideration 
for three weeks, and its opponents have 
consumed the greater part of the time. 
They certainly should have had oppor- 
tunity to exhaust their long speeches, and 
ifa disposition should be shown to con- 
tinue to make them, I shall ask for an ex- 
tension of the daily time for debate, 

“We shall haveto come to that soon 
if it becomes apparent that those whoare 
unfriendly to the bill mean to adopt un- 
dilatory tactics. Ithink we shall begin 
by meeting earlier, and if that change 
does not suffice to effect sufficient prog- 
ress, we shall gradually extend the hours 
into the night, and will then begin a con- 
test which must either exhaust the sena- 
tors or exhaust the debate, and result in 
final action upon the bill.” 

House Forecast. 

Appropriation bills will continue to 
o cupy the attention of the house during 
the week, after today, which, under the 
rules, will be devoted to the consideration 
of business reported from the District of 
Columbia committee. 

On Tuesday the diplomatic and con- 
sular bill, which consumed the major 
portion of last week, will probably be fin- 
ished, and on Wednesday the postoffice 
appropriation bill, the consideration of 
which was interrupted by the departure 
of Chairman Henderson of the postoffice 
committee as one of the committee to at- 
tend the funeral of the late Senator 
Vance, will be resumed. 

The only item in this bill undisposed of 
is that providing a special subsidy for the 
fast southern mail. As astrong fight is 
being made to cut off this appropriation 
it may require two daysto get it out of 
the way. The general impression seems 
to be that the adversaries of this appro- 
priation will not be able to defeat it, as it 
has earnest champions not only in the 
south, but in the north and west. 

Business is so far advanced in the honse 
that no attempt will probably be made to 
deprive the committee on claims of Fri-

GREECE OR ROM 


Te Which Country Do We Owe 
More P 


HIGH SCHOOL PRIZE ESSAY, 


Written by Miss Ellen M. Greaney of 
Class of 1895, 


The prize for the best essay in the recent 
High school contest, Class of ‘95, was 
awarded to Miss Ellen M. Greaney, whose 
paper “To Which Country Do We Owe 
More,—Greece or Rome,”’ is given below : 

If one were to reply to this question with 
little previous thought, he would without 
doubt answer, ‘‘Rome.’’ Upon being 
questioned further, he would perhaps tell 
of her literature, her architecture and 
sculpture, and her government. ll this, 
or the record of all this has been handed 
down to us from the early Romans and is of 
advantage without limit tous today. We 
see wherein they have failed; we preceive 
those things in which they have attained 
success, and the value, to us is infinite. 

And the advocate of Roman superiority 
goes on, mayhap, to tell us that the 
Roman genius for organization and govern- 
ment surpassed any ever known, that it is 
& most important factor in modern civiliza- 
tion, that our own government, of today is 
founded on its principles, in fact, that we 
owe, indirectly, to the ‘‘ Eternal City,” all 
the good order, and good administration, 
of our country. 

All this, without previous thonght. But 
he who studies the subject carefully and 
thoroughly, we are sure, will make his de- 
cision in favor of Greece, And why Greece, 
you ask? Let us consider. First, we find 
as we examine, that the literary or purely 
intellectual life of the Romans was in 
every way far inferior to that of the Greeks, 
The ancient conquerers of the world were 
too much absorbed in the business of war, 
to find much time to pay devotion to the 
muses, or to pursue with much earnestness, 
those philosophical speculations, which 
were 80 congenial! to the Athenian intellect, 
Even the Roman amusements, tended to 
the same end as did their more serious 
employments, The bloody encounters 
between the gladiators were much more 
congenial than the mock tragedies of the 
stage. 

Therefore, although Rome possessed 
writers of merit, they were far from poss- 
essing that genius, which makes the pro- 
ductions of the Hillenic race stand foremost 
among the literary treasures of the world. 

In only three centuries in the histery of 
ancient Rome do we find any instances of 
literary activity. In the first five centuries 
we find absolutely no traces of any literature. 
In the third century, before; Christ, it 
flourishes for a short period, but later 
languishes, and the last four hundred years 
of the empire exhibit not one writer of 
note, 

And during all this time what was Greece 
doing inthe field of literature? In the 
words of the historian, she was giving to 
the world, ‘‘a literature which is incom- 
parably, the most valuable of all the liter- 
atures of antiquity—a literature far richer, 
grander, and more original than that 
of Rome,—for indeed, the Latins were 
avowedly imitators of the Greeks.’’ And 
in this, lies the keynote of the situation, 
Greece led; Rome either imitated or 
borrowed. 

During these years the literature of 
Greece was at its zemith,—that literature 
which is today a most priceless treasure— 
never fading with its age but ever growing 
in value and worth. Truly, the poet may 

sing: 


“Hail! consecrated Greece,— Majestic Queen 
Of Song! Hail splendor, whose full glory seen 
Althrough the pale-starred night ot age, 

Still brightest on the soul-thrilled page 

Of high, divinest art, hath ever been. 

Hail! Laureate land, whose gloried worth 
Ernst chose thee, the elect of earth.” 


Homer, Hesiod, Tyrtaeus, Sappho, 
Anacreon, are but a few of that bright 
galaxy of poets who have made Grecian 
writings immortal. 

It is true that Rome has also given us 
brilliant writers such as Virgil, Horace, 
Ovid, Lucretius and Catullus, but many 
of, their ideas were borrowed from the 
Greeks. This is especially noticeable in 
“*Georgies"” by Virgil which closely re- 
sembles ‘‘ works and Days’’ by Hesiod. 

That which is true of Greek literature, 
compared with Roman literature, may also 
be said of architecture and sculpture, 
namely: Greek led, Rome followed so 
farasshe could. Nearly all the works of 
art which Rome possesses today were either 
taken from Athens, or copied from her. 

But, you say, Greece may have been fore- 
most in literature, and the fine arts, but 
everyone must concede that Greece had no 
such talent for governing as that possessed 
by Rome. 

Perhaps that is best answered by the 
eminent philosopher who tells us, “‘ The 
Greek subjected his institutions to him- 
self, instead of subjecting himself to them, 
he made of them a means, and not an end. 
He used them for a complete and harmo- 
nius self-development; he could be at once 
poet, philosopher, critic,magistrate, pontiff, 
judge, citizen and athlete; exercise his 
limbs, his taste and his intellect, in short, 
combine in himself twenty different sorts 
of talent without one impairing the other.” 

Thus we perceive that the richness of 
our classica] literature, and art, and our 
methods of government, as well, come to 


us directly or indirectly from Greece, which 
has been deservedly called, ‘‘ the mother of 
odern Civilization,” and of whose works 
we can sincerely say: 
“ Oh they pervade the vale of time 
And thrill their primal)life’s full force 
And ring an ever deathless chime 
In Queenly art’s harmonious course. 


“ Then safe, great Greece, thy gloried fame 
And safe thy star from blighting night, 
For they thy ever sacred name, 
Illumine with immortal light.”

VICTIM WAS TIPSY. 
Town of Sharon, Mass., Excited Over a 
_ Sunday Tragedy. 

SHARON, Mass., April 23.—Charles F. 
Ikenhaus has been arrested forthe kill- 
ing of James Tracy. Not since the find- 
ing of the body of Carrie Whitney, who 
was murdered on the shore of Lake 
Massapoag about eight years ago, has 
there been so much excitement in this 
little town. 

Early Sunday morning James Tracy, 
who 1s said to have been half drank, with 
two companions, tried to gain admittance 
to Ilkenhaus’ house, and were met by 
Iikenhaus at the door. Tracy stood on 
the top step and his companions were in 
the rear. 

Iikephaus opened the door buta few 
tnches and emptied the chambers of a 38- 
caliper revolver into the body of Tracy. 

One‘of the bullets proved fatal, and that 
entered his side about 21-2 inches above 
the left nipple, between the fourth and 
fifth ribs, through his left lung, severing 
anartery,and through his right lung, 
striking the fourth rib, on his right side, 
and lodging just beneath the skin under 
his arm. 

When the first shot was fired Tracy and 
his companions started to run, and Ilken- 
haus, after firing three shots, closed his 
door, unconscious of the results of his 
shooting. 

The only explanation he gives is that 
the men were trying to rob his home and 
he shot in self-defense. 

The men said that they came along the 
Toad as they always did and made no un- 
usual noises. They say that they went to 
the house because they saw a light in the 
window and wanted to get a match. They 
rapped on the door, and in response Ilken- 
haus came, and before they knew what 
was up the fatal revolver spoke and the 
next they saw was Tracy staggering out 
and falling headlong over the stone steps 
to the sidewalk. 


A SURPRISE PARTY, 


Lawbreakers at Tiverton Receive an 
Unexpected Visit From Officers, 

FALL RIVER, Mass., April 23.—The sheriff 
of Newport county with a squad of 
deputies and police officers from New- 
port dropped in upon North Tiverton, R. 
L, just over the state line yesterday morn- 
ing and captured 43 barrels of beer and 
three dealers. The deputies were armed 
with rifles and there was no attempt at 
resistance. 

A week ago yesterday Tiverton was 
without police protection, the constables 
not having been sworn in, and a mob of 
some 2000 gathered. Ring fights and dog 
and cock fights were to be found every 
few yards, and there were many scenes of 
violence throughout the day. In antici- 
pation ofanother such day of mob rule 
the people of the town asked for ald from 
state officers. Squads of police were sent 
down yesterday from the different sta- 
tions here to preserve order on this side 
ofthe line. A crowd gathered, but the 
fear of arrest and of summary punish- 
ment prevented any repetition of previous 
lawless proceedings.

AMHERST, Mass., April 23.—Miss Flor- 
ence Geer, aged 18, daughter of Mrs.

Miss Geer was alone. The man asked 
permission to enter, but attempted no 
violence. When the girl ran from the 
house in search of her parents he sud- 
denly disappeared. It is supposed that 
he was drunk or demented. 


A Providence Mystery. 

PROVIDENCE, April 23.—It is now be 
lieved that Patrick McCreary, whose body 
was found in the Providence river Satur 
day, and who was supposed to have 
fallen overboard accidentally, was mur- 
dered. Medical Examiner Palmer found 
the body terribly mutilated. The skull 
was crushed, probably by a blow from a 
heavy club. The right hand is also badly 
mangled. McCreary was a sailor.

VILLAGES IN RUINS. 


Many Persons Killed and Injured by 
Earthquakes In Greece. 


A NUMBER OF CHURCHES FALL. 


Later Reports Will Swell the 
List of Fatalities. 


ATHENS, April 23, — The earthquake 
shocks that began at about 7:30 Friday 
night continued with more or less fre 
quency until yesterday. All Saturday 
night a moving of the earth was noticed, 
and the people of this city were in a state 
of semi-panic. 

Thousands of people spent the whole 
night in the streets, dreading that should 
they enter their houses a more severe 
shock might bring the buildings down 
uponthem. Telegraphic communication 
with many parts of the country is badly 
interrupted, and itis impossible to get 
news from some of the towns that must 
have been affected by the shocks. This 
uncertainty has given riseto many ru- 
mors regarding the loss of life, some of 
the estimates placing it ata very high 
bumber. That it is large there is no 
doubt. 

All the dispatches from the provinces, 
to the number of killed and injured, will 
greatly swell the accountsof the damage 
to property. In three villages alone, 
Maselina, Proskina and Martino, allin 
the province of Locris, 129 persons were 
killed. 

A heavy shock occurred at Proskina 
while vesper services were being held in 
the parish church, which was quite an 
old building, but a very substantial edi- 
fice. The walls of the church fell, bury- 
ing all the worshippers inthe ruins. The 
residents of the building were terror 
stricken at the violenceof the seismic 
disturbance, and some little time elapsed 
before they recovered enough presence of 
mind to attempt to remove those covered 
with the debris of the church. Finally, 
however, a force was organized and the 
work of rescue began. Hardly a person 
in the church escaped without injury. 
Thirty were taken out dead, amid the 
wailing and sobbing of their relatives and 
friends. Houses were thrown down in 
other parts of the village, and the money 
loss is great. 

But Few Escaped, 

Some of the villagers are practically 
ruined. At Malesina houses tottered and 
fell as though built of cardboard. Hun- 
dreds of their occupants were caught 
before they had time to more than at- 
tempt toescape. In this little village 60 
persons were killed, some of the bodies 
being crushed out of all semblance to 
humanity. In some cases entire families, 
fathers, mothers!and children, were taken 
out of the ruins dead. 

At Martino 39 persons were killed. 
Here, as at Proskina, the parish church 
was the scene of the greatest number of 
fatalities, the walls of the structure being 
thrown from their foundations and top- 
pled upon the worshippers. The others 
who lost their lives were killed by falling 
houses. 

It would he almcst impossible to de- 
scribe the scene in these villages. The 
people appear to be stunned by the sever- 
ity of the blow that has fallen upon them, 
and many of them are completely apa- 
thetic. 

Others who lost loved ones are nearly 
crazed with grief, and many heart-rend- 
ing scenes have been witnessed as the 
dead are tenderly removed from the 
masses of wreckage that once represented 
dwelling houses and places of worship. 

In the vicinity of Athens the fatalities 
were less numerous, but the damage to 
property is immense. The offices of the 
American Lloyd and other steamship 
companies were partially destroyed. 

The domes, walls and mosaics of the 
famous Byzantine church of Daphnea 
were very serieusly injured. 

King Will Go the Rounds, 

King George will start for the mari- 
time districts that have been devastated 
by the shocks. He will be accompanied 
by the minister of the interior and other 
officials, and together they will decide 
upon the measures that must be taken 
to alleviate the distress among the 
people. 

The reports that have thus far been re- 
ceived show that very many of the deaths 
occurred in the churches. Last week was 
passion week in the Greek church and 
religious services were held every day and 
evening. The services were very largely 
attended, and, several churches falling, 
this, in a measure, accounts for the large 
loss of life. A majority of the victims 
were women and children. 

The government will be compelled to 
adopt extraordinary measures to help the 
poorin the districts affected. Steps to 
this end have already been taken, and the 
state authorities are giving quick re- 
sponse tothe calls that are being made 
upon them. 

The total number of deaths thus far re- 
ported is 160, but there is scarcely any 
question that this number will be aug- 
mented when the more remote villages 
are heard from. 

When this dispatch was being sent 
from Athens, a sharp shock was felt that 
foratime caused consternation among 
everybody in the telegraph office. 


Pacific Coast Steamer Wrecked. 

MONTEREY, Cal., April 23.—The Pacific 
Coast Steamship company’s steamer Los 
Angeles, bound north from Newport and 
way portsto San Francisco, ran on the 
rocks at Point Sur lighthouse Saturday 
night. Thesteamer sank within a few 
Minutes, and the passengers and crew 
took to the boats. Three men in the for- 
ward part o the vessel were caught by 
the rush of water and drowned 


Another Bad Anarchist Captured, 

Loxpon, April 23.—Owing to revela- 
tions made by Francesco Polti, the an- 
archist, the police have arrested an Italian 
named Giuseppe Ferrara. It is said that 
Ferrara controlled the collection and dis- 
tribution of funds for the anarchist cause, 
and directed the manufacture and dis- 
posal of shells.

FOR LONGER SESSIONS 


Democrats Are Anxious to Dispose 
of the Tariff Bill. 


PEFFER AND THE COXEY ARMY, 


The Populist Senator’s Propo- 
sition Is Voted Down. 


WaAsHINcTon, April 24.—The conference 
®egan last week of Democratic senators 
on the tariff was continued in the room 
of the senate committee on appropria- 
tions yesterday. They decided among 
ether (hings to summon absent Demo- 
eratic senators so as to have them here by 
tomorrow, when the bill is to be taken up 
by paragraphs to support the finance 
committee in any effort it may make to 
crowd the bill toward its passage. 

They agreed to begin this work by try- 
ing to get an extension of the daily hours 
for debate, and authorized Senator Harris 
to ask tomorrow for the continuation 
of debate until 6 o’clock each day, instead 
of 5 o'clock, the hour of closing under the 
present agreement. There is no room for 
doubt that the conference also considered 
the advisability of amending the bill so 
as to make it acceptable to Democratic 
senators who now find the bill distasteful 
to them, but the senators who were in 
the conference were very reticent on the 
point. 

There was abundant confi. mation, how- 
ever, of the report heretofore sent out 
that the Democratic members of the 
finance committee are considering the 
advisability of revising the bill in various 
particulars, and have called other Demo- 
cratic senators into consultation with 
them. 

The Income Tax Muddle. 

It is understood that one of the de- 
mands which the malcontents will make 
will be the dropping of the income tax, 
but the friends of the bill say that while 
sonst change may be made in this feature 
of the bill, it will not be dropped under 
any circumstances, 

Senators Voorhees, Cockrell and Jones 
agreed when spoken to upon this question 
that the income tax would go through if 
the bill itself should pass, Senator Voor- 
hees declared it was the strongest feature 
of the bill. There is a strong probability, 
however, that this feature of the measure 
will be amended, and it certainly will be 
ifamendments can be made which will 
secure the support of Senators Hill, 
Murpby and Brice. 

A leading Democratic senator, who is 
a supporter of the billas it now stands, 
said that he would be willing to lower 
the limit on incomes to be taxed to $1200 
or $2000, and possibly to lower the taxa- 
tion tolorl-2 per cent. When Senator 
Smith was asked if he would accept a 
compromise on this basis, he said he was 
not talking compromise at all. 

No Hearing For Coxey’s Army. 

An effort was made yesterday by Mr. 
Peffer to get before the senate again his 
resolution fora select committee to give 
hearings to the Coxey army. He madea 
motion to take it up; but on the yeas and 
nays only 17 senators voted for it, includ- 
ing Senator Hawley, who probably de- 
sired to give Mr. Allen an opportunity of 
replying to his remarks, and 26 against it. 

Senator Washburn of Minnesota con- 
sumed almost the entire afternoon argu- 
ing against the tariff bill, which was 
mainly a protest against the abrogation 
of the reciprocity clause of the McKinley 
law. He expressed the belief that the 
Wilson bill, in some form, would be 
enacted into law. 

In the few moments that remained be- 
tween the time Senator Washburn con- 
cluded his speech and the hour of 5 
o'clock, Senator Dolph gave an install- 
ment of his speech. 

District of Columbia Day. 

The house devoted the entire day to 
business from the committee on the 
District of Columbia. Two bills of more 
or less importance were acted upon. The 
first, which was passed, was a bill ex- 
tending the time allowed the Metropolitan 
Street Railroad company of this city to 
change its motive power. The other bill 
wasone to permit bookmaking at the 
regular spring and fall meetings of the 
jockey clubs and driving parks of the 
District of Columbia. The bill has been 
vigorously pushed and was earnestly 
championed on the floor, but met also 
with bitter opposition. When the vote 
was taken, tothe surprise of all, the bill 
was defeated by 87 to 63.

More Than rwo Hundred Killed, 

ATHENS, April 24.—There were several 
alighter shocks of earthquake Sunday 
night and yesterday. News from the 
shaken districts represent an appalling 
aspect of affairs. Whole villages are in 
ruins, and the survivors are camping out, 
and in many cases entirely without food. 
The total number of deaths reported is 
now 227. 

Fatal Hungarian Riot. 

Bupa-Pestu, April 24—A mobof social- 
ist Hungarians made an attack upon the 
municipal building at Holdmezo. The 
police charged upon the crowd and drove 
it back. The mobclosed up and made 
another assault upon the town hall, when 
the gendarmes fired, killing two and 
wounding a dozen or more. 


Figuring on Reduced Wages. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., April 24.—A feel- 
ing of uneasiness prevails among textile 
operatives here in view of the ultimatum 
of Fall River manufacturers in reducing 
wages. Should local manufacturers at 
tempt to follow Fall River’s mill owners 
plans prominent union officials here pre 
dict a genera! strike,

FOUGHT THE SHERIFF 


Sympathetic Women Tried to Rescue 
a Riotous Striker. 


COKE REGION STRIKE SPREADS. 


Whole Connellsville Region In 
Sympathy With Strikers. 


UNIoNtTowN, Pa., April 24.—At the Oli- 
ver plant, near here, a striker named 
Michael Petzko stoned the coke drawers 
while they were at work in the yard. 
Sheriff Wilhelm anda posse of deputies 
arrested him, when about 50 women as- 
sembled and demanded his release. The 
officers warned the women not to inter- 
fere. The answer was a yell of defiance, 
and thenthe whole crowd of cursing, 
screaming women charged the squad of 
men, attacking them with every missile 
and weapon, except firearms. 

Blood was flowing from numbers of the 
men in a moment, and when some of 
them had been knocked down they were 
forced to fight back. Mrs. Petzko, the 
leader of the furies, rushed at Deputy 
Sheriff Richards with an uplifted ax. He 
avoided the blow and knocked her sense- 
less with his revolver, and she lay 
stretched at length on the ground with 
the blood gushing from agash in her 
forehead. The cry was raised that she 
was killed and the bedlam of savage 
excitement cannot be described. But she 
revived after 20 minutes. 

When she struck at Richards with her 
ax the other deputies threw off the re- 
straint that had made them helpless 
against these women heretofore. Num- 
bersof women were felled with blows 
from maces, others were stabbed with 
bayonets or beaten with the stocks of 
Winchesters, and the sheriff had great 
difficulty in preventing the men from 
shooting them down like dogs. The situ- 
ation at Oliver is alarming. 

More Men Coming Out, 

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., April 24. — The 
delegate convention of the coke workers 
at Scottdale passed resolutions ordering 
the entire region out to join the national 
strike of coal miners. 

The prospect of spreading the strike in 
the coke region has thrown this section 
of the region into excitement. Leaders 
here now assert that within two days all 
the miners of the region will be out. 
While they expected a cessation of work 
at some of the smaller plants, none ex- 
pected the larger plants to shut down. 

When the news reached here that the 
men at Valley and Standard, the largest 
plants in the region, had all come out 
there was general rejoicing among the 
strikers. These men refused to join the 
recent strike, but now they are the first to 
obey the order of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ association for the general strike. 

A Mine on Fire. 

CoLumbus, O., April 24.—The firing of 
the mine at Monday, yesterday, threatens 
to be more serious than first supposed. 
The mine was nearly worked out a year 
ago and since then has been operated by 
aco-operative company of miners.” The 
Monday mine is connected with the 
Brush Fork mines, which are among the 
largest in the Hocking Valley, by an air 


‘shaft, and there is danger of the fire 


spreading to the latter, in which case the 
lo3s will be very great. There is no clew 
to the person or persons supposed to have 
fired the mine. 
Not Inclined to Strike. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 24.—Reas- 
suring reports still come up the river and 
everything now indicates that there will 
be no strike among Kanawha miners. 
The men exhausted themselves in the 
March strike, and quitting work now 
means starvation. 

Nearly 126,000 Out, 

CoLumBvus, O., April 24.—The latest re- 
ports received by President McBride of 
the United Mine Workers show suspension 
of work by a total of 125,900. 


Probably Runaways. 

PoRTLAND, Me., April 24.—Two boys 
about 17 years old applied at the police 
station last night for lodging. They gave 
their names as George Kelson and John 
Neager of Newburyport, Mass. Both 
were well dressed and do not look as if 
they ever did any work. They are 
thought to be runaways. 


Suicide In a Cemetery. 

Boston, April 24.—An unknown woman 
committed suicide in Evergreen cemetery 
yesterday afternoon by drinking whisky 
and laudanum. The woman hada plain 
gold band on the third finger of her left 
hand, and her handkerchief was marked 
with the le‘ter K. 

Had No Doctor. 

WORCESTER, Mass., April 24.—Samuel 
Butterworth, aged 23, was taken from his 
boarding house last evening to the isola- 
tion hospital, suffering from smallpox. 
He had been sick four days without a 
doctor. Quarantine has been established 
at the house. 


Trains Are Running.

Governor Greenhalge vetoed the bill 
allowing the sale of “artificially reared 
trout during the months of February and 
March, giving as his reason that the bill 
did not clearly define what was meant by 
“artificially reared trout,’ as it would be 
difficult to distinguish between wild and 
reared trout. 

The committee on manufactures re 
ported to the house what they learned or 
their recent trip. The committee visited 
Philadelphia and Richmond. The report 
says: 

“The officials in those cities expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of munici- 
pal ownership of gas and electric light 
systems, yet it is a fact that in neither of 
the cities named, notwithstanding long 
and continued ownership of gas works, 
has there been any move looking to the 
establishment of a municipal electric 
light plant, although this was advocated 
by the chief executives of Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. In each city there is op- 
position to the doctrine of municipal 
ownership of either gas or electric 
systems. 

“The situation as observed in Richmond 
was to some extent more favorable to the 
theory of municipal ownership, inasmuch 
as by what appears to be a proper method 
of bookkeeping a balance of profit is 
shown here as well as in Philadelphia. 
Upon inquiry it was learned that neither 
in the charters of the electric lighting 
companies norin the contracts for mu- 
nicipal lighting were there any provisions 
in reference to a possible desire on the 
part of the cities to purchase the fran- 
chises and property of the company at 
any time, or any special law regarding 
the same. ’

COXEY'S BIG FIGURES 


Asks For Transportation Rates For a 
Hundred Thousand Men. 


BOUND TO STORM THE CAPITOL 


Notwithstanding the Issue of 
a Warning Proclamation. 


New York, April 24.—J. 8. Coxey 
called on L. P. Farmer, passenger com- 
missioner of the trunk line, to get rates 
for transportation of his army to Wash- 
ington. Coxey told Mr. Farmer that he 
wanted rates for at least 100,000 men, pos- 
sibly 1,000,000. The trip is to be made 
about May 1. Coxey said that men would 
come from as far westas Chicago, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. Mr. Farmer could 
only give the general a vague idea of 
what might be done, and Coxey left with 
the understanding that the matter would 
be placed before the next meeting of the 
passenger committee. 

Coxey, last night, was shown a copy of 
the proclamation issued by the district 
commissioner of Washington, warning 
the industrial armies from invading the 
Capitol, and having perused it carefully, 
said: “My answer to it is this: ‘The 
wicked fleeth when no man pursueth.’” 

For the first time since his arrival in 
this city the general showed that he was 
wrought up, although he ‘outwardly 
strove to repress all signs of emotion. It 
was with aforced smile that he said: 
“Then my army has struck terror into 
the hearts of the president and congress- 
men.” 

“Will you heed the proclamation?” 

“Emphatically, no.” 

“If the police arrest yourself and army, 
what then?” 

“Let them dare,” sn apped the general, 
his eyes flashing. 

“Will you desist from encouraging 
other industrial armies from storming the 
Capitol?” 

“On the contrary, I shall redouble my 
efforts to bring every unemployed man, 
woman and child to Washington.” 

“Will not the fear of possible bloodshed 
deter you?”’ 

“I do not court a resort to arms, but we 
will demand our rights, even if it takes 
physical strength to prevail. I shall not 
commit myself to that, but will repeat 
my declaration to bring congress to terms 
by besieging Washington until justice is 
done.” 

“What if the unemployed starve in [the 
streets of Washington?” 

“The stench from their ashes will force 
congress to relief.” 

“Is that intended in all seriousness?” 

“Certainly, matters will be carried to 
that extreme if necessary.” 

Coxey made these declarations while on 
his way to address the members of the 
People’s Industrial league, where he had 
been invited by the state committee of 
the People’s party. About 500 Populists 
were present to hearthe general. Many 
present were women. 

Coxey speke for over an hour. He 
would clasp both hands, and, raising 
them above his head, would bring them 
down with asweeping motion. His talk 
was chiefly on the demonetization of gold 
and silver, and the millenium that would 
be brought about by the passage of his 
good roads bill and a non-interest bearing 
bond bill. He said that he bad done 
more tostir up American people than 
any man since the days of John Brown. 

Boston's Contingent, 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., April 24 —Fifty-one 
dusty and footsore soldiers of the New 
England branch of the Coxey movement 
marched into North Attleboro last even- 


“ing, prepared to encamp for the night. 


Courier McKenzie bad arrived early in 
the day, and the town fathers gave per- 
mission forthe army to be quartered at 
the town farm. When the army was re- 
ported in sight Selectman Hennigan, 
Overseer of the Poor Peck and Sheriff 
Brown rode out, and Commander Fitzger- 
ald was informed that the industrials 
would not be allowed the center of the 
town. 

The poor farm being in the northern 
part of the town, they proceeded to camp 
for the night. When in motion, thecolor 
bearers unfurled the banner of the army. 
But this the town officials objected to, and 
it was put away and the United States 
flag substituted at the poor farm. ‘he 
town provided supper for the men. Ar- 
rangements were made by Commander 
Fitzgerald providing that the men would 
not have to saw avood for their meal, as is 
the usual custom with tramps. 

Last evening, accompanied by some of 
his followers, Fitzgerald came into the 
town and delivered a lecture on the Com- 
mon, at the conclusion of which consider- 
able money was gathered. Fitzgerald 
said he would not increase the number of 
the army. They were all picked men and 
fitted for the march. 

Smith Seeks Peace. 

WASHINGTON, April 24. — Unknown 
Smith, the late redoubtable lieutenant of 
General Coxey, strikingly arrayedio a 
brown velvet coat and vest, white rid- 
ing trousers and black leggings, and be- 
decked with jewelry, reached . Washing- 
ton yesterday, and appeared at the local 
Coxey headquarters. 

With him was “Cheeky” Childs, erst- 
while of the Coxey army, and between 
them was an unauthorized advance 
agent of the corps. The Unknown says 
he came in yesterday from Frederick, Md., 
where about 300 of his adherents, he 
claims, are in waiting, living in squads 
upon the country people. He spoke in 
the most glowing terms of the Coxey 
movement and denied having had any 
personal difficulty with Browne. He 
looked to Redstone to settle the slight 
misunderstanding that had arisen be- 
tween himself and General Coxey, and 
said chat even if that failed he would fall 
in behind when the army comes along 
end doall he canto advance the move- | 
ment. 

Train Bobs Up. 

New York, April 24.—George Francis 
Train announces that in view of the de- 
cision in congress that they will not hear 
the Coxeyites, he will at once proceed to 
Washington asthe representative of 70,- 
000,000 of people, and guarantee that they 
sreheard. For this purpose Mr. Train 
says he has engaged Metzerott Music hall 
for a period of two week, to be used by 
the Coxey people for their meetings, 
which will open there on Thursday. Mr. 
Train declares that if they arrest anybody 
they are at liberty to arrest him, but he 
dares them to interfere with him.

Generous Boonesboro Folks, 

BoonesBoro, Md., April 24. — Quite a 
generous provision was made for the com- 
monweal army here. They were given 
the use of a big field on the east side of 
the town, an empty barn for shelter, a 
load of firewood and fige bushels of oats 
for the stock. Boonesboro people con- 
tributed 126 loaves of bread and almost 
100 pounds of meat. 

Seattle's Contribution. 

SEATTLE, Wash., April 24—The indus- 
trial army now has 940 recruits enrolled 
in the companies, and expects to make a 
start for Washington on Wednesday. Sev- 
eral citizens are agitating the question of 
raising money enough to charter a 
through train forthe army and to send 
send them on without a single stop.

EMPLOYERS’ PLANS 


Not Favorably Received by the Spinners 
of Fall River. 

FALL River, Mass., April 24—The 
third conference between the committees 
of the manufacturers’ and spinners’ as- 
sociations was held yesterday afternoon 
and adjourned without an agreement, 
though with a definite undeMManding. 

The spinners said that they had been 
instructed by their association to accept 
no proposition of a reduction. They ad- 
vocated a shutdown of three days a week, 
andindefault of an agreement to this 
effect suggested a further adjournment of 
the conference. Thespinners agreed with 
the manufacturers that business was not 
in a good condition and that the prospects 
were not of better business, 

The manufacturers finally submitted 
the proposition voted at the meeting of 
their association in the morning. It was 
that thespinners agree to a general cut- 
down of 10 per cent with the condition 
that present wages be restored as soon as 
the margin between the cost of eight 
pounds of middling uplandggotton, New 
York qnotations, and the price of 45 yards 
of regular print cloths reached 77 cents, 
and remained there for four weeks. 
This margin allows a profit to stock- 
holders of 6 per cent and 5 per cent for 
depreciation. 

The spinners withdrew for consultation, 
and when they returned reported that 
they had voted to decline to submit the 
proposition to their association. The con- 
ference then adjourned finally. 


A Proviso. 

New Lonpon, Conn., April 24.—Presi- 
dent Hyde of the Bath iron works paid 
another visit to New London yesterday, 
and satisfactory negotiations were en- 
tered into for the removal of the works.

New Summer Goods. 
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WAS BADLY WANTED. 


Boston Police Land a Young but Ac- 
complished Swindler. 


HAD VICTIMS IN MANY CITIES, 


Carried on Business With the 
Aid of Forged Checks. 


Boston, April 25.—For months past the 
police of this and other cities in New Eng- 
land, together with those in New York, 
Jersey City and Philadelphia, have been 
considerably perturbed over the action of 
a@ young man who was obtaining goods 
under false pretenses by means of worth- 
less checks. Last night Captain Watts of 
division 3 captured the much-wanted | 
man on Howard street. 

At the station house he admitted that | 
he was the party who had caused the busi- 
ness committees of this and other cities so 
much uneasiness and trouble. Ina long 
confession he atdimitted having obtained 
horses and buggies, suits of clothes, | 
mackintoshes, tall silk hats, cigars and 
other saleable articles from all over the 
country. His modus operandi was to go} 
into a city, engage a room and then make 
acircuit of the banks and obtain a num- 
ber of counter checks. He would then} 
order various goods to be sent to his room 
Cc. O. D. 

He would intercept the messengers if 
they happened to be boys, and give them | 
a check for the amount of the bill, but if 
the messenger happened to be a man he | 
did not attempt to pay with a check, but 
would make excuses that remittances 
which he expected did not arrive, and 
that he would call down the next day 
and pay for the goods. 

Among the cities he visited was Port- 
land, Me., where, after hiring two rooms, 
he went tothe Standard Clothing com- 
pany and bought a suit of clothes and an 
overcoat, valued at $35, for which he gave 
a check on the Portland National bank. 
He then sold the overcoat and skipped 
for Boston. In Providence he put up at 
the Central hotel and obtained a suit of 
clothes and two boxes of cigars, for which 
he settled by means of checks on a Provi- 
dence bank. 

In New York he found that the 

Banking System Was Different 
in that city to those of New England, and 
was obliged to go into Jersey City before 
he could obtain blank checks. He then 
returned to New York and began a whole- 
sale swindling scheme. He obtained 
mandolins, clothing, silk hats, shoes and 
other goods, paying for them with checks 
on the New Jersey National bank of 
Newark. From New York he went to 
Philadelphia, where he committed further 
swindles. Later he returned to New 
York, and went from there to Fall River. 

He thei came to this city and swindled 
over 15 business houses during his stay. 
Atrip to Springfield followed. He then 
proceeded to Hartford, and again de- 
parted for New York. 

He arrived in this city afew days ago, 
and had succeeded in getting cigars and 
clothing from two firms, and was about 
toskip when arrested. 

When searched at the station house he 
had in his possession five blank checks of 
the Jersey City National bank, five of the 
Connecticut National bank of Bridge- 
port, six of the Lynn National bank and 
seven of the Mount Vernon National 
bank of Boston. It is learned that the 
prisoner has served time inthe reforma- 
tory prison at Concord for obtaining 
goods under false pretensesin Chelsea, 
and that he has been mixed up in several 
scrapes of a similar nature. 


Will Resist a Foreclosure. 

PROVIDENCE, April 25.—A mortgage on 
the palatial residence of War Governor 
Sprague at Canonochet will probably be 
foreclosed by Colonel G. S. Wheaton, who 
holds it. Ifit is done, Governor Sprague 
will defend his property by force of arms. 
When the last mortgage was foreclosed 
the governor had a company of armed 
men to grard his mansion, Although a 
magnificent residence, it is rapidly becom- 
ingaruin. Sprague refuses to allow it to 
pass from his possession. It is mortgaged 
for $60,000.

BRUTAL TREATMENT, 


Women Inflict Probably Fatal Injuries 
Upon an Old Man. 

Boston, April 25.—A most brutal and 
perhaps fata! assault was made yesterday 
afternoon upon James Burns, an aged 
citizen of Roxbury. Burns is a gray- 
haired magn about 86 years old, and a 
veteran of <he war. He livesin a small 
tenement a! 32 Mindora street with his 
wifeand a young son. His reputation 
and that of his family have always been 
of the best. 

In thesame house with Burns there 
lives a family by the name of Burke. The 
Burke family consists of William, the 
father, an old man; his wife and a daugh- 
ter named Julia, and twosons, Timothy 
and Daniel. Liquor, it is said, is always 
in the house, and the inmates, it is 
claimed, are often under its infiuence. 

Yesterday afternoon, between 8 and 4 
o’clock, it is alleged that Mrs. Burke, her 
daughter Julia, who is not more than 18 
years of age, and her son, Daniel, madea 
descent in force upon the rooms occupied 
by old man Burke, bursting open the 
door. Oncein the rooms they had every- 
thing their own way, and the feeble old 
man and woman, who were alone atthe 
time, were powerless. 

There were high words and aggressive 
ections on the the part of the Burkes. Mrs. 
Burke accused the old man Burns of 
beating her youngest boy. Upon Burns 
denying the accusation, it is alleged that 
the younger woman, Julia, seized a heavy 
iron pot and heat the defenceless cld man 
over the head. The victim of the assault 
reeled back inte a corner and fell upon the 
floor with the blood streaming over him. 

The whole three of the Burke family, it 
| is alleged, then followed up the attack, 
beating him on the head and face with 
their fists or whatever they happened to 
seize. 

The Burkes will appear in court to 
answer to the charge of assault and bat- 
tery, but owing to the great age of the 
victim, the charges may at any time be 
changed to one of a more serious nature.

What Senator Mills Has to Say on the 
Tariff Question. 


POSTOFFICE BILL IS PASSED. 


House Spends a Day In Dis- 
cussing Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal in the 
senate, that body went into executive 
session for half an hour. 

At 1o’clock Senator Mills (Dem., Tex.) 
arose to make the closing speech of the 
so-called general debate on the tariff bill. 
The galleries, which had been almost de- 
serted during the morning, filled up, and 
anumber of representatives came over 
from the house. 

Mr. Mills appealed to his Democratic 
brethren to pass the bill promptly and 
fulfill the party’s pledges. He ridiculed 
the idea of a duty being imposed for the 
benefit of the workmen, and said it was 
merely a case of “going from skin to core 
and from core back again to skin,’”’ mean- 
ing thatthe manufacturers got all the 
benefit of the protection which was de- 
manded in the name of the workingmen. 

This country could compete with the 
whole world in industries which nature 
meant should be followed here, the 
American workingmen producing 10 
times as cheaply asthe workingmen of 
other countries. The Democratic party 
Was not opposed to reciprocity, he said, 
but it wanted reciprocity on broader lines 
than those laid down in the McKinley 
bill—reciprocity with the whole world. 

Favors the Income Tax. 

A large part of the speech was devoted 
to a discussion of the income tax, which 
be warmly advocated. Taxes, he said, 
should be proportional to the protection 
afforded, and if the New England states 
received two-thirds of the benefits of the 
government’s protection it was not sec- 
tional to demand that they should pay 
two-thirds of the expenses of the govern- 
ment. He madea strong plea for cloture 
in the senate, and declared that if all the 
Democratic senators were of his opinion 
the tariff bill would be passed in 48 hours. 

The close of Mr. Mills’ speech was 
greeted by ahearty round of applause 
from the galleries, and his Democratic 
colleagues crowded around him to extend 
him congratulations. Ithad been ex- 
pected that Mr. Mills’ speech would be 
much longer. It consumed just 2 hours 
and 15 minutes. 

The Republicans who expected the 
Democrats would consume the entire day 
were not prepared togoon. Accordingly, 
the senate went into executive session, 
and later adjourned. 

The Spirit of Discontent. 

The friends of the tariff bill feel that it 
is important to have the measure receive 
the full party vote,and they also want 
the hearty support of the entire party in 
having it passed as speedily as possible. 
They wish to get it oat of the way of the 
fall campaign. In order to know what 
to do, they have made a canvass of the 
dissatisfied senators and think they have 
arrived at the facts, and are now pre 
pared to make the changes which will 


accomplish the purpose they have in ( 


mind. 

Among the senators consulted were 
Messrs. Hill, Murphy, Smith, Gorman, 
Gibson and Brice. Théy find these six to 
be opposed to the income tax and to the 
present sugar duty. They will probably 

make one ortwo exceptionsin granting 
the demands of the discontented senators. 
They ask, for instance, thatthe income 
tax be stricken out entirely. This request 
will hardly be conceded, but this part of 
the bill will be materially modified. 

Not only will the committee be found 
willing toreduce the limit of income to 
be taxed andthe rate of taxation, but 
they will also more than likely be agree- 
able to fixing atime when the tax shall 
cease to be imposed. This they will be 
willing todo on the theory thata few 
years’ test would prove the popularity or 
unpopularity of the tax, and they think 
thatifitshould prove popular it can be 
continued atthe pleasure of the voters 
and of congress. Itis not probable now, 
however, that the champions of the bill 
will consent to the striking out of this 
paragraph. 

Postoffice Bill Passed. 

The house resumed the consideration of 
appropriation biJls. After spending the 
entire day in the discussion of amend- 
ments to the postoffice bill, it was passed. 

Most of the time was devoted to debate 
on the Kyle amendment to strike out the 
subsidy of $196,000 for the fast southern 
mail. The opposition to the appropria- 
tion proved surprisingly weak, however; 
when the vote was tuken only 26 votes be- 
ing cast against it. 

After the bill was reported to the house, 
an amendment adopted in committee 
without attracting any attention, to 
classify, at a high postal rate, books, 
serials, etc., printed as periodicals under 
the name of e¢irculating libraries, was 
vigorously antagonized asa blow at the 
circulation of cheap literature and was 
stricken from the bill bya large majority. 

Money Orders and Periodicals, 

Two amendments of importance were 
in the bill as passed, one by Mr. Dockery 
to outlaw money orders at the expiration 
of 10 years, and the other by Mr. Springer 
to classify as second-class matter all 
periodical publications issued from a 
known place of publication at stated in- 
tervals as frequently as four times a year, 
by or under the auspices of a benevolent 
or fraternal society or order, or organized 
under the lodge system, and having a 
bona fide membership of not less than 
1000, or by a regularly incorporated in- 
stitution of learning, or by or under the 
auspices of a trades union, and all publi- 
cations of strictly professional, literary, 
historical or scientific societies, including 
the bulletins issued by the 
of health. 

Just beforethe house adjourned, Mr. 
Y.) entered a 
to reconsider the vote by which the bill 
to prevent bookmaking at the spring and 
fall race meetings in the District of Co 
lumbia was defeated.

ENCOURAGE HOME TALENT. 


E. W. Howe's Very Pertinent Story of the 
Man and the Woolen Mill 

The citians of a great many good 
towns work hard to induce new indus- 
tries to locate within the corporate lim- 
its and wholly neglect to give proper 
encouragement to home talent. The fa- 
mous western novelist, Mr E W. 
Howe, hits this nail exactly on its very 
head in his novel ‘‘The Story of a Coun- 
try Town,’’ which made a great hit a 
few years ago and received the enthusi- 
astic praise of such eminent literary 
men as W. D. Howells and Mark Twain 
In a chapter headed ‘‘The Peculiarities 
of a Country Town’’ Mr. Howe says: 

“There was one thing I noticed of 
Twin Mounds which is probably true of 
every other country town—it was con- 
stantly threatened either with great 
prosperity or great danger, but whether 
the event threatening the prosperity or 
the danger came to pass the town pro- 
gressed about the same. There was no 
perceptible effect from any of the events 
the people were certain would prove 
either very disastrous or of great benefit, 
from which I am led to believe that no 
one is famiilar with the art of town 
building, although I have never known 
a man who did not profess to know all 
there is worth knowing about the sci- 
ence. 

‘*Towns seem to be the natural accre- 
tion of years, and although the people in 
Twin Mounds often related how desper- 
ate were their struggles with adversity 
the facts probably are that the place 
would have been fully as large without 
the great number of public meetings for 
public purposes and the endless worry 
of individuals with reference to it. 

‘*There was a very general impression 
that manufactories were needed, and 
this was talked about so much, and so 
many inducements were offered, that 
the people became discouraged, believing 
that the average manufacturer had a 
wicked heart and a hollow head to thus 
wrong Twin Mounds in the face of his 
own interest. Therefore we were very 
much surprised to learn once, after all 
hope had been abandoned, that a quiet 
man was building a woolen mill down 
the river, which he completed and after- 
ward operated without the help of the 
committees which had been appointed to 
aid in such matters of public weal. 

‘The trouble was that the man lived 
in Twin Mounds, whereas we had been 
expecting a man and money to come 
from a distant point for that purpose and 
had never thought of looking about 
home, but spent a great deal of money 
in sending committees away to make 
arrangements for a woolen mill. This 
circumstance, though humiliating, 
proved a good thing, for it taught the 
people that if the town were to be built 
up at all it must be by its own citizens, 
which knowledge was afterward used to 
good advantage. 

“The people were always miserable 
by reason of predictions that unless im-

possible amounts of money were given 
to certain enterprises the town would be 
ruined, and, although they always gave, 
no sooner was one fund exhausted than 
it became necessary to raise another. It 
was said during the collection of each 
amount that it would never be necessary 
again to give to this sort of charity, as 
the enterprise then in hand would in- 
sure the fortune of Twin Mounds, but 
there was never an end tothe ridiculous 
| business, and we were always in a state 
of dreariness on this account, as the 
men pee m mandi ng the charity for insig- 
| nificant enterprises threatened to go to 
| the rival towns and permit the grass to 
| grow in ¢ 
|

NO PROGRESS MADE. 


Senators Consider the Tariff Bill Sec- 
tion by Section. 


UNOFFICIAL FEES OF CONSULS. 


Hepburn Asks the House to 
Cut Them Off. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—In the morn- 
ing hour Senator Peffer introduced a bill 
in the senate to give work to the unem- 
ployed people in the District of Columbia, 
and Senator Allen introduced a resolution 
affirming the right of Coxey’s army or 
any one else to come to Washington and 
peaceably assemble in the Capitol build- 
ing. It went over until today. Mr. Harris 
sought to arrive at some arrangement by 
which the tariff bill should be considered 
each day from 1 to6 o'clock, but no vete 
was taken, and it, too, will come up again 
in the form of a motion. 

Five hours were spent considering the 
tariff bi!l by sections, but no progress 
was made. The question under debate 
was the date when the bill should take 
effect, and the entire afternoon was de- 
voted to the debate of this question with- 
out reaching anything like a conclusion. 
The discussion was quite animated, some 
times personal, but always good-natured. 

The only speeches made which were not 
in the orderof a running debate were 
by Senators Aldrich and Platt, both 
of whom pleaded for more time for the 
marufacturers to prepare for the changes. 
Senator Palmer urged the speedy passage 
of the bill, and Senator Allison offered an 
amendment striking out the date on 
which the bill should take effect, and 
leaving the date blank. All these amend- 
ments were unacted upon when the senate 
adjourned.

While there was 
no endorsement of the movement the 
speakers urged that it was the legitimate 
and natural outcome of national legisla- 
tion. 

No Compromise Yet Reached. 

Senator Jones of the finance commit- 
tee, when asked about the current report 
that a compromise had been reached on 
the tariff bill, said that no agreement had 
been made. He admitted that there had 
been numerous conferences among Demo- 
cratic senators with a view of adjusting 
great differences supposed to exist, but 
said there could be no agreement until 
all the persons interested in the changes 
on both sides of the question had given 
their assent. He said that it would be 
impossible to do so at this time, as it had 
not been agreed to by those who had the 
matter in hand. The senator expressed 
himself as very hopeful that the party 
would soon be united on the bill 

Slow Progress.

Fishermen Probably Lost In the 
Gale Off Ireland's Coast. 


SHORE STREWN WITH WRECKAGE. 


Later Reports Will Swell the) 


List of Disasters. 


DusLty, April 26.—Reports of the dam- 
age done by the furious gale that raged 
over the southern part of Ireland Monday 
night continue to he received. The loss 
on land was quite heavy, but more dam- 
age was done at sea. Many minor mariue 
casualties are reported. 

The fishing fleet that was at work off 
Skibbereen when the storm burst suf- 
fered greatly. In the fleet were boats 
from England, Scotland and the Isle of 
Man, in addition to a large number of 
Irish boats. ‘The Isle of Man and Irish 
boats were the worst sufferers. A number 
of fishermen were washed from them and 
drowned. Many boats are missing, and it 
is feared that they were dismasted while 
trying to ride out the storm, and thus 
disabled, broached to and sunk. 

None of the fleet went ashore, but great 
quantities of wreckage have been washed 
up along the coast, which is accepted as 
proof that many vessels fuundered. Much 
of the wreckage is such as would come 
from fishing boats. The smdck Florence 
sank off Baltimore, and eight men were 
drowned. 

Fishing boats were not the only vessels 
that could not withstand the fury of the 
storm. Wreckage has been thrown upon 
the beach near Bear Haven, on the north 
side of Bantry bay, and it is supposed that 
a steamer has foundered a short distance 
off the coast. 

Disaster Overtakes Barks, 

The Norwegian bark Christian Wil- 
helm, from a continental port for a port 
in New Brunswick, missed stays while 
trying to get off the coast, and was carried 
ashore. The heavy sea that was running 
caused her to soon pound her bottom out. 
She is a total wreck. The bark struck 
ground some distance off shore, and 
this caused great difficulty in rescuing 
thecrew. The lifeboat men succeeded, 
however, in getting everybody on board 
of her ashore safely.

MURDERED IN PRISON. 
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John WUarkins Killed by a Fellow-Pris- 
oner, Who Is Missing. 

Boston, April 26.—John Harkins, alias 
Barry, a prisoner on Deer island, was 
murdered yesterday afternoon in the cel- 
larof the prison, and his supposed mur- 
derer, Jeremiah Dacey, is missing.

No cause can be assigned for the deed, 
as the men have seemed to be on friendly 
terms, but it was stated that a couple of 
days ago the men had some words. The 
murderer had tried to clean his weapon 
by wiping the blood off the piping on 
some bags that laidin the cellar. Hark- 
ins was well known down the island, this 
having been his sixth visit for drunken- 
ness.

NOT MUCH SYMPATHY 


Shown by Jail Officials For the New 
England Industrials. 


WASHINGTON OFFICIALS’ DECISION. 


Mass Meetings Cannot Be Held 
In That City. 


NARRAGANSETT Pier, RL, April 27.— 
The industrial army rested last night in 
Wakefield, with hard feelings in their 
hearts towards the aristocratic little 
village of Kingston Heights. 

Not only did the ancient aristocracy of 
the little group of colonial houses refuse 
them shelter, but the students of the 
Rhode Island State Agricultural college 
at Kingston nearly precipitated a riot by 
their taunts and jeers. 

The army marched into Kingston 
Heights at 6 o'clock, tired and dusty 
from their long march over sandy roads. 
Fitzgerald halted his menon high land 
by the roadside and marched upto the 
big stone jail to ask for shelter. The 
deputy sheriff promptly refused on the 
grounds that it was a state institution. 

It was just 7:50 when the army halted 
by the high platform of the depot in 
Wakefield. Fitzgerald made a speech 
that aroused emphatic protests from its 
bitterness. Meanwhile his half-starved 
men sat down on the platform. 

An hour went by and still no town offi 
cials appeared. The men _ remained 
guietly on tbe platform. Fitzgerald 
called upon McKenzie fora speech, but 
the latter declared it would be more in 
his line to find food for the men. 

Finally a number of prominent citizens, 
headed by Senator Watson, went toa 
neighboring grocery, and out of their own 
pockets bought 25 loaves of bread, 10 
pounds of cheese, 20 quarts of milk and a 
busbel of doughnuts and cakes. 

The army was finally put upin quarters 
found for them in Wright’s hall. 

Coxeyites’ Hopes Dampened. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The district 
commissioners cast a damper over the 
locil supporters of Coxey’s movement 
yesterday by refusing them permission to 
hold open meetings. It had been ex- 
pected by the enthusiasts that these meet- 
ings would draw converts and cash con- 
tributions for the cause. The refusal was 
based upon a law that prohibits congre- 
gating on the public streets or parks, or 
engaging in loud and boisterous talking, 
and they state that they have no power 
to grant a permit. 

The Coxeyites are angered at this re 
fusal, declaring the law never was in- 
tended to apply to orderly speechmaking. 
They point tothe Salvation Army meet- 
ings which are held in the streets, and to 
the sidewalk services of itinerant evangel- 
ists, who flourish here, as instances of 
non-observance of the rule. 

The event of the day was the advent of 
Citizen George Francis Train, who pre- 
dicted that we areon the verge of the 
largest revolution the world has ever 
seen, and that the Jeff Davis matter 
won’t be an item in comparison with it. 

An Escort of Musicians, 

HYATTSTOWN, Md., April 27.— When 
Coxey and his followers marched out of 
Frederick yesterday the old town turned 
out to see the start. The Independent 
drum corps of Frederick, with flutes and 
cornets added to the fifes and drums, ac- 
companied the commonwealers on their 
start. The trail lay outward over the 
Georgetown turnpike, andthe 11 miles 
from Frederick to this little hamlet was 
over the best roads yet trod by the weary 
commonwealers. The camp last night 
was named Henrietta, whichis the name 
of Mrs. Coxey. Supper was furnished 
from the commissary wagons. The ham- 
let is small and the contributions were 
few. Breakfast today came from the 
stock supply, and thetramp was again 
taken up for Gaithersburg, nine miles 
from here. 

The Providence Crew. 

DANIELSONVILLE, Conn., April 27.—The 
Providence contingent of the Coxey army 
encamped ina barn in this town last 
night. What they lack in number they 
make upin disreputable appearance, for 
it is a long time since the citizens of this 
place have entertained a more repulsive 
looking set of men. Sympathizers fur- 
nished a supper forthe men and gave 
them a breakfast this morning. 

Guarded by Troops. 

ForsyTHe, Mon., April 27.—The ar- 
rested commonweal men are to be turned 
over to the United States marshal and his 
deputies and escorted by them to Butte, 
accompanied by two companies of troops, 
for the better protection of the deputies 
from the Coxeyites. The two companies 
of regular troops are thought to be suffi- 
cient to keep the 500 vagrants in line. 

Coldly Received. 

OrcHARD, Colo., April 27.—Grayson’s 
army came into town with flags flying. It 
isthe intention of the army to seize a 
Gulf road freight train. The industrials 
were not very cordially received, and uo 
preparations had been made by the peo- 
ple for their entertainment. 

Frye at Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIs, April 27.—General Frye’s 
army of the commonweal arrived here on 
a freight train which they seized at Bra- 
gil Thearmy numbers 255men.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


The Remodelling of the State House. 
Interchangeable Mileage Tickets. 

Boston, April 27.—The first matter in 
the orders of the day inthe house was 
the bill ‘‘to provide for the reconstruction 
of the state house.” 

Mr. Robbins opened the discussion, say- 
ing the bill isreally an act forthe de- 
struction of the state house. He hoped the 
bil) would be rejected promptly and de- 
sisively. 

Mr. Weston favored the tearing down 
of the old building. He did not think the 
associations o»urrounding it areof suffi 
cient importance to warrant its retention. 

Mr. Tuttle eulogized the members of 
the state house construction commission 
and said that he believed their judgment 
can be relied upon as correct. The exten- 
tion will be completed within the $2,500,- 
000 appropriation, and this alone entitles 
the members of the commission to great 
tonsideration. 

Mr. Drew thought the question entirely 
one of judgment. He moved the house 
take a recess of one hour to examine the 
annex extension. 

Mr. Roe opposed the motion. 

Mr. Coakley favored the motion. He 
had believed in the old state house be- 
fore he went over to the annex. 

Mr. Moriarty opposed the motion en- 
tirely. It was merely a subterfuge. 

Mr. Rosnosky favored the motion. He 
had been a member of the house for four 
years and had never visited the extension. 

After further debate the house adopted 
the motion by arising vote, 8tto56. On 
motion of Mr. Roe the yeas and nays were 
ordered. The vote then was 111 to 8L 

In the senate Mr. Salisbury moved re- 
consideration of the vote whereby the 
interchangeable mileage ticket was sub- 
stituted forthe resolve authorizing the 
railroad commissioners to investigate the 
subject. 

Reconsideration prevailed by a yea and 
nay vote of 22 to 13. 

The railroad committee recommended 
that the bill relating to the taxes on the 
property and on the corporate franchise 
of street railway corporations be recom- 
mitted to the committee on taxation. 

An order was adopted limiting speeches 
to 10 minutes, with an amendment pro- 
viding for an extension of time by major- 
ity vote. 

Governor Greenhalge sent the following 
nominations to the executive council; A. 
P. Martin to be police commissioner and 
chairman of the board; Dr. N. F. Dewey 
(chairman), D. F. Moreland of Wobtrn

A WONDERFUL MOTOR. 


invention of a Philadelphia Professor te 
Run Street Cars by Afr. 

Since the Metropolitan Traction com- 
pany several months ago offered a prize 
of $50,000 to any one devising a better 
system for street car propulsion than 
any at present in use the efforts of in- 
ventors have been greatly stimulated, | 
with the result that some surprising 
contrivances have been pressed upon the | 
attention of that company with the hope 
of winning the prize. 

One of the latest contestants is a 
Philadelphia composer and music teach- 
er, Signor W. A. Vallo. The system which 
he has devised is so entirely unique in 
many of its features and promises so 
much in the way of comfort and luxury 
to the traveling public that a description 
of it reads like a fairy tale. Not the 
least important feature of this new sys- 
tem is the assertion by Signor Vallo that 
the entire cost of operation after the 
plant is once established will be consid- 
erably less than one-half that of any 
other system. 

The objectionable feature of the trol- 
ley, cable and horse systems of propul- 
sion have al) been eliminated. No 
electricity and no wires are used, no 
cable and no digging up of streets, and 
no slot to catch wagon wheels, no 
horses and no foul smelling stables are 
some of the merits which are claimed 
for the new system. Among the advan- 
tages set forth is safety to both passenger 
and pedestrian. 

The cars are to be run by a specially 
constructed motor driven by compressed 
air. The air after it is used comes out 
of an exhaust pipe with terrific force. 
This exhaust may be used in winter to 
blow the snow from the tracks, thus do- 
ing away with a sweeper. In summer 
the exhaust air will, by a series of pipes, 
be conducted back tothe car. A special- 
ly designed airbrake that is claimed 
will act as quickly and with as much 
certainty as the Westinghouse brake will 
enable the motorman to stop the car 
suddenly when going at high speed, thus 
lessening the danger of running over 
people.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


BIMETALLISM IN EUROPE, 


Parliament to Discuss the Subject—Spanish 
Counterfeiters Using Low Priced Silver. 
Samuel Smith, a Liberal member, se- 
cured the first place on Tuesday, May 1, 
for a motion in favor of international 
bimetallism. An important debate is ex- 
pected. Sir William Harcourt, the lead- 
er of the house, is now inclined to meet 
the motion with a direct negative, but 
great pressure is being brought to bear 
upon him to treat it as an open question, 
so that every member will be at liberty 
to vote without fear of displeasing the 
party whips. The bimetallists are con- 


| fidently prophesying a considerable ma- 


jority, but are secretly nervous, owing 
to an ill defined rumor that Gladstone 
intends to take part in the debate and op- 
pose the motion. This is scarcely likely. 

A well informed organ of bimetallism 
alleges that the coinage of counterfeit 
French 5 franc pieces is proceeding in 
Spain on an extensive scale. The forgers 
can afford to make the spurious pieces 
entirely of silver and still realize a hand- 
some profit, while the coins are so well 
made that detection is impossible. <Ac- 


| cording to the same authority, the Eng- 


lish police have reason to suspect that 
similar fraud is being practiced here in 
the manufacture of 5 shilling pieces and 
half crowns. —New York Sun’s London 
Letter. 


THE RED PEPPER TREATMENT. 


| Unusual Punishment Inflicted by a New 


Hampshire Schoolteacher. 

The cruel and unusual method of pun- 
ishment frequently adopted by the young 
woman who teaches one of the grammar 
schools in the adjoining town of North 
Hampton has been creating no little ill 
feeling. It has been the custom of the 
teacher, who came highly recommended 
from a Massachusetts normal school, to 
place cayenne pepper upon the tongues 
of the offending pupils, and upon their 
refusal to open their mouths to rub it 
upon their faces and even into their eyes. 

Parents and pupils protested vigorous- 
ly, but the school board upheld the 
teacher and expelled nine pupils, several 
of them girls just entering upon wom 
anhood. As a result a stormy annual 
school election was carried by the friends 
of the expelled pupils, and the retiring 
members of the school board were de- 
feated for re-election. The teacher, how- 
ever, has been re-engaged, against the 
wishes of a strong majority of the voters 
of the district, and this has caused a 
continuation of the ill feeling. —Exeter 
(N. H.) Special to Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Suspected Politics. 

The American delegates to the sani- 
tary conference in Paris have been in a 
delicate and difficult position owing to 
their attempts tosecare incidentally fa- 
cilities to enable America to exclude un- 
desirable immigrauts. The measures 
which proposed this end have been based 
ostensibly on scientific grounds, but the 
other delegates suspected political sig- 
nificance and resented the propositions. 
The American representatives are able 
to accomplish little on these lines.— 
Paris I)lustre.

Sprixe VALiey, Ills., April 27.—In- 
tense excitement prevails here over the 
coal miners’ strike, and strong fears are 
expressed that a conflict between the 
strikers and the men who refuse to leave 
their work will result in a riot and blood- 
shed. 

The center of the conflict will be Tol 
uca, where the miners refuse to quit their 
work. A committee went from La Salle 
to persuade them to join the strikers, but 
it returned with a report that the men in 
the mines there absolutely refused to lay 
down their tools or to help the strikers in 
any way. 

A meeting of the strikers was immedi 
ately held, at which the report wis pre- 
sented, and it was determined that from 
2000 to 3000 men should organize and 
march ina body to Toluca and compel 
the men at work to desist. 

The mine owners have provided them- 
selves with arms and ammuuition in 
abundance, and it is feared there will be 
bloodshed and death. Feeling is running 
very high here against the men who have 
refused to quit work, and should they 
fallinto the hands of the strikers little 
mercy would be shown them. 


A TEST OF STRENGTH. 


All Conferences on the Great Northern 
Strike Declared Of. 

St. Pavut, April 27.—Al! overtures fora 
peaceful settlement of the Great North- 
ern strike are at an end, and the company 
and the American Railway union have 
begun atest of strength that may cause 
considerable bloodshed before it ends. 
The Great Northern extends from this 
city tothe coast, with many branches in 
this state and the Dakotas, aud 4495 miles 
of track goes through considerable com- 
paratively new country, where no other 
means of traffic are to be had, and where 
the conditions of society allow a some- 
what rougher element to control affairs. 

The result is that in such sections, when 
the road begins to run its trains with new 
men, there will be warto the knife, and 
perhaps withit. It is believed to have 
been this fact almost as much as the de- 
sire to give his men every chance to make 
known their grievances that induced 
President Hill to wait two weeks without 
an attempt to get out any other than mail 
trains, but he started the first freight in 
two weeks yesterday, and the battle may 
be said to have been begun. 

The officials of the road secured the is- 
suance by the United States court in this 
state, Dakota and Montana, restraining 
orders, ordering the men not to interfere 
in any way with the handling of the road 
Under this order deputies were sent out 
on all mail trains, and beginning yester- 
day they went out on the freight trains 
as well. 

During the time that the strikers have 
been preventing the running of the road, 
a committee of the 383 members of the 
American Railway union employes of the 
road assembled in this city in accordance 
with areply favorable to their request 
for a conference with the officials of the 
road. At the start of the conference, 
President Hill announced his willingness 
to arbitrate, but agreed to try the possi 
bility of a conference first. 

When they came together two days ago 
the men demanded as the first condition 
that the road grant all their demands for 
the renewal of the wage schedules in 
force prior to last Augnst. This Mr. Hill 
declined, andthe day ended without a 
conclusion having been reached. 

The conference was resumed yesterday. 
Late in the afternoon the men sent a brief 
communication to President Hill uncon- 
ditionally rejecting his proposition for 
arbitration, renewing their demand for 
the old schedules and giving him to un- 
derstand that this is their ultimatum. 
Mr. Hill sent a reply to the men last 
night, in which he says that the action 
of the men ends all conferences and nego- 
tiations so far as he is concerned. He will 
no longer recognize the American Rail- 
way union, and will at once proceed to 
operate the Great Northern railroad with- 
out regard to that organization. 

Won't Give In. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., April 27.—Two hun- 
dred delegates, representing 20,000 Illinois 
coal miners, attended the general miners’ 
conference here, and pledges have been 
sent the conference from every mining 
district in the state that they will all re- 
main out until a general armistice is pro- 
claimed throughout the United States. 

Forced to Quit Work. 

Brazit, Ind., April 27. — The block 
miners had agreed with the operators to 
work until May 1, but the striking 
bituminous miners formed in mobs and 
visited the block miners and induced 
them to strike. 


Mrs, Davis Gets a Freeze-Out. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 27.—The Con- 
federate reunion gave the cold shoulder 
to the widow of Jefferson Davis. One of 
the purposes of the association was to see 
that each southern state contributed a 
pension of $500 for her support. As Mrs. 
Davis had selected New York state for 
residence itis declared that she thereby 
lost heridentity with the southern states, 
and her name will be stricken from all 
future consideration.

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IT LACKS SANCTION. 


Senator Allen's Coxey Scheme Not 
Endorsed by Colleagues. 


TARIFF BATTLE IN FULL SWING. 


Democrats Said to Be United 
on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Senator Allen’s 
resolution declaring that it was the con- 
stitutional right of American citizens to 
assemble and petition congress Was laid 
before the senate. It was opposed by a 
number of senators, and finally went to 
the calendar without action. 

Mr. Vest deprecated the introduction 
of the resolution, holding that any com- 
promise by congress with the so-called 
Coxey men would open a crevasse in the 
integrity of the government, which would 
end in blood and destruction. 

Mr. Wolcott characterized the resolu- 
tion asa cringing invitation to a horde 
of lawless marauders. The formation of 
these deluded bodiesof men was iue 
largely to men like the governor of his 
state (Colorado), whose gyrations and an- 
tics had brought dishonor and discredit to 
the state and sullied its fair name. It 
was time to take courage and stand to- 
gether against the socialism, Populism 
and paternalism which was running riot 
throughout the country, and which 
would end in the destruction of liberty. 

Senators Dolph and Gray also opposed 
the resolution. Senator Allen spoke in 
favor of it. At 1:45 o’clock it was dis- 
placed by the resolution to meet each day 
at llo’clock, which was taken up by the 
overwhelming vote of 54 to 6, and agreed 
to without any opposition on the part of 
the Republicans. 

Senator Jarvis of North Carolina, the 
successor of the late Senator Vance, was 
sworn in. 

Senator Higgins took the floor on the 
tariff bill as soon as it was taken up, and 
spoke until 5 o'clock. 

At the conclusion of Senator Higgins’ 
speech, Mr. Dolph, who was speaking 
when the senate adjourned Wednesday, 
was recognized and gave a further in- 
stallment of his tariff speech begun on 
the 20th inst., taking up for discussion 
the glass and pottery schedules. Mr. 
Gallinger interrupted him to say he knew 
of auimport+r of pottery who admitted 
that trade was not so good as it had been, 
because American pottery had brought 
the price down too low for profit. 

At 5:40 the senate went into execntive 
| session, and at 6:20 adjourned. 

Fight Is on In Earnest. 

The real tariff fight is now on. The 
Democratic managers have given notice 
to the Republicans that they intend to 
| force the fighting until the measure is dis- 
posed of. 

It is evident that the Democrats are gc- 
ing forward with supreme confidence in 
their strength,and will resort to all meas- 
ures consistent with parliamentary prac- 
tice to push the bill to a final votein as 
sborta time as possible. 

They appear to be confident of their 
| ability to puss the bill, the differences be- 
| tween the opposing elements of the party 
having been satisfactorily adjusted. The 
concessions and modifications which have 
been made in the bill, including those 
in the income tax, have had a tendency to 
allay all differences. It can be stated that 
the Democratic members are much 
nearer a binding agreement than at any 
time since their conferences commenced. 

The president and members of the ad- 
j ministration have contributed much to 
| bring about a satisfactory understand- 
ling. In all the conferences that have 
been held the two New York senators, 
| Hill and Murphy, have not been consulted 
| or asked to participate. 

_ Cleveland's Attitude, 

| ‘There seems to be much doubt as to the 
attitude of the president on the income 
tax proposition. Members of the finance 
committee have all along expressed the 
opinion that the president was not op- 
posed to this tax: buta prominent New 
York Democrat who has talked with the 
| president within the last day or two con- 
cerning this matter came away from the 
executive mansion feeling assured that 
| the proposition did not meet with his ap- 
proval. 

It is now understood that the Republi- 
| caus from the silver states will not assist 
| in breaking a quorum, as they desire to 
| take revenge upon the sound money sena- 
| tors of their party for the fight they made 
during the extra session. Senator Teller’s 
intimation of the attitude of his silver 
| colleagues is received with great favor by 
the Democrats. If the western Republi- 
cans vote with the Democrats to make a 
quorum, the task of the latter will be 
| lighter and the bill may be pushed more 
rapidly to a conclusion. 

The principal changes to be made in 
the tariff bill, in accordance with the 
agreement made by Democratic senators, 
are in the income tax andthe sugar 
|} schedule. Thesugar men have been from 

the first clamorous for ad valorem in- 
| Stead of a specific duty, and that change 
has been conceded. The duties are not 
absolutely fixed, but there is little doubt 
that the sugar schedule will be entirely 
supplanted by a new one, which will pro- 
videa uniform duty of 40 per cent ad 
| Valorem with an addition of 1-8 of a cent 
| for refined sugar.

diplomatic bill the house adjourned. 


SAMOAN TROUBLES 


Will Soon Be Presented to the Senate 
For Consideration. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Up to this date 
there has been no proposition submitted 
formally to the state department by the 
representatives of Great Britain or Ger- 
many looking to the annexation or disso- 
lution of the tripartite alliance and the 
annexation of the islands of Samoa to 
Great Britain or Germany. 

In the course of a very few days Secre- 
tary Gresham will submit to the senate 
the voluminous correspondence which 
has passed between the three treaty pow- 
ers concerning the administration of af- 
fairs in Samoa since 1890. It will be ac- 
companied by a letter setting out con- 
cisely the conditions on the islands and 
the troubles and vexations and expenses 
which haye been encountered by the 
United States in its efforts to meet its 
share of the obligations imposed by the 
treaty. 

Unless President Cleveland sees fit to 
send with these papers a message elab- 
orating his views concerning “this en- 
tangling alliance,’ as he described the 
treaty in his last annual message, the 
matter will rest there as far as the execu- 
tive is concerned, and congress, which has 
already moved in the matter, may deal 
with it at its pleasure, as in the case of 
Hawaii. 


Odd Fellows’ Great Day. 

BALtimorRe, April 27. — Yesterday 
marked the 75th anniversary of the insti- 
tution of American Odd Fellowship, and 
it was celebrated here with imposing 
ceremonies. A committee of ladies dec- 
orated the monument to Grand Secretary 
Ridgely in Harlem park. There wasa 
fine military and civic parade, and an ad- 
dress was delivered by Congressman Ma- 
guire of California. 


Fatal Strike Riots, 

LoNnvoN, April 27.—A dispatch from 
Vienna says that the strikes of miners, 
iron workers and others in Russian Po- 
land are accompanied by great disorders. 
Fatal encounters have occurred between 
the troops and striking workmen at 
Czenstochau, Zgierz and Sielce. The 
strikers are badly organized and the 
strike will probably collapse. 


Two Firemen Were IL. ured. 

PROVIDENCE, April 27.—A fire broke out 
in the big dry goods store of I. Dimond 
&Sons on Randall square last night. 
Nearly every piece of apparatus in the 
city was called out, and within 15 min- 
utes the store was flooded. Every piece 
of goods in the store was ruined. The 
loss is about $40,000. During the fire two 
firemen were injured. 


Kentuckians Loyal to a Sinner. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 27.—A tremen- 
dous effort is being made to convince the 
people of this district that the verdict 
against Colonel Breckinridge in the Pol- 
lard case was due to the unfair charge of 
Judge Bradley to the jury. A big meet- 
ing is to be held, at which it issaid Judge 
3radley is to be burned in effigy. 


Sbort of Coal, 

BUFFALO, April 27.—Fifty boats are tied 
along the Buffalo docks for want of coal, 
though only five days have elapsed since 
the great strike of soft coal miners was 
begun. As near as can be learned there is 
not enough coal for all the railroads en- 
tering in Buffalo to continue business 
with for three weeks, 


A Terrible Crime, 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 27.—William 
Green, aged 25, living at Adams, beat his 
wife’s brains out with a hammer wrench, 
and then cut his own throat with a 
butcher knife. Green was insanely jeal- 
ous, and in a quarrel committed the aw- 
ful deed. His wife caunot live and Green 
is dead. 

Sad End of a Honeymoon, 

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., April 27.— 
Charles Howard of Burke, aged 21, quar- 
relled yesterday with his bride of three 
months.

ANGRY CONGRESSMEN 


Indulge In Unparliamentary Language 
In the House. 


A FIELD DAY IN THE SENATE. 


Republican Challenge 
cepted by Democrats. 


Ac- 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Twenty-one 
private pension bills passed tells the 
story of the day’s work ia the house. A 
bill to referan Alabama cotton claim to 
the court of claims met with much op- 
position on the ground that it would open 
the way to other claims aggregating 
120,000,000, and was not voted upon. The 
evening session was devoted to pension 

8. 

The usual monotony of the Friday night 
session was broken last night. The mem- 
bers were in a rancorous temper, the lie 
Was passed, and two members were 
called to order for unparliamentary lan- 
guage. Mr. Talbert (Dem., S. C.), who 
has been trying for several weeks to get 
into the Record a series of articles on the 
subject of pensions, repeated his attempt 
last night. All his attempts were re- 
fused. Mr. Pickler (S. D.) was partic- 
ularly determined in his opposition. 
Both gentlemen showed signs of temper. 

“That is the most slanderous attack on 
Union soldiers ever published,’ said Mr. 
Pickler. 

“The gentleman is talking about some- 
thing he knows nothing about,” shouted 
Talbert. 

“The gentleman from South Carolina,” 
continued Mr. Pickler, “is only trying to 
slander Union soldiers.” 

“I deny it,”’ said Mr. Talbert, shaking 
his fist aloft. “The gentleman has ut- 
tered a falsehood, pure and simple.” 

Instantly a dozen members on tha Re 
publican side were on their feet and Mr. 
Hepburn called Mr. Talbert to order and 
demanded that his words be taken down. 
They were read from the clerk’s desk, 
and after some wrangling Mr. Talbert 
was given permission to explain. Mr. 
Talbert began his explanation by stating 
that he was sorry he was obliged to say 
what he had, but it wastrue. He would 
withdraw what he had said, however, if 
Mr. Pickler would withdraw his remarks. 

The tone ofthe South Carolinian’s ex- 
planation did not suit Mr. Baker (Rep., 
N.H.), who declared that the explana- 
tion was as offensive as the original 
language, and he again called Mr. Talbert 
to order. 

A Fresh Outbreak. 

At this juncture there was an effort to 
pour oil on the troubled waters, and on 
motion Mr. Talbert was allowed to pro- 
ceed. He had no further explanation to 
make, however, and took his seat, when 
Mr. Pickler arose and made a statement 
which again kindled the flames of par- 
tisanship. The paper which printed these 
articles, he said, was continually slander- 
ing and vilifying the old soldiers. 

“The gentleman from South Carolina,” 
he added, turning toward Mr. Talbert, 
“has slandered and vilified them every 
Friday night. That is his object, and I 
hold it in utter contempt.” 

Mr. Livingstone (Dem. Ga.) jumped to 
his feet and in turn called Mr. Pickler to 
order. After his words had been read 
from the clerk’s desk Mr. Martin (Dem., 
Ind.) moved that Mr. Pickler be permitted 
to explain. 

“I don’t want to explain,” shouted Mr. 
Pickler. ‘I have nothing to take back.” 

At this point the counsel of cooler heads 
prevailed. The members were recalled to 
the bill before the house. The excite- 
ment subsided and without further inci- 
dent the house proceeded with and dis- 
posed of nine pension bills, five of which 
were favorably acted upon. 

The point of no quorum was then made, 
and after a call of the roll the house at 
10.30 adjourned. 

A Lively Session. 

Yesterday was a field day in the senate. 
There was maneuvering, marching, clash- 
ing and rapid firing. The bugle notes of 
defiance had sounded on both sides. 

The news of the lively passage-at-arms 
going on spread rapidly, and a number of 
representatives from the other end of the 
Capitol hastened over to make eager in- 
quiries. 

The discussion was started by Sherman 
of Ohio. It was not his intention to cre- 
ate a disturbance when he injected a re- 
mark into the speech of Senator Lindsay 
of Kentucky. The junior senator from 
Ohio has been enjoying considerable 
notoriety by his recent assertion that “A 
tariff bill had been agreed upon by the 
Democratic leaders which would pass the 
senate,’’ but it was not Senator Sherman’s 
intention to again bring Ohio prominently 
to the front. 

Sherman’s remark was followed by 
Mr. Aldrich, and in the colloquy in 
which he engaged with Mr. Lindsay, 
there developed the most interesting sit- 
uation that has yet taken place during 
the tariff debate in the senate. Mr. Ald- 
rich had pointed out the difference of 
opinion between the Democrats of the 
senate and intimated that they could not 
agree upon a tariff bill, to which Mr. 
Lindsay replied that if the Republicans 
would-give them an opportunity they 
would soon show that they could agree. 

Mr. Aldrich here startled the senate by 
offering in behalf of the Republicans to 
vote at3o’clock onthe bill as it came 
from the house. Mr. Lindsay skillfully 
parried the thrust by asking why not 
yote upon the bill as reported by the sen- 
ate finance committee. 

Mr. Aldrich here became bold, but at 
the same time wary, in the use of lan- 
guage, and asked Mr. Lindsay if the 
Democrats would vote on the bill as it 
pow stood. The Kentucky senator was 


willing, sofaras he was Concerned, but 
could not pledge the vote of his col- 
leagues, 

Mr. Aldrich demanded that Mr. Harris 
(Tenn.) speak for the Democratic side, 
andsay whether or not the Democrats 
would vote on the bill aa it now stood at 
8 o’clock. The interest of senators and 
spectators in the gallery became intense. 
All eyes centered upon the sturdy, white- 
haired senator from Tennessee, but Le 
did not reply. There were hurried con- 
sultations, and it was soon known that 
the defiance of the Republicans would be 
hurled back, andthere wasa period of 
expectancy when Mr. Lindsay neared the 
end of his speech. 

Harris Accepts the Challenge. 


When he finished, Mr. Harris immedi- 
ately arose, and although others sought 
the floor he was recognized. In anintense 
and dramatic manner he read the ver- 
batim report of the colloquy between 
the Rhode Island and Kentucky senators 
and himself, and at its conclusion he ac- 
cepted the proposition to vote on the 
senate bill, and followed it up with a re- 
quest for unaazimous consent for sucha 
vote at 8 o’clock. 

It was at once apparent that Mr. Ald- 
rich did not intend to accept this offer. 
Several Republican senators objected to 
the unanimons consent, and Mr. Aldrich, 
with some difioulty, received recognition. 
He explained that while he had offered to 
vote on the house bill, he had only asked 
the Democratic senators if they would 
vote on the senate bill. Further than 
this, he made the proposition to the sen- 
ste and not to a Democratic caucus, 
which he intimated had been held since 
his proposition had been made. 

Senator Teller stated his objections to a 
vote in vigorous terms, and in an allusion 
to the conipromise tariff bill brought out 
a vigorous denial by Senator Voorhees 
that any such bill was in existence. 

The interest in the battle had disap- 
peared, the bugle sounded a retreat, and 
the most dramatic scene of the tariff de- 
bate closed. 

Speeches were made during the day, 
one by Senator Lindsay in favor of the 
bill and the other by Senator Cullom 
against it, while Senator Dolph delivered 
an installment of his speech begun, sev- 
eral days ago. Again, just before the 
close of the day’s session, when Senator 
Harris asked Senator Dolph how much 
more time his speech would occupy, Sena- 
tor Chandler was on his feet to suggest, 
in a mischievous way, several points 
which he hoped the senator from Oregon 
would touch on before concluding his 
speech. He thought to draw out Senator 
McPherson with a question, but the cross- 
firing was eut short by Senator Harris’ 
motion to proceed to executive session. 


MORE EARTHQUAKES 


Bring Death and Destruction In Many 
Grecian Districts. 

ATHENS, April 28.—The country had 
hardly begun to calm down after the re- 
cent earthquakes before another shock 
has wrought death and destruction in 
many parts of Greece. At 9:20 o’clock 
last night, during the usual Friday 
epitaphion procession in the cathedral 
here, a violent shock occurred that seem- 
ingly shook the building to its very 
foundations. The duration of the shock 
was 15 seconds. Every exit in the 
cathedral was hurriedly thrown open, 
andthe people dispersed, excitedly dis- 
cussing the occurrence. 

The shock was felt throughout the 
country, including the islands of Syria 
and Zante, and immense damage was 
done. The shock was felt with the great- 
est severity at Thebes and Atalanta, both 
of which places were extensively dam- 
aged by the last shocks. Both the cities 
were completely destroyed, not a single 
house being left standing. Incalculable 
damage was also done at Lamia, Larissa, 
Volo, Chafcis and Patras. 

At Lamia the walls of the prison fell 
down, and many of the uninjured prison- 
ers made theirescape in the frightful 
confusion prevailing. In addition to the 
many persons rendered homeless by the 
previous shocks, there are now thousands 
of others who will have to depend on the 
government for shelter and sustenance. 

There is little doubt, though the tele- 
grams thus far received make no mention 
of the fact, that there has beena great 
loss of life. 

A Man of Courage. 

PANAMA, April 28.—Khem, a man who 
is walking from Argentina to Chicago, 
arrived here yesterday.

The 
strikers are now in possession of every 
plant but one from Connellsville to Fair 
Chance. 

Priest Has Concluded to Eat. 

CINCINNATI, April 28.—Miss Gilmartin, 
who was killed by Father O’Grady, was 
buried yesterday in St. Joseph’s cemetery. 
Father O’Grady, who has eaten nothing 
since the murder, succumbed to hunger 
and ate a meal yesterday. 

David Dudley Field’s Wealth. 

New YorRK, April 28.—Henry M. Field, 
one of the executors of the estate of David 
Dudley Field, has filed a statement show- 
ing that Mr. Field left real estate of the 
value of $490,000 and personal property of 
the value of $7000.

Lonpon, April 28—A dispatch from 
Rome says that the government has for- 
bidden the holding of any demonstrations 
on May day.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Btate House Reconstruction—The Trout 
Bill Veto—Finance Keports. 

Boston, April 28—Colonel Fred D. 
Grant was at the state house and was 
given receptions in house and senate. He 
made a brief speech ineach house, in 
which he mentioned the fact that it was 
his father’s birthday. 

The house voted to take the vote on the 
State house bill at 3 p. m., Monday. 

The statute creating the state house 
construction commission provides that “no 
commissioner appointed under this act 
shall be directly or indirectly tn any way 
interested in any contract made under 
this act, under penalty of removal from 
office by the governor and couneil.” In 
view of this provision itis held by some 
that Mr. Clark, the newly appointed 
member of the commission,cannot legally 
serve thereon, inasmuch as he is a stock- 
holder and director in the Smith-Carlton 
Tron company which has furnished the 
iron castings for the new extension of the 
state house. 

The committee on taxation reported 
recommending reference to the next gen- 
eral court on the hill to repeal the law 
exempting from taxation notes secured 
by mortgages on real estate. 

The committee on finance reported in 
favor of the bill to provide for the regis- 
tration of physiciansand surgeons. Also, 
in a new draft, a bill providing for an in- 
vestigation of the methods used by street 
railway companies for the safety of pas- 
sengers On open cars. 

The bill relative to the paying in of the 
capital stock of aqueduct and water com- 
panies was passed to be engrossed. 

In the senate the bill to establish a 
board of police for the city of Fall River 
was passed to be engrossed without oppo- 
sition. 

Mr. Smith thought the governor had 
committed a mistake in vetoing the bill to 
permit the sale of artificially reared trout 
reared in the commonwealth during the 
mouths of February and March. The bill 
was debated at length, and finally by a 
yea and nay vote of 19 to 10 the senate re- 
fused to pass the bill over the veto. 

By a rising vote of 11 to 9 the bill re 
quiring notice of application for liquor 
licenses to state the owner of the premises 
on which the licenses are to be exercised 
was rejected. 

The resolve providing for an investi- 
gation whether railroad corporations 
shall be required to provide mileage 
tickets to be accepted for passage and 
fare upon all railroads in the common- 
wealth was passed to be engrossed. 


Cutting Down Expenses. 

AvGusTA, Me. April 28.—T vo through 
trains on the Maine Central have been 
cancelled and seven switching engines 
have been laid off. A large number of 
employes in the train and mechanical de 
partments have been laid off pending a 
revival of business, although no further 
reductions in wages have been made. Ad- 
ditional and sweeping economies of a 
lesser nature also go into effect in all de- 
partments of the company. 

And This In Michigan! 

IrRoN MoUuNTALN, Mich., April 28.—Four 
hundred men, chiefly Italians, paraded 
the streets behind a red flag yesterday, 
demanding bread. The miners unani- 
mously voted to favor a resolution order- 
ing its poor commissioner to leave the 
city in two hours. Fully 3000 men in this 
city are idle and 500 hundred families are 
starving and desperate. 


A Case of Varioloid. 

BANGOR, Me., April 28.—The health 
board and consulting physicians have de 
cided thatthe patient at the city pest- 
house suspected of suffering with small- 
pox hasacase of varioloid.

A PRIVATE DEPARTMENT. 


Mellen Bray & Co. have Good Fire Protec- 


| tion and Protect Neighborhood. 


The fire at Wollaston Friday forenoon 
has again drawn attention to Mellen, Bray 
| & Co.'s fire department, notices of whose 
doings appear in these columns from time 
to time as extinguishing firesin the vicinity 
of the rivet works. 

As things now are at Wollaston a large 
section is dependent upon this private de- 
partment for fire protection, as Hose 2's 
horse is now stabled on Hancock street, 
this rendering that important piece of 
apparatus useless in the incipient stages of 
a fire. 

Under the efficient management of Capt. 
Frank L. Merrill, ex-foreman of Hose 2, 
thus private fire department has attained 
an efficiency second to none of its kind in 
the state. 

As is well known, this is the largest 
manufacturing plant in the city. To 
properly protect such a large fire risk Cpt. 
Merrill has 36 men well drilled in all that 
pertains to a first class fire department. 
this crew of men is divided into four sec- 
tions, each section having four pipemen 
and five hosemen. 

The apparatus consists of an extra large 
Knowles’ steam fire pump which draws 
from an immense self filling reservoir 
| located in the rear of the works, and which 
| is capable of supplying the pump for two 
| hours. This pump, besides having coup- 
lings for five lines of hose, is connected by 
jcast iron pipes with four fire hydrants, 
| which are located in the adjacent street, 
Each hydrant is enclosed in a smal! house, 
| 


which contains 200 feet of hose coupled on 
| ready for instant use. The total length of 
the hose in the whole establishment is 
1000 feet. Besides this apparatus there 
jare 75 portable extinguishers scattered 
| about the buildings.

Attachments Have Been Placed on Prop- 
erty—The Firm Missing. 


Another swindle in this city has just 
been brought to light and from present indi- 
cations the parties concerned in it have 
been reaping a rich harvest. 

Some months ago there came to Quincy 
a man and woman supposed to be man and 
wife who lodged with Mrs. Berry.

WEEP THE STREETS CLEAN 


Good Drainage and Good Health Insepa- 


rable Conditions, 

The wide awake, prosperous, busy 
town differs as much in appearance as 
it does in manner from the sleepy, care- 
less community that lets things take care 
of themselves. What acontrast the well 
paved and well kept streets of the for- 
mer present to the untidy and neglected 
aspect of tHe latter! The capitalist, the 
artisan, the homeseeker, can but be im- 
pressed with the evidences of thrift and 
energy that are inseparable from clean- 
liness and order. As a consequence the 
one rapidly advances in wealth and pop- 
ulation, while the other stands still if 
it does not—which is probable—execute 
a backward moyement. 

The first duty of a town is to provide 
for the health of the residents—that is, 
so far as it is possible to do so by pre- 
ventive measures. Cleanliness is next to 
godliness, and pure water and a scien- 
tific sewerage system are indispensable 
aids to the physical and moral welfare 
of the community. In far too many lo- 
calities is the question of drainage left 
to take care of itself, and it remains a 
perpetual menace to the public health, 
sooner or later to break forth with dire 
results. 

A system of drainage should embrace 
not only the removal of storm water 
which falls upon the streets, but also 
the water from sinks, closets, factories 
and othersources, All such should have 
direct connection with sewers having an 
outlet in the nearest water course. The 
street gutters should be kept free from 
rubbish and have such a perfect grade 
that no water will find lodgment along 
the streets on either side. Money judi- 
ciously spent in this work under the su- 
pervision of a competent engineer is a 
safe and sure investment that will be 
returned with compound interest. In 
our own town there is much room for 
improvement in this direction, and each 
business man and householder owes it 
to himself al his neighbor to help 
along this necessary work. 

In the matter of streets, too, we are 
far from perfect. With a little more 
care in the details of construction and 
more systematic and thorough methods 
of keeping them free from sticks, stones 
and other accumulations of rubbish our 
thoroughfares would be a credit and a 
pride instead of, in some cases, an eye- 
sore and cause for mortification. As in 
the larger cities, ordinances fixing pen- 
alties for dumping ashes and other 
household refuse to the streets should be 
enforced, as well as forbiddftig the load- 
ing of wagons with dirt, coal, wood, 
etc., in such a manner that a part of 
the contents will be distributed along 
the route of their passage. A proper su- 
pervision of these matters, with a liberal 
distribution of the printed ordinances, 
will go far toward realizing the desired 
neatness, 


TREES IN THE TOWN. 


They Add Value to Property—A Few Re- 
marks on Street Lighting. 

A love of the beautiful is inborn in 
man. Treesare a source of never failing 
enjoyment to dwellers in the town, and 
no town can be beautiful without them. 
How refreshing their shade in summer, 
and the dreariness of winter is rendered 
less desolate by their presence. Senti 
ment aside, trees have adirect value. A 
tree shaded avenue is a much more de- 
sirable place of residence than one which 
lacks their adornment. Property is more 
valuable on this street, and landlords 
demand and receive a higher rate of 
rent. The houses are more pretentious, 
the lawns are green and smoothly shav- 
en, and beds of flowers and bunches of 
shrubbery bear witness to the friendly 
rivalry among the dwellers to excel in 
the beautiful. A comparatively small 
outlay would do much to beautify our 
town. Once planted and properly guard- 
ed from destruction, trees require little 
care and in a few years will amply rec- 
ompense us for trouble and money ex- 
pended. 

The lighting of streets at night isa 
subject of great importance to the peo- 
ple of a community. The benefits are 
many and far outweigh any question of 
cost or economy. How many accidents 
that have caused loss of life and limb 
are due toinsufficiently lighted or whol- 
ly dark streets! How many crimes have 
been committed under cover of darkness 
that would never have been perpetrated 
had there been light to reveal the robber 
or assassin to his intended victim! The 
development of electricity has made it 
possible to light our streets at night at 
asmall expense. No costly plant is re- 
quired, and the outlay for labor to put 
up the wires is nominal. 

The lighting of the business section is 
not enough. It is good so far as it goes, 
but it does not go far. The personal 
safety and convenience of every citizen 
demand that our streets shall be so il- 
luminated that he may leave his home 
after dark without danger of breaking 
his limbs or having his head smashed 
by some enterprising footpad.

| GENERAL DEPRESSION IN TRADE 


Brought About by Numerous 
Labor Disturbances, 


New York, April 23—R. G. Dun & 


| Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 


When accounts of great strikes and 
labor disturbances crowd all newspapers 
itisidle to look for much improvement 
in business. The iron and steel works in 
regions where bituminous coal or goke is 
used as fuel may be seriously interrupted 
if the struggle is much longer prolonged, 
but the immediate effect is to give a bet- 
ter look to prices of some products ia 
those regions, while eastern works feel a 
larger demand. 

Shipments of shoes from Boston for 
April are 12.4 per cent less than last year. 

Several large auction of textile goods 
have disturbed the market and brought 
remarkably low prices for flannels and 
blankets, about 25 per cent below the 
previous quotations and 15 per cent below 
the previous sales. The cancelling of all 
orders forfancy worsteds by the Wash- 
ton mill, though attributed toa strike, 
increases the apprehension of clothiers 
that they may be unable to get executed 
the long delayed and scanty orders they 
have given. Nothing like improvement 
is seen in woolens, and itis between sea- 
sons in dress goods, but there is more de- 
mand for ingrain carpets, and knit goods 
have been sold at certain seasons by some 
agents. 

Increased Sales of Wool, 

Sales of wool at the three chief markets 
were 5,841,650 pounds, against 3,893,400 
last year, and prices of some scarce kinds 
have advanced a cent, but new wool is 
being taken at the lowest figures yet re 
ported. Continual reports of changes in 
the tariff bill add to difficulties of pro 
ducers and dealers. 

Western receipts of wheat have been 
1,136,479 bushels, against 2,717,387 for the 
same week last year, and Atlantic ex- 
ports 941,958 bushels, against 1,243,533 


| last year, but the price has dropped 1 


cent. 

Corn is inactive and a shade higher; 
pork, lard and coffee a shade lower. 

With continued business depression 
and new crops drawing near, even the 
unlimited supplies of idle money do not 
kindle speculative hopes. 

No enlargement of commercial loans 
appears and money continues to accumu- 
late here, though in smaller amount this 
week. This state of facts clearly indi- 
cates the general depression of trade and 
industries, but domestic exchanges have 
so far changed that abatement of the flow 
of money hither is expected. 

The failures this week have been 180 in 
the United States, against 216 last year, 
for the first time in many months show- 
ing a decrease, and in Canada 26, against 
22 last year. The list includes none of 
great importance.

A NEW BILL OF FARE 


Necessary.to Preserve Harmony In 
the New England “Army.” 


WASHINGTON IS WELL PREPARED 


For the Promised Visit of 
Coxey’s Commonwealers. 


WESTERLY, R.I, April 28.—Although 
the temperature soared upward in the 
vicinity of 70, yet, figuratively speak- 
ing, yesterday was a very cold day for the 
74 soldiers comprising Swift’s New Eng- 
land delegation of industrial common- 
wealers. Up to Thursday night Fitzger- 
ald and his followers were enthusiastic 
and rashly sanguine of being received 
with open arms by the inhabitants of the 
towns and villages all along the line of 
march, but yesterday the anticipations of 
the little band were completely and ef- 
fectually kno¥ked into a cocked hat, and 
at the quaint Rhode Island towns of 
Wakefield and Westerly it met with re 
pulse. 

After passing the night on the bare 
boardsin Wright’s hallin the former 
town, the “soldiers” were met with the 
mandate to leave town instanter. It was 
then only 6 o’clock, and Fitzgerald pro- 
tested that he could not get ready to de- 
part before 9. To crown all, that portion 
of Wakefield which was expected to act 
as the commissary department was wo- 
fully negligent in its duty, and the travel- 
ers were obliged to continue their way on 
empty stomachs. They were treated on 
their departure by the jeers and sarcastic 
yellsfrom the townspeople who had re- 
covered from their terror of the previous 
night. 

Theold post road skirting the ocean 
was the route taken totown. At 5p. m. 
the army had traversed a distance of 24 
miles, and reached Cawcauck, arriving 
there at 6:30. Here the discouraged band 
was met with the stern arm of the law, 
and the town authorities attacked it with 
written orders not to enter the town under 
penalty of incarceration in the Tombs of 
Westerly. 

The leaders of the throng then ordered 
a retreat across the Cawcauck, whose 
rolling waters separate Rhode  Isl- 
and from the “Nutmeg state.’? On the 
banks on the Connecticut side of the 
river the army pitched its tents and 
posted sentries for the night. Rations of 
hardtack and limburger were served to 
the 74 philanthropists from the Old Bay 
state. 

There exists considerable dissatisfaction 
in the ranks after the recent experience 
and cold treatment from the authorities. 
In fact, there is almost open mutiny, and 
it will require a new bill of fare, and that 
immediately, if all remains harmonious. 

The contingent marched on to New 
London, Conn., this morning, where it ex- 
pects a royal welcome and more recruits. 
New London is 18 miles distant. 

The entire army wasarrested last night 
and locked up here. This is the first time 
since the march has been commenced 
that the army fell into the hands of the 
authorities. 

Washington Is Well Guarded. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The Coxey scare 
has resulted in the national capital being 
than it has 
been for years for the coming of gangs of 
men, whether peaceably inclined or other- 
wise. The police are brimful of confi- 
dence in their ability to meet the require 
ments of the occasion when Coxey and 
his men reach their journey’s end. In ad- 
dition to the regular police force 200 spe- 
cial policemen will be sworn in and will 
go on duty Monday evening. 

Itis theintention of Chief of Police 
Moore to largely increase the number of 
men on duty in the outskirts of the city, 
where it is thought residents may be an- 
noyed. The militia are prepared for field 
duty if needed, and the watch force of 
the several departments has been in- 
creased and given police powers—arms 
have been provided for the watchmen. 

Nine policemen were yesterday added to 
the regular force of 12 policemen on duty 
in the executive grounds. They are di- 
vided into three watches, so that there 
are now seven men on duty at all hours 
ofthe day or night. Three men remain 
insidethe building and the other four 
patrol the grounds on eachside. These 
policemen are in addition to the regular 
force of doorkeepers, messengers and 
clerks, 

The grounds are closed and the carriage 
entrances on the north front are shut at 
midnight. The president’s plan of mov- 
ing out to hissummer home at Woodley 
has been postponed indefinitely. 

Chief of Police Moore says the Coxey 
army can parade down Pennsylvania 
avenue. Thatis one of the rights of an 
organization, he says, and the police 
don’t intend to interfere. They cannot, 
however, march into the Capitol grounds. 

Kelley’s Twelve Hundred, 

STUART, Ia., April 28.—General Kelley 
will make a forced march of 41 miles to 
Des Moines and be there Sunday. The 
industrials presented a solid front when 
they marched into Stuart last night, but 
not more than 800 men were in the col- 
umn which followed Kelley’s prancing 
black charger.

OF REVOLUTIONARY STOCK. 


Hon. Nathaniel 8. Berry Passes Away at 
Bristol, N. H. 

BrisTou, N. H., April 28.—Ex-Governor 
N. S. Berry, the oldest ex-governor in the 
United States, died at the residence of his 
son at this place, yesterday, of pneu- 
monia and bronchial trouble. He was 
taken sick about a week ago. He is sur- 
vived by a son, William A. 

Mr. Berry was born in Bath, Me., Sept. 
1, 1796, and came to New Hampshire when 
16 years old, going into the tannery busi- 
ness. For two years he was colonel of the 
Thirty-fourth militia, and from 1841 to 
1851 he was judge of the court of common 
pleas. In 1828, '33,’34 and ’387 he repre- 
sented Bristol in the legislature. In 1835 
and '36 he was state senator. 

In 1845 he was nominated by the Free 
Soilers for governor and defeated. He 
was four times renominated, and in 1861 
was elected on the Republican ticket, and 
also in 1862 and 3863. He equipped and 
sent tothe war more than 16,000 troops, 
and was oue of the 22 northern war gov- 
ernors who signed the letter to President 
Lincoln, upon which he made the call of 
July 1, 1862, for 300,000 volunteers. He 
was from old revolutionary stock and a 
life-long Methodist.

COMPLETELY BAFFLED. 


Buffalo Police Have No Clew to a Sensa 
tional Murder. 


BUFFALO,April 30. —Montgomery Gibbs, 
who left the city editor’s desk of the old 
Evening Republican, this city, to go into 
a lawyer’s office 19 years ago, and who be- 
came one of the best known members of 
the bar and prominent real estate dealer, 
was mysteriously murdered on Delaware 
avenue, Buffalo’s most fashionable street, 
shortly before 10 o’clock Saturday night. 

The murder was committed on the 
roadway leading into the premises of Miss 
Squire's, at No. 44 Gibbs was taken to 
the general hospital, but died just after 
he had been lifted on the operating table, 
or about three minues after he had ar- 
rived. 

The police confess that they have nota 
single clew. The most plausible theory 
is that there is a woman at the bottom of 
theaffair. Thereis no doubt that Gibbs 
was a man who was very fond of the 
society of young married women. It is 
asserted positively that he bas been en- 
gaged in more than one liason of this 
kind. 

It seems to be almost a moral certainty 
that Gibbs was killed either by a woman 
with whom he had trifled, or by the hus- 
band or lover of some woman with whom 
he had had dealings. The police think 
he was decoyei to the spot where he was 
killed. Notrace of his movements on 
Saturday night between the time he left 
his home, 7:30 o’clock, and the time of the 
murder can be found. 


STILL AT ODDS. 


Great Northern Strikers Refuse to Arbl- 
trate Their Troubles. 

St. Paut, April 30.—Business was re- 
sumed on the Great Northern today. In 
some respects the strike situation is un- 
changed from last night, although there 
have been some interesting developments. 
The proposition of the commercial bodies 
of the two cities for submission to an 
arbitration board of five disinterested per- 
sons has been generally discussed, being 
the chief topic at the union men’s mass 
meeting at Labor hall yesterday after- 
noon. The suggestions were fairly hooted 
down. 

At the same hour of the day in another 
part of the city President Hill was telling 
some business men he would agree to any 
fair proposition for arbitration on the sole 
condition that the men resume work at 
once, this same proposal being made, it is 
said by the strikers, by their friendsat the 
labor meeting. Mr. Hill explained that 
he could not fight and arbitrate both at 
the same time, and therefore made this 
one condition of immediate resumption of 
work in case arbitration was agreed upon. 

The brotherhood engineers on the 
Great Northern will resume work at once, 
and, asthe other brotherhoods are with 
them, the company feels assured of its 
ability to carry on business, ample pro- 
tection being assured by the government. 


SCHEME 


ME OF SOCIALISTS. 


It Will Take Some Time, However, For 


It to Mature. 

CuIcAGo, April 30.—A scheme of prodig- 
ious proportions which contemplates 
the ultimate overthrow of the coun- 
try and government in the interest 
of co-operative enthusiasts was sprung 
yesterday afternoon at a meeting of the 
White City Co-Operative association, an 
organization of socialistic tendencies, 
Colorado was declared to be the state 
where the overthrowing shall begin. 
It is intended to place co-operative 
committees in one state so they could 
multiply and eventually control the leg- 
islature of that state to the establishment 
of a complete state co-operative machine, 
and the conquest of the balance of the 
country would be the more easy and more 
quickly secured through the example of 
its practical operation on so large a scale 
asastate.

The total production 
was 9,460,310 short tons, against 12,010,829 
for 1892. This reduction is due to the 
depréssion in the blast furnace industry.

BRooKLYN, April 39. — Ernest Lich- 
tenheed, 20 years old, died from the 
effects of a beating which he had received.

A Chicago Labor Muddle. 

Cuicaco, April 30.—The union painters 
and paper hangers have declared a gen- 
eral strike upon all the bosses who locked 
out their men three weeks ago. The 
bosses made an offer of 85 cents an hour 
pending arbitration, but the men refused 
this. Between 1500 and 2000 men will quit 
work.

COUNTRY IN TERROR. 


Terrible Results of the Recent Earth- 
quakes In Greece. 


SURVIVORS FLOCK TO THE HILLS 


Fearing That Further Shocks 
Would Bury Them. 


ATHENS, April 30.—The official teports 
from the earthquake stricken districts 
are coming in, and they in nowise mini- 
mize the first accounts of the disaster. 
The whole coast line suffered terribly 
from the shocks. 

The lossof life on Friday must have 
been very great. Reports from all the 
districts have not been received, but the 
minister of the interior has received ad- 
vices showing that in the Lokris district 
alone 300 persons were killed. 

Two hundred and thirty-three bodies 
have already been recovered, and the 
work of searching for theothers is being 
actively pursued. About 300 persons were 
injured. 

Everything possible is being done to al- 
leviate the distress, and the government 
is spending money with unsparing hand. 
Many rich Greeks have contributed 
largely for the relief of their countrymen, 
but, notwithstanding this public and 
private assistance, there is bound to be 
much suffering. 

The people of Atalanta have fled to the 
hills for safety, dreading that other severe 
shocks might come that would bury them 
in the large crevices that opened in every 
direction ou the plains. In this district 
there wasa continuous series of shocks. 
In seven hours and a half 365 were 
counted. The terror of the people almost 
passes description. When the earth 
movements began and houses began to 
totter and fall, many of the inhabitants 
who were uninjured forgot everything ex- 
cept their personal safety. 

A Horrible Experience. 
« With no thoughtof the injured, they 
ran wildly from the doomed city and 
sought a firm standing place on the hills 
thatrise behind the town. Some while 
running were thrown to the ground by 
the violence of the shocks that followed 
the first severe one and were quite badly 
hurt. The earth swung to and fro like a 
pendulum. Great fissures opened in the 
earth over an area of 10square kilometers. 

Only those who have witnessed the 
helpless terror occasioned by a severe 
earthquake shock can form any idea of 
the panic-stricken condition of the people, 
from which they have not yet entirely re 
covered. 

Much damage was done along the 
shore by a seismic wave which encroached 
along the coast for a distance of 20 
meters. A number of houses were de- 
stroyed by this means, and there can be 
no doubt that lives were also lost. 

Huge masses of rock were detached 
from the mountains and hurled with 
thundering crash into the valleys below. 
Eye witnesses of the scene describe it as 
having been an awe-inspiring exhibition 
of the mighty forces of nature, before 
which man was utterly helpless. 

Deep subterranean rumblings and re- 
ports, resembling the sound of cannon 
fired at a distance, continue to be heard, 
and the people are in mortal fear that 
other and more severe shocks may follow. 

The copterref part of the ccasét line 
has been materially changed. The shore 
on the Evropean side has sunk six feet. 

Other phenomena accompanied the dis- 
turbance. The sulphur springs at Aidipso 
were temporarily changed in character 
and spouted forth torrents of almost boil- 
ing water. Springs of pure, fresh water 
appeared inthe crater of an extinct yol- 
cano. 

The center of the disturbance Hes be 
tween Larymna and the Malian gulf, but 
throughout the extent of Greece the 
shocks were felt. 


Desecrated the Sabbath. 

New BEDFORD, Mass., April 80.—Local 
police raided a cocking main between 
this city and Fall River yesterday, and 
captured 11 sports and 13 roosters. There 
were 200 spectators present altogether,and 
when the police jumped in, they dashed 
into the woods, leaving their vehicles be- 
hind them. A large amount of liquor was 
alsotaken. All the men under arrest are 
from Fall River and Somerset. 


Sent to an Asylum. 

PROVIDENCE, April 30.—For the past 
three weeks aman has been wandering 
through the woods of Scituate, alarming 
people by his strange actions. He was 
arrested by Sergeant Colvin and was only 
half dressed. He is 60 years old and could 
give noinformation about himself. He 
was committed tothe state ins m asylum 
yesterday. 


Salem Gamblers Raided, 

SALEM, Mass., April 30.—A fully 
equipped faro bank was discovered in full 
blast on Norman street, this city, within 
a stone’s throw of the station house. A 
full lay-out was confiscated and 11 men 
arrested for being present where gam- 
bling implements were found.

FOUR LIVES LOST. 


St, Charles Hotel at New 
Reduced to Ashes 

New ORLEANS, April 30.—A few min- 
ates before 11 o’clock Saturday night fire 
broke out in the kitchen of the St.Charles 
hotel. Guests and employes of the hotel 
dashed out of the burning building half- 
clad. 

The block of the St. Charles hotel was 
the most important portion and was one 
of the most valuable in the city, contain- 
ing, beside the costly hotel, banks, stores, 
railway offices, one of the largest turf ex- 
changesinthe country and finely fur- 
nished offices. As neirly as could be as- 
tained, four lives have been sacrifice! 
One man leaped from the fourth story 
and was almost instantly killed, while 
four menand one woman were seen to 
leap from the iron staircase leading fr.m 
the rear of the building and were lost to 
view in the court, which looked to be al- 
most a sol.d massof flame. One man 
made his escape into the street, but noth- 
ing was seen of the others.

Thin vegetable soups, raw cysters, 
poached or soft boiled eggs, good brown 
bread, gluten bread, boiled rice, oat- 
meal, spinach, cresses, celery, lettuce, 
string beans, asparagus, oranges, 
peaches, pears, baked apples and grapes. 
Granula, farinose and barley crystals 
are especially good forms of cereals for 
the dyspeptic. As much depends upon 
the preparation as upon the selection of 
the foods. —New York World.

‘ON WASHINGTON SOIL 


| March of Coxey and His Crowd 
Brought to an End. 


THE CAMP RESEMBLES A CIRCUS. 


|Big Crowd Entertained With 
Speeches by Leaders. 


April 30. -- The com- 
mander-in-chief of the good roads army 
| of the commonweal, standing on a rickety 
wagon in the center of the Brightwood 
driving park, waving aloft his alpine hat 
to one of the most cosmopolitan and ex- 
tensive audiences ever gathered in Wash- 
ington, announced yesterday afternoon 
that the greatest march of the 19th cen- 
tury had been accomplished. 

The march had been accomplished, but 
its ending was in pitiful contrast to the 
massing of the thousands of unemployed 
that its projectors had prophesied. Three 
hundred and a half of miserably dressed, 
wobegone, grumbling, out-at-the-elbows 
and run-down-at-the-heels specimens of 
humanity, who bore striking resemblances 
to the familiar genus tramp, marched 
into the park, led by a wheezing apology 
for a band, pitched tents, and stretched 
themselves in the sun. 

Thousands from the city turned out to 
make a holiday of it and inspect the cu- 
rious aggregation. They listened to the 
weird talk of Marshal Carl Browne and 
the Populistic speech of Coxey. Then 
they turned toward home in a haze of 
mental wonderment at the whole queer 
performance,the perseverance with which

The great Per- 
cheron horses with shaggy fetlocks were 
tethered about thewagons. Nearby were 
fastened two large American fligs, and 
the emblematic banners were piled on the 
| ground. 

Most interesting of the sights, how- 
ever, were the human elements, the rank 
and fileof the Quixotic army, the men 
who had marched and borne the brunt of 
mudand storms and cold, They were 
the most unique aud inexplicable aggre- 
gation ever brought together. Some of 
them were at work about the tents and 
wagons, others curled up on the damp 
ground munching great chunks of bread, 
and many more stretched sleeping in the 
sun with their heads pillowed on rolled- 
up coats. - Fashionably dressed women 
stood about surveying the men, com- 
menting upon their appearance with no 
| apparent realization of the fact that the 
subjects of their comments were human 
| beings who could hear and understand 
them.

Browne's Strange Comparisons. 

He drew a strange diagram to illustrate 
the reincarnation of Christ, which was 
shared by himself, Brother Coxey, John 
Stuart Mills and Wendell Phillips, and 
ended by inveighing against the Roths- 
childs. 

When finally General Coxey scrambled 
up awkwardly upon the wagon and was 
introduced, he waved his hat to each 
quarter of the compass. 

“Three cheers for Coxey,’”’ shouted a 
boy in the bellstand. © His suggestion was 
followed and the general again bowed his 
acknowledgments and was proceeding to 
unbosom himself of some eloquence 
upon the completion of the greatest 
march of the 19th century, when some 
skeptic bawled shrilly: ‘‘Where’s yer 
500,000 men?” This interruption was not 
dignified with a reply. 

The speaker launched into his descrip- 
tion of the millions of the starving unem- 
ployed. He talked for half an hour bare- 
headed under the sun, explaining his bill 
for good roads, for plenty of money and 
its companion piece for universal luxury 
through non-interest bonds. 

General Coxey came into the city at 
night and registered at one of the best 
hotels. He declared that his army will 
march to the Capitol tomorrow noon, 
hold its great mass meeting on the steps 
to demand the passage of his bills, and 
then return tocamp to wait until they 
became law. 

Hospitable Nutmegers. 

New Lonpoy, Conn., April 30.—Swift’s 
commonwealers spent a quiet Sunday 
here in comfortable quarters amply sup- 
plied with food, including a hot dinner, 
which was prepared for them in Knights 
of Labor hall. At a public meeting Satur- 
day night in the Opera house $18 was col- 
lected. 

Another public meeting was held yes- 
terday at which Fitzgerald delivered an 
address, and a collection of $6 was taken 
up. In the evening the musical talent of 
the army gave a free concert. None of 
the money received had to be expended 
for food, as a soliciting committee col- 
lected ample supplies to feed all and have 
some over. A few attended church, but 
for the most part the men remained 
about their headquarters. 

They left for New Haven today. They 
expect a good reception from Yale stu- 
dents and transportation by boat to New 
York. Their first stop today was at Lime 
village, 18 miles from New London. The 
delegation now num bers 60 men. 

Tough Traveling. 

Des Moines, April 30.—Kelley’s army 
marched 27 miles Saturday night without 
food and were held by the police five 
miles out of thecity in a driving rain 
storm all day yesterday without provis- 
ions or shelter. The action of the author- 
ities aroused indignation, and when, at5 
o’clock last evening, the army finally 
marched up Grand avenue to the camp 
on the east side of the town, wet, haggard 
and weary, their condition aroused public 
sympathy. The mass meeting of laboring 
men has been called. Committees are at 
work soliciting food and money, and 
threats are made that, unless food and 
money and transportation are secured at 
Chicago, radical steps will be taken. 

Don't Want to Escape, 

PorTLAND, Or., April 30.—The Portland 
contingent of Coxey’s army, who seized a 
Union Pacific train at Southdale and 
were arrested by United States troops at 
Arlington, were brought back to this 
city. Fifty were taken to jail and the re- 
mainder were placed under guard of the 
regular troops. The industrials number 
507 in all...They are being fed at the ex- 
pense of the United States and express 
no desire to escape. 

Doing Well. 

Cottbus, O., April 30.—The Galvin con- 
tingent of te Coxey army reached this 
city at midnight, Their wants are being 
supplied by the trades’ assembly of this 
city, which is furnishing them with pro- 
visions and raising a sumof money to 
transport them as far as Wheeling or 
Pittsburg. About $125 was raised by 
acollection from the crowd that visited 
the camp yesterday.
